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IN THE WIND 


Snow caused the cancellation of the 
third round of the World Champi- 
onship 500cc Motocross series in Sitten- 
dorf, Austria, which was scheduled to 
be the third round of the series. The 
teams agreed to practice in the morning 
but with snow still falling at 12:30 p.m. 
after beginning the night before, condi- 
tions were considered too dangerous to 
hold the race. Five minutes later the 
snow stopped and by 3 p.m. the track 
was drying rapidly in the afternoon sun, 
but by this time it was too late to hold 
the races. The series will now be 11 
rounds, with the next round in Payerne, 
Switzerland, April 27. 


The same weather front also played 
havoc with the third round of the World 
Championship 125cc Motocross series in 
Bellpuig, Spain, April 20. Rain fell for 
the first time in the area for many 
months and fell persistently from Friday 
onward. The event took place despite 
this and Bob Moore (Yam) landed the 
overall win with 1-3 moto scores over 
Italian Alessandro Puzar (TM), who 
scored 4-1. Series leaders Chicco Chiodi 
(Yam) and Frederic Vialle (Yam) split 
the two former champions in the first 
moto with Chiodi second and Vialle 
third. Both riders then plumeted in the 
second moto with Vialle ninth and 
Chiodi 10th. Chiodi now leads the 
championship with 96, followed by 
Vialle with 78, Puzar with 73 and Moore 
with 72. ; 


Sebastien Tortelli (Kaw) scored the 
impressive win at the World 250cc 
Motocross series round in Cingoli, Italy, 
April 20. Tortelli finished with 1-2 moto 
scores and edged defending champion 
Stefan Everts, who carded a 3-1. Ger- 
man rider Pit Beirer (Hon) finished with 
4-4 scores. Californian Tallon Vohland 
(Yam), tied with Everts going into this 
round, crashed in the first moto and 
broke his shoulder blade. Vohland looks 
likely to miss the next round in France 
on May 4. "I can't remember the crash," 
Vohland said. "I thought about riding 
the second moto but I couldn't even 
hold onto the handlebars, so I called it a 
day." Yves Demaria (Hon) also crashed 
out, his incident coming in moto two, 
suffering a broken rib. 


Mike Lafferty (KTM) won the fourth 
round of the AMA National Enduro 
Series, held on April 20 in Shelton, 
Washington. Lafferty topped Ty Davis 
(Kaw) by two points with Randy 
Hawkins (Yam) finishing third, another 
five points behind. Lafferty leads the 
series championship over Hawkins, 115- 
88. 


Canadian road racer Rodney Fee (Hon) 
won the second round of the European 
Open Series, held at Donington Park in 
England, on April 13. Fee topped Fer- 
nando Mendes (Hon) and Phelim 
Owens (Hon) and now leads the cham- 
pionship point standings after two 
rounds. 


Defending National Trials Champion 
Geoff Aaron (Bet) won the third round 
of the AMA/NATC Observed Trials 
Series in McCain Valley, California, on 
April 19. Raymond Peters (G-G) fin- 
ished second and Oliver Clamagirand 
(G-G) was third. The following day, 
April 20, Jess Kempkes (G-G) took the 
win in the exhibition class at the 27th 
annual E] Trial de Espana. Aaron held 
on for second and Clamagirand finished 
third again. 


1996 AMA National Hare and Hound 





Champion Greg Zitterkopf will no 
longer be riding KTMs for the Las 
Vegas-based Vosburg Racing team fol- 
lowing contract disputes, according to 
Cycle News contributor Matt Freeman. 
Instead, Zitterkopf will finance his own 
racing effort for the remainder of the 
year and will ride a, Kawasaki. Zit- 
terkopf and Vosburg ran into problems 
in February after he seized his KTM 360 
at the Adelanto Grand Prix. "The bike 
blew up at Adelanto and I didn't get 
parts from Vosburg until the Wednes- 
day before the Idaho National Hare and 
Hound (March 16)," Zitterkopf said. "I 
didn't have a bike to ride for all that 
time because they didn't have parts they 
promised me - so I didn't race the 
National. Then a few days after the 
National, I got a letter stating that he 
(team owner Gary Vosburg) was suing 
me for not following the contract." The 
contract between Zitterkopf and Vos- 
burg Racing went into effect in Decem- 
ber of 1996 after a successful year with 
Kawasaki Team Green. Zitterkopf 
reported that the case with Vosburg will 
£o into arbitration and be settled some 
time in late April. “Both sides are saying 
that the other has not followed their end 
of the contract," Zitterkopf said. "Vos- 
burg didn't provide me with bonuses, 
parts, and bikes that he promised me so 
basically for a month and a half I 
couldn't race." After missing two AMA 
National Hare and Hounds and one Best 
in the Desert race, Zitterkopf has pur- 
chased two new Kawasaki KX500s. "I'm 
doing the privateer thing for the rest of 
the year," Zitterkopf explained. “T'I ride 
the rest of the Nationals and the Casey 
Folks races, as well as the District 37 
events. I am really lucky because all of 
my other sponsors stuck with me 


through all of this. Right now - I just” 


want to go out and race." During his 
short hiatus from racing, Zitterkopf suc- 
cessfully ran the Los Angeles Marathon 
and became a father when his wife Eliz- 
abeth gave birth to a baby boy, Cole 
Philip, last week. 


AMA Grand National Championship 
Series points leader Terry Poovey 


‘phoned Cycle News to say that he will 


not participate in round two of the 
series at Mineral Wells, West Virginia, 
due to a lack of equipment. "I'll still 
probably go to Springfield with my 
Harley, and I want to win LaSalle," 
Poovey said. "But I don't want to ride 
the Harley everywhere, because it puts 
too much of a bind on the only people 
that I trust to build the motor for it. 
They've already got their own team to 
worry about." Poovey said that he is 
still having a difficult time recovering 
from the July 1996 traffic accident that 
claimed the life of friend and mechanic 
Lou McCrory and destroyed all of 
Poovey's motorcycles. “I’m still not over 
that deal," Poovey said. ^I think about it 
every day. It just won't go away. I still 
have a real hard time with it, and the 
only way that I'm going to get over it is 
if I come back with the same program I 
had before." To that end, Poovey said 
that he has secured a "good" Honda 
RS750 engine from an unnamed source, 
and that a new motorcycle is being built 
around it. Poovey expects the machine 
to be ready for the Du Quoin Mile.

ormer 250 апа 500cc National Motocross Champion Mike LaRocco showed up at 
the Charlotte Supercross in North Carolina, on April 19, despite having asked to 
be released from the Suzuki factory team a few days prior to the previous week's 


Pontiac Supercross in Michigan, on April 12. 


We reported last week that on Thursday, April 10, LaRocco phoned Suzuki's Team 
Manager Roger DeCoster and asked to be released from his contract. 

“That is all true,” LaRocco said. “Things just haven't been working out and I asked 
to be released from my contract. We (DeCoster and LaRocco) had a mutual agreement 


(to be let out of the contract).” 


LaRocco sat out the Pontiac Supercross and on the following Tuesday he spoke with 
Suzuki management to discuss the situation. At that point, LaRocco decided to stay 


with the team. 


"Things started getting more technical than what we (DeCoster and LaRocco) had 
agreed on," LaRocco said. "It just started getting too hard and we decided to work 
things out and stay with the team. We’ll just try to start over." 

"There was nothing new from our side," DeCoster said. “I assume that they (LaRoc- 
co and his father/mechanic, Mike Sr.) thought about it and realized that they had a 
contract. Our people would consider releasing him when supercross is done but not 
before. I think based on that and based on the advice he must have gotten, he decided 


he wanted to ride again." 


And why did LaRocco want to leave in the first place? “I just wasn't happy and we 


(Team Suzuki) just didn't see eye to eye." 


There had been talk that LaRocco was not getting certain parts that he had been 
requesting, such as inverted forks, and LaRocco agreed that this was part of the prob- 
lem. 


“I wasn't getting the parts I was requesting, and then when Jeremy (McGrath) came 
and got the stuff... well, things just started adding up," LaRocco said. 

At Charlotte, LaRocco and his teammate Greg Albertyn showed up with their bikes 
fitted with works inverted Showa forks. According to DeCoster, the change didn't have 
anything to do with LaRocco's wanting to leave Suzuki. 

"This had nothing to do with the situation we had with Mike," DeCoster said. "We 
ordered those forks after McGrath rode with them the first time. We just got them this 


week." 


LaRocco finished eighth in Charlotte after his one-week hiatus.

In response to the letter “Show me the 
money” from the Voices column (Issue 
#13, April 2), I am even more concerned 
about NASB’s policy because I compet- 
ed in the NASB Harley-Davidson Twin 
Sports and Buell Championship Series. I 
agree that Eric Bostrom rode well 
enough to win the race despite the 
horsepower infraction, but the rules 
must be obeyed by all participants. The 
disqualification to Bostrom should not 
be partial - it should be complete. 

In my past racing season in AMA 
competition, when a rider was disquali- 
fied they were removed from that race - 
no points, no money, no trophy. The 
other competitors then move up in posi- 
tion accordingly. I would guess that the 
AMA policy sits best with all other com- 
petitors. 

After finishing fifth at Willow 
Springs, I feel that the NASB rule is 
penalizing me by two fewer points, less 
purse money, and less contingency 
money. Championships are often decid- 
ed by one or two points. I would hope 
that NASB would review their policy 
and bring fairness to future National 
road racing events.

The bot- 
tom line is the point and more money 
will help take motocross /supercross to 
the next level - where it should be. Also, 
most fans. would love to see super- 
cross / motocross live on a major station.

Grand Prix. Honda riders not 

only owned all three races, but 
finished first through sixth in the premier 
500cc GP with Repsol Honda’s Mick 
Doohan leading the way for the second 
race in a row on a track where he hasn't 
had much luck. 

The only other time he won here was 
in the rain in 1992 as the only rider to use 
the Big Bang engine. Again today he was 
the only rider using a certain engine con- 
figuration, this one the close-to-90-degree 
crank. Getting away in a scrum of Honda 
riders, Doohan made his way to second 
behind teammate Tadayuki Okada on the 
fourth of 21 laps, then chipped away at 
Okada's lead to take the front spot on the 
10th lap. From then on he tried to make a 
break, but couldn't get away and came 
under late attack from another teammate, 
Alex Criville. Criville threatened to lead 
and pressured Doohan right up to the 
final corner, nearly taking the inside line 
and the win, but Doohan was able to pre- 
serve his 36th career 500cc win though by 
just .431 of a second before a crowd of 
50,000. 

"I'm sure he was trying," Doohan said 
of Criville, “but I tried to be as smooth as I 
can and bring it home in front. I honestly 
thought Alex would come by me on the 
brakes somewhere. I could hear him at the 
hairpin just about every time. Either there 
or going into the last chicane was basically 
where he was going to have his best 
chance of getting me. When I didn't see 
him as I'm tipping into the chicane I 
thought, ‘I might win here, but I could 
still hear him." 

“Му aim was to try to pass in the last 
lap Mick," Criville said after yet another 
second place. "Perhaps the best way was 








in the corner before the chi- 
cane but he was riding very, 
very well, very smooth and 
it wasn't possible to pass 

Okada finished third, six 
seconds back, his best four- 
cylinder result to date, and 
was well in front of the bat- 
tling Aoki brothers at the 
end. The Repsol-backed, 
twin-mounted Takuma 
came out on top of Nobuat- 
su, who was aboard the 
Rheos/EIf FCC Technical 
Sports V-four. They were 
about 20 seconds behind Okada and were 
nearly caught up by another scrap, this 
one between MoviStar Honda Pons’ Car- 
los Checa and Yamaha Team Rainey’s 
Norifumi Abe, the pair finishing sixth and 
seventh, respectively. 

Eighth went to Checa’s teammate 
Alberto Puig, wild-card rider Norihiko 
Fujiwara was ninth on the Marlboro 
Yamaha, and Alex Barros filled out the 
top 10 on the Honda Gresini V-twin. 

The backmarkers and non-finishers 
were a noteworthy bunch, their placings 
out of character given their resources. The 
futility award probably goes to Lucky 
Strike Suzuki, though Yamaha Promotor 
Racing was a close second. Peter God- 
dard, riding the Lucky Strike Suzuki in 
place of the injured Anthony Gobert, fin- 
ished 13th. That was the high point. His 
teammate for the weekend Daryl Beattie 
had front-brake failure which caused him 
to run off the track and pull in. 

Promotor’s Troy Corser crashed and 
his teammate Luca Cadalora was 11th, the 
team operating amid a swirl of rumors 
that they were either about to be taken 
over or worse, mainly due to a deteriorat- 
ing financial position of the principals. 

There was also a bright spot among the 
late finishers as the Modenas KRV3 
scored its first points in the hands of 
Frenchman Jean-Michel Bayle just 13

. weeks after the building of the race bikes 


began. The Marlboro Team Roberts rider 
was in a fight for 11th before a vibration 
caused him to back off and take the secure 
14th. Kenny Roberts Jr. wasn’t as lucky 
and was forced to stop with handling 
problems. 

“The bike started dragging the fair- 
ing," Roberts said. "We've had the same 
problem before but this time it was lifting 
the front tire off the deck, so I thought I 
better stop before I fell down." 

Starting the season with two wins 
gives Doohan 50 points, 10 better than 
Criville with Nobuatsu Aoki third at 27. 

The 250cc class provided not only a 
wonderful race, but an extraordinary 
story as well. Close right to the end, the 
victory went to Japanese wild card Daijiro 
Kato who outbraked Aprilia's Tetsuya 
Harada going into the chicane on the final 
lap after reeling him in in at the end of the 
race. Harada had as much as a 1.7-second 
lead in the final laps before being caught 
on the final lap. It all came down to the 
entrance to the chicane, a trio of Japanese 
riders three wide, Harada the widest, to 
the left, Kato taking the inside line and 
holding on to win by .208 of a second. 

"It was my first race of the year, I just 
didn't want to crash, and I just happened 
to win," Kato, 20, said. 

Suzuka was his first race after a traffic 








accident a month earlier. The car he was 
driving was broad-sided by another car. 
Kato hit his head hard enough to form a 
blood clot and he also dislocated his hip. 

“Winning the Japanese Grand Prix as a 
wild-card rider is a wild experience for 
me and I truly want to do the full season 
next year," Kato said. "But my first priori- 
ty is next week's All-Japan Championship 
round two at Sugo. I missed the first 
round due to my car accident so I must 
win next week to win the championship." 

Benetton Honda's Tohru Ukawa 
slipped into second with Harada third 
after his engine slowed on the last lap. 

“I had a good lead for the win going 
onto the last lap, but then the engine 
slowed a little and Katoh and Ukawa 
caught me," Harada said. “They surprised 
me as I braked for the chicane. Maybe if I 
had chosen a tighter line I could have kept 
them out, but they were closer to me than 
I had realized." 

FCC Technical Sports Takeshi Tsu- 
jimura was a close fourth with Marlboro 
Honda's Ralf Waldmann fifth. 

Marlboro Team Kanemoto Honda's 
Max Biaggi rode in pain to finish seventh. 
The three-time World Champion had dis- 
located his shoulder in practice on Friday 
practice. 

Seventh was good enough to keep him 
in the championship hunt after two races. 
Harada takes over the lead with 36 points, 






two better than Biaggi, and six in front of 
Ukawa. 

Japanese riders took the first four 
places in the 125cc race, the very popular 
Noboru Ueda taking a very hard-fought 
win, his first in class since 1994. It could 
have gone to any of three riders, but it 
was Nobby who took the win after start- 
ing from pit lane. He was forced to start 
from there after changing his rear sprock- 
et following the warmup lap when he 
realized he wouldn't be facing favorable 
winds on the front straight. 

"The wind was so strong on the sight- 
ing lap that I decided to change my final 
ratio," Ueda said. "But my mechanics had 
a problem with the rear axle so I couldn't 
make the grid. I knew I could catch the 
leaders because Suzuka has long straights, 
so I could slipstream other riders." 

What made the Team Pileri rider's vic- 
tory more compelling was that team own- 
ers Francesco and Paolo Pileri are both in 
an Italian jail on tax evasion charges. 

Second and third came along in less 
than a second, UGT 3000's underpowered 
Kazuto Sakata leading Jha Racing’s 
Hideyuki Nakajo. 

Then, within a 10th of a second, four 
more riders led by L.B. Racing’s Masao 


The win vaulted Ueda to the top of the 
125сс World Championship charts with 








41 points, one ahead of Sakata. Third is 
the Malaysian GP winner Valentino Rossi 
with 25. The young Italian was right in the 
thick of it when he high-sided exiting the 
chicane with less than two laps to go. 

“Tt is easy to say that I should have 
waited to make my move, but when you 
are feeling that confident you just do what 
you feel,” Rossi said. “I believed that I 
could win the race, now I just believe I’m 
an idiot. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


According to Doohan, one of the major 
drawbacks to the new engine is the clutch 
and gearbox. Downshifts are a problem, 
as are the starts. That was evident in 
Suzuka where he got away in fifth before 
working his way forward. 

“When I didn’t get off the line I didn’t 
want to go rushing in, have somebody 
rush in and follow me and we'd both end 
up on lying on our backs in the first turn," 
Doohan said. "After basically two laps I 
settled myself down and Tady (Okada) 
was disappearing into the distance and 
then it was time to go after Tady." 

That was on the fourth of 21 laps with 
Doohan now up to second up to passing 
Criville. 

“I caught Alex and I got past him; I 
had to kind of shove it past him," Doohan 
explained. “1 ran wide and he tried to go 
back underneath me. I thought we were 
going to have a race and let Tady get 
away. It settled down again and Alex 
come with me and we caught Tady - pass- 
ing him is another thing.” 

It took a while to catch up to Okada, 
who'd taken a flier at the start and had 
close to a four-second lead on the fifth lap. 
That’s when Doohan and Criville began 
chipping away and by the ninth lap they 
were right on him. Doohan was by first - 
he turned the fast lap of the race and set a 
new lap record on the eighth - on the 
inside through the Spoon Curve with 
Criville joining him seven laps later with a 
pass in turn one. 

"I went a little too hard at the start of 
the race and the result was that I was tired 
towards the end of the race," Okada said. 
"I was able to keep ahead of Mick and 
Alex quite easily for some time, but then I 
found out that I am a member of a very 
technical team. They are both more expe- 
rienced than me and they will not be easy 
to beat." 

Once Okada was dropped to third it 
became a two-rider race and Criville was 
persistent. He couldn't pass Doohan, but 
he made his presence felt and heard. 
Doohan had chosen a harder rear tire than 
Criville and found he had to alter his exits 
to keep the front wheel planted. 

"The front tire wasn't gripping all that 
well. I was chasing it,” Doohan said. “You 
didn’t want to keep it bent over too much. 
I didn’t want to keep it down too long in 
case it would fall. One time I remember

running real wide around Dunlop (cor- 
ner) when I felt I had to get by him and I 
stuffed it underneath him. but then I 
couldn’t keep it bent down. I went real 
wide and he tried to come back under- 
neath me.” 

The worry was that Criville would 
come back, which he did, but he slithered 
and squirmed on the way to the chicane 
and Doohan took the normal, wide, arcing 
line to enter the chicane and run to the 
flag. 

"| didn't think I was going to be able to 
lead for so long showing these guys 
where I was going and what I was doing,” 
Doohan said. 

On the fifth lap, Takuma Aoki passed 
his brother Nobuatsu and they spent the 
rest of the race together, gradually losing 
touch with the leaders and losing their 


‚ pursuers. Because Nobuatsu didn't have 


enough time to set up his V-four for the 
race, Takuma was able to keep the V-twin 
in front of him, even though he, too, was 
having handling troubles. 

"It was a very hard race for me 
because after 13 laps the handling of the 
bike was not so good," Takuma said. 
"Although the engine ran well it was not 
as fast as it was during qualifying, other- 
wise I think I could have beaten my broth- 
er Nobuatsu by a larger margin. Although 
I did not have the speed to match the four 
on the straights, I was still able to make up 
time through the esses section of the 
track." ү 

“After about 10 laps I was sliding all 
over the place and going any faster meant 
taking too many risks,” Nobuatsu Aoki

said. “The main thing was to get a race 
finish.” 

Behind them came Checa and Abe, 
those two battling so hard that they nearly 
caught up to the Aoki brothers. On the 
way there they settled in to sixth and sev- 
enth, respectively, on the eighth lap with 
Checa unable to pull away from Abe, 
whose experience here is far greater. 

“The last lap was my fastest and I had 
really wanted to ride at that pace for the 
whole race,” Abe said. “I started very fast, 
which was good, but I had some prob- 
lems early on with the ear and from lap 
six I was already sliding quite a lot.” 

“One more lap and I think it would 
have been possible to overtake the Aoki 
brothers and finish fourth,” Checa said. 

Next across the line was Checa's team- 
mate Puig, the veteran Spaniard passing 
wild-card rider Norihiko Fujiwara on the 
final lap after a slow start. Both Checa and 
Fujiwara bemoaned the fact. that, once 
they got going, the leaders were gone. 

“1 didn't get a good start and by the 
time I found my rhythm I couldn't even 
see the leading group," said Fujiwara, a 
three-time Japanese 500cc champion. 

Barros, Cadalora, Laconi, and Goddard 
were the next across, in single file and 
within two seconds of each other. Cadalo- 
ra complained of a front tire problem 
which cropped up in the early going. 

"I lost the front three times and had to 
pick the bike up with my knee so I had to 
slow down and make sure I finished," 
Cadalora said. His teammate Corser never 
got the chance. 

"I crashed with (Juan) Borja, but I think 








we just outbraked each other a bit,” Cors- 
er said of his 12-lap spill in turn one. "He 
went wide and ran straight on and I just 
went in too fast and lost the front." 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


This was a race that was significantly 
decided before the green light flashed. 
Three-time World Champion Max Biaggi 
had crashed in practice and rode with a 
dislocated left shoulder. Then Frenchman 
Olivier Jacque crashed in the morning 
warmup, breaking his left collarbone. 

So when the race began it was minus 
two of its stars, though there were plenty 
to take their place. Most of them were 
Japanese and they were quickly the ones 
to catch. 

Benetton Honda’s Tohru Ukawa led 
the fist lap in front of Aprilia’s Tetsuya 
Harada and Castrol Honda's wild card 
Daijiro Kato. Then came FCC Technical 
Sports Takeshi Tsujimura and Marlboro 
Honda’s Ralf Waldmann. There was a 
pack just behind which lost significant 
ground on the leaders when Aprilia’s 
Loris Capirossi briefly stalled, causing a 
number of riders behind him, including 
Biaggi, to take evasive action. 

That effectively let the front-running 
five get away with Jaja Racing Team's 
Suzuki-mounted Yukio Kagayama closing 
in. 

Harada and Ukawa swapped the lead 
for the first seven laps with Kato content 
to stay in third - the top five all covered by 
less than two seconds. Tsujimura led his 
one and only lap on the eighth with Hara- 
da falling back to fourth, then moving 
back up to second on the ninth lap and 
taking the lead halfway into the 19-lap 
race as the lead six clung together. 

“I was relaxed for today's race so when 
five or six of us were dicing for the lead at 
the beginning of the race I could see all the 
circumstance,” Kato said. “When Harada 
was trying to run away I said to myself, 1 
must wait for the last dash.’” 

That would take a while and in the sec- 
ond half of the race it was Ukawa out 
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front for laps 12 and 13, then Harada up 
until the final lap when his engine began 
to slow. That's when Kato realized it was 
time to make his move. 

“Harada was in trouble... and Ukawa 
and I were catching up," Kato said. "At 
that time I realized that this was a big 
chance for me." 

He ran hard into the final chicane, out- 
braking his more experienced competitors 
and holding the front through the final 
bends and to the line. Ukawa thought he 
might have taken the win if he hadn't 
caught a lapper at the end. 

"Unfortunately, I made a mistake 
because I found a backmarker on my line 
and Kato passed me," Ukawa said. 

"They stole my victory in a last-brak- 
ing contest," bemoaned Harada. “I had a 
good lead for the win going onto the last 
lap but then the engine slowed a little and 
Kato and Ukawa caught me. They sur- 
prised me as I braked for the chicane. 
Maybe if I had chose a tighter line I could 
have kept them out, but they were closer 
to me than I had realized.” 

Tsujimura held on to fourth, about 
seven-tenths back and well in front of 
Waldmann, who struggled all weekend 
with setup and qualified 13th. 

“We changed the front and rear 
springs and, though the bike wasn’t per- 
fect, it was good enough,” Waldmann 
said. “I could stay with the leaders until 
the last few laps when I started getting a 
few slides, but I’m really happy with 
fifth.” 

Yukio Kagayama ended up sixth, far- 
ther back than he had been after an off- 
track excursion. Right on the tail off the 
top five, Kagayama ran off the track in the 
Spoon Curve, but was so far in front of the 
rest that he didn’t lose a place. He ended 
up about 16 seconds behind Waldmann. 

Then came the valiant Biaggi, the Ital- 
ian doing his best to ride through pain 
after considering sitting out the race. 

"I can't hardly believe I got seventh," 
Biaggi said after beating Matteoni Rac- 
ing's Haruchika Aoki to the line by .040 of 
a second. “The pain in my shoulders was 
just unbearable, especially under braking. 
I was braking early but still running wide 
and wobbling around. In the second half 
of the race, I found I could control my 
slides better than the other riders I was 
with - that surprised me." 

Biaggi was hooked up with Aprilia's 
Loris Capirossi for most of the race, along 
with Marlboro Yamaha's Kensuke Haga 
and a few others. Haga exited spectacular- 
ly, crashing on the 12th lap and slamming 
into the airfence. 

Biaggi went from seventh to 10th and 
back to seventh in a span of five laps, tak- 
ing the spot for good on the penultimate 
lap. 

Then Aoki moved by Molenaar Lucky 
Strike Suzuki's Noriyasu Numata on the 
final lap. Compile Racing Yamaha's 
Naoki Matsudo was at the tail end of the 
pack in 10th, seven seconds up on 
Capirossi. CN

ondas took the top six places at Suzuka, a certain presage of things to 

come. That it was Repsol Honda's Tadayuki Okada on the pole, with 

a new lap record, was something of a surprise, though the times for 
everyone might have been better if the 3.64-mile track had been cleaner 
and the air more calm. More of a surprise was how many of the factory 
machines filled the lower spots on the grid. 

For the second race in a row Okada was on the pole position, but this 
time he didn’t turn in the fastest lap of the weekend. That was done by 
three-time World Champion Mick Doohan who clocked the fastest time in 
Saturday morning's free practice, but was unable to match it in the timed 
qualifying after going the wrong way on setup, and bedeviled by 
crosswinds. He had to settle for second behind his Repsol Honda team- 
mate on the front row of the grid. 

Doohan said his team had made some adjustments to the machine at 
the beginning of the session. 

“At the end I put it back to how it was this morning,” he explained. 
“Basically, every time I went to push hard I made a bit of a mistake so basi- 
cally I wasn’t able to capitalize on how fast I could go. We only have an 
hour and I couldn’t put the lap er in that hour. Even at the end there 
we were doing a lot of consistent fast times, but I knew I also had no tires 
left. I was very smooth. I knew that I was close to Tady and I knew that I 
could go a bit quicker if everything was pieced together. I was pushing the 
front a lot this afternoon, to tell you the truth. Not so much because of tires, 
but basically the wind whenever it was the wind before the Spoon Curve 





and the front was getting away from me. So I couldn't capitalize on how * 


fast Tady went. Tady put in a quick lap early and basically it was there for 
us to all catch and none of us could catch it. 

“The wind was affecting everybody a little bit. I felt that pushing the 
front. I put a new rear tire to try and basically that was enough I was get- 
ting a lot of grip and not a lot of load on the front. That extra bit of wind 
just gave it a bit of a helping hand to fly away.” 

Okada’s lap time of 2:07.952 was well under the old lap record of 
2:09.089 set by Yamaha Team Rainey's Norifumi Abe in last year's Japan- 
ese GP. Doohan's time was a scant .065 of a second slower, enough to keep 
him off the pole position. 

“I think the main importance of qualifying is to be on the front row,” 
Doohan said. "There's no points at all for qualifying on the pole. Though 
it'd be nice to qualify on the pole position, I didn't really get the lap I was 
looking for and I consistently ride around that time. I wasn't able to find 
that extra bit. Basically last year here I didn't finish qualifying on the front 
row, so that's basically what was concerning me here - just to be quick 
enough to be on the front row and to evaluate tires because this afternoon 
was the only real time we had. So I was also doing four or five laps at a 
time just to get a feel for tires." 

He also pointed out that this was the first time in a long time that there 
were three dry sessions and it gave everyone a chance to improve their lap 
times. Okada seemed to benefit the most from it. After a year on the V- 
twin, the 30-year-old Japanese rider has adapted quickly to the four-cylin- 
der. His only problem today was a dodgy track surface. 

“Although I am in pole position again, things were not perfect for me 
because the track surface was quite slippery,” he said. “I tried many set- 
tings, but could not get the handling and traction better than about 80 per- 
cent. I found the grip in many places to be poor and I will be trying another 
setting for the machine during morning warmup in the hope that it is 100 
percent for the race." 

Two more Hondas completed the front row - Repsol Honda's Alex 
Criville and Rheos/Elf FCC Technical Sports Nobuatsu Aoki. Criville had 
a number of machine problems during his session and never felt like he got

“Tam pleased that 1 was able to make the front row because I had some 
problems with the engine this afternoon and that's why I was in and out of 
the pits so often.” He was still able to lap within four-tenths of Doohan. 

Nobuatsu Aoki's brother Takuma was fifth-fastest on the second row 
filled with three Hondas and, in seventh, the lone Yamaha of wild-card 
rider Norihiko Fujiwara, who might have been higher on the grid if not for 
a crash in the morning practice. The 23-year-old Takuma, who last year 
won the All-Japan Championship Superbike Series for the second year in a 
row, was the top twin-cylinder rider. “On the long straights I am losing out 
to a lot of the four-cylinder bikes, but I can regain this time going through | 
two corners in the twisty of the circuit,” he said. 

The Movistar Honda Pons bikes of Carlos Checa and Alberto Puig 
sandwiched Fujiwara, who'd crashed his Marlboro Yamaha coming onto 
the front straight in the morning practice, injuring his right elbow. 

“My mechanics were still fixing the bike when qualifying started, so І 
missed some valuable time,” Fujiwara said. 

Puig wasn’t happy with being eighth, but noted that “other riders are 
quite down the leaderboard.” 

The third row started with the Yamaha Team Rainey machines of Nori- 
fumi Abe and Sete Gibernau just ticks apart. Then came Yamaha Promotor 
Racing’s Troy Corser, who hadn't been to the track since 1993 and found 
that he had to completely relearn it, in addition to trying to set the bike up 
in the three dry sessions. 

“Ws getting better,” Corser said. “I still just need more time. Now that 
I've knocked a second off my time from this morning the bike's working 
differently at that pace so we needed to make another change to the sus- 
pension." 

The Marlboro Team Roberts Modenas bikes were on the fourth row 
after a weekend marked by development gremlins. Jean-Michel Bayle, who 
ended up 13th, has had the greater share of mechanical difficulties, break- 
ing a crank in Malaysia and a connecting rod and another crank here. He 
was stranded on the course at the beginning of the morning's free practice 
when a connection to his fuel pump came loose. 

"This afternoon was my first real session here,” Bayle said. “It’s hard to 
keep your concentration when you're in the pits all the time ала when the 
other guys are out on the track." 

Kenny Roberts Jr. had his share of problems with slightly more serious 
consequences. He crashed in the Spoon Curve, the furthest turn from the 
paddock, after a water leak coated his rear tire. He made it back to the pits 
and was able to improve his lap time to a 2:10.038, within a 10th of Promo- 
tor Yamaha's Luca Cadalora. 

“1 reckon 1 could have got in a low nine, but the engine started missing 
on my last lap," Roberts said. "If I hadn't fallen down I believe the second 


‚ row was a possibility. 


The last of the factory machines were on the fifth row with Lucky Strike 
Suzuki stand-in Peter Goddard 18th, two spots ahead of teammate Daryl 
Beattie.

Lucky Strike Suzuki's Anthony Gobert was noticeably absent 
from Suzuka amid a swirl of rumors, the best of which were that 
he'd contacted Ducati about a World Superbike ride arid that his dis- 
missal from the Suzuki team was imminent. Team Lucky Strike 
Suzuki team manager Garry Taylor did his best to squelch the sec- 
ond. rumor, saying: "In Malaysia, Anthony decided not to ride. 
Though he was fit from a doctor's perspective, he decided his collar- 
bone was giving him too much trouble." Gobert first broke his collar- 
bone at a Suzuki test at the end of last year, then rebroke it testing 

| just before the season started, after which he had it surgically plated, 
then again in practice in Malaysia. "He agreed he should rest for this 
one as well and come back to Jerez (site of the Spanish GP) fully 
fit." The truth may be. somewhat different. According to a Lucky 
Strike insider, Gobert had proved to be more of a discipline problem 
than the team had thought and was told to stay home as. a way of 
putting him in his place. It is believed that he was forced to undergo 
a urine test in Malaysia. This year Lucky Strike Suzuki hired former 
500cc rider Stu Avant of New Zealand as the "rider liaison. ".In lay- 
man's terms he was hired to baby-sit Gobert. 





"We're kinda surprised Jean-Michel (Bayle) made the finish," Kenny 
Roberts said after Jean-Michel Bayle finished 14th and earned the 
Modenas KRV3 its first two World Championship. points. "We 
raced today with the same parts we left the factory with-a couple of 
weeks ago and with the same parts we ran. in Malaysia. Of course 
we still need more time and the bike should be a lot better in Spain, 
but today's result was really good. It's one more step forward.” 


"The race was okay," Jean-Michel Bayle said. "We didn't take 
any risks with the bike. We chose soft tires because we didn't really 
expect to finish. The bike behaved pretty well and for sure a four- 
cylinder would have destroyed the tires we ran. Towards the end the 
engine did start to vibrate and | knew we might have a problem on 
fuel, so.! slowed a little.” 





Kenny Roberts has said all along that they started behind the 
eight ball and they hope to do some catching up when the GP trail 
returns to Europe in two weeks time for the Spanish GP at Jerez.

MISANO, ITALY, APR. 20 
he World Superbike riders 
already have more wet miles 
under their belts after the two 
opening rounds of the World 
Superbike Chamionship this year than 
they had over the whole prior season. 

Just like in Australia three weeks 
before, practice for the San Marino 
round of the championship was run in 
almost perfect weather conditions - 
before the rain started falling come Sun- 
day morning. This time, however, it was 
going to stay wet right until the end. 

When they put on their gear on Sun- 
day morning, Dunlop riders knew that 
they were going to have an awful day at 
the Italian coast and it showed in the 
results. 

Both race winners on the day, Pier- 
Francesco Chili on the Gatalone Ducati 
and Castrol Honda rider John Kocinski, 
used Michelins to record their victories. 
Of the two, Kocinski was certainly better 
off as he had finished behind Chili in 
race one while Chili was unable to finish 
the second race as a result of mechanical 
trouble. 

Kocinski’s Castrol Honda teammate 
Aaron Slight had a solid pair of finishes, 
following Ducati Corse’s Carl Fogarty 
across the line in a race-one fourth, fol- 
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lowed by a runner-up finish in the sec- 
ond race behind his teammate and this 
time in front of Fogarty. 

The former World Superbike Cham- 
pion’s pair of thirds solidified his sec- 
ond in the championship points ahead 
of new third-place rider Slight, but the 
Brit trails leader Kocinski by 14 points. 

Kawasaki factory pilots Akira Yana- 
gawa and Simon Crafar continue to 
impress, with Yanagawa taking pole in 
dry conditions and Crafar third-fastest. 
Unfortunately, the auspicious start to 
their weekend's efforts ended with the 
teammates trading fifth in the two wet 
races with Yanagawa crashing in the 
first and Crafar landing seventh in race 
two. Still, Crafar sits fourth in the cham- 
pionship with his 52 points. Yanagawa 
is eighth with 24. 

As for the American dream team of 
Colin Edwards II and Scott Russell, both 
factory Yamaha riders themselves strug- 
gling in the wet, with Edwards getting 
the better result for his efforts in the 
form of a sixth and eighth, while Russell 
hit the pavement in race one and could 
only muster a seventh on his spare bike 
in race two. Edwards is fifth in the 
championship with 38 points while Rus- 
sell nine points behind in sixth. 


RACE ONE 


With the rain pouring. down on the 
circuit and only some 10,000 spectators 
opting to sit in the stands rather that 
watch the race live from their armchairs 
at home, the 27 starters of the second 
World Superbike round of the year 
knew that this was going to be a com- 
pletely different ball game than what 
they had been playing during dry prac- 
tice and qualifying in the days leading 
up to the event. 

The rain did not temper pole-sitter 
Yanagawa's enthusiasm, however. The 
Japanese stormed to the front as the 
lights went to green and seemed bent on 
showing the rest of the field the way 
around the circuit. The tour lasted until 
the first chicane. Then the Japanese went 


. down and had to retire. 


"The rear tire had no grip at all on 
the new surface," Yanagawa said. "I 
could not control the bike and down I 
went. Maybe my start had been a bit too 
good." 

The lead stayed within the Kawasaki 
camp for another few turns, when Ital- 
ian veteran Piergiorgio Bontempi took 
over, profiting fully from the excellent

had procured him. 

On the second lap, Bontempi moved 
from first to third in three corners' time, 
when Fogarty stormed past Russell to 
take second and immediately afterward 
went on to take the lead, with Russell in 
his slipstream after passing Bontempi. 

An extremely determined Russell 
then forced his way next to Fogarty, 
moved in front of him and successfully 
fended off a counterattack by the Ducati 
rider down the long straight at the back 
of the circuit. 

Another lap later, things were getting 
a bit clearer at the front of the field. Rus- 
sell was still leading, but this time he 
had Chili all over his back, with Fogarty, 
Slight, Whitham and Kocinski already 
losing some ground on the two top men. 

A. few laps later, Chili started charg- 
ing and pushed Russell back to second, 
and looked ready to walk away with his 
first victory of the season. At that time 
(only some eight laps into the race), the 
first slower riders were in sight and a bit 
later being lapped. Russell was better at 
this game, and got back on Chili's tail. 

At the same time somewhere down 
the field, Mike Hale crashed his Suzuki. 





“I just gassed it a fraction too quick 
and slid to the ground,” said Hale, who 
had only ridden in the wet twice before. 
At that time, the Texan was riding in 
11th spot. 

Hale’s teammate James Whitham 
was doing even better, battling it out 
with Kocinski, Fogarty and Slight over 
third position. 

As Chili once again seemed to get 
everything under control and able to 
move away from Russell, the focus cen- 
tered on the group of riders running 
behind the Georgian. First, Kocinski suc- 
ceeded in getting away and now had his 
sights set at getting by Russell in sec- 
ond. Then Whitham lost the front end 
under braking for the right-hander 
before the start and finish line, thus end- 
ing all hopes of a good result for Suzuki. 

At the halfway stage, everything 
seemed to settle at the front. Chili was 
leading with a small margin over Rus- 
sell, with Kocinski trying to get back on 
the Yamaha rider's tail but without too 
much success at first. 

Former teammates Fogarty and 
Slight also seemed to have come to some 
kind of a truce, with the Honda rider in 
fourth and Fogarty behind. 

But just as it seemed Kockinski might 
find his way up to Russell, the former 
World Superbike Champion started to 
claw his way back up to Chili, and actu- 
ally got in front of him again after div- 
ing inside the Italian in the first left- 
hand corner after the start/finish line. 
Almost at the same time, Fogarty 
launched a successful attack on Slight 
for fourth place. 

Russell’s lead was not long-lived 
however, and despite some huge slides 
Chili took first back again, with Russell 
finally seeming to settle for second. But 
with three more laps to go, things really 
started to heat up. 

First, Kocinski seemed to get really 
close to Russell, who then got faster 
again and looked to be catching up with 
leader Chili once more. The suspense 
ended a few corners before the check- 
ered flag. 

Just as Edwards was being lapped, 
one of the Yamahas went down - in a 
very fast corner. Russell had gone 





down in these final stages, losing sec- 
ond place and knocking himself out of 
the race. - 

“I could have won that race easy,” 
the Georgian said. “When I had the lead 
on lap 16 there was a slow rider who 
almost took me out in turn one. I fol- 
lowed Chili for most of the race but I 
was so frustrated - I couldn't see. I was 
making small mistakes, then I calmed 
down. Toward the end I was reeling 
Chili in again. I knew I could catch him 
but just as I had settled for second I 
went down. The rear end slid out just as 
in Australia. I couldn’t feel my hands, I 
couldn’t see - it was miserable out there 
It’s easy to make a mistake. In those con- 
ditions you have to be smooth.” 

Sliding through the gravel pit at a 
high speed, Russell finally hit his head 
against a hay bale and then the wall. His 
visor was ripped off his helmet, but he 
was uninjured. 

As the American was escorted into 
the ambulance, Chili took his first victo- 
ry of the year in front of Kocinski and 
Fogarty. 

“1 couldn't feel my hands anymore 
at the end of the race because of the 
cold,” Chili said. “Also, one cylinder 
hadn't been working very well on the 
last laps. I think Russell made a mistake 
pushing too hard. I saw him crash in 
the corner, because I was just looking 
over my shoulder to see where he was. I 
would have stayed in front of him any- 
how, because I'd shown that I could get 
away from him when I started to push 
harder when the rain started to fall 
harder." 

Kocinski finished second thanks to 
Russell's misfortune, though it appeared 
as though he might have caught the fac- 
tory Yamaha rider. 

“I was catching Russell at the end.” 
Kocinski said. "Maybe I used up my rear 
tire in the beginning of the race, when I 
had to come back from a long way back. 
I think the engine had gotten some water 
in it, because it didn't run too well." 

Fogarty, until recently a poor bet in 
wet races, explained his strategy very 
simply. 

"It was very slippery out there," Fog- 
arty said. "Just a lottery. The only thing

I could think about was to stay upright 
until the end." 

Slight ended the race in a lonely 
fourth place after being involved in the 
hectic four-way battle earlier in the 25- 
lap race 

“I just didn't feel that comfortable, 
and after crashing in the wet race in 
Australia I had to be certain I did not 
repeat that," Slight said. 

Crafar finished fifth after a pass on 
Edwards, who didn't feel he could stick 
with Crafar and settled for sixth. 

"The bike wasn't quite right," the 
Texan said. ^I couldn't feel the front and 
I'm going to have to go for some softer 
springs in the next race. I've got to get it 
more evenly balanced next time out. I 
eased off in the last six or seven laps. 
Once Simon got passed me and I saw 
how good he was going I thought, “Мо 
way.' The tires felt good - the only prob- 
lem was the setup, which was way off." 

Seventeen riders finished, with only 
five ending the race on the same lap as 
winner Chili. 


RACE TWO 


After the many crashes in the first 
race, everyone seemed to have one plan 
for race number two: Get to the finish in 
one piece. These intentions made for 
some tepid racing performances, with 
the suspense quickly lost in the early 
laps. 

Russell led the pack for two laps, but 
was then passed by Chili, who hoped to 
repeat his performance of a couple of 
hours earlier. It wasn't to be; From the 
fourth lap onward, the Ducati started to 
run on one cylinder, and from that 
moment on Chili knew that he would 
have to settle for one race victory for the 
day. 

Chili held on to first until lap 11, with 
early leader Russell quickly losing 
ground and places as the race wore on. 

On lap 12, Kocinski took command 
and stretched his lead over the second

Yanagawa storms to pole -

After their great performance at Phillip Island in 

the opening round of the season and during the 

Flammini-organized tests here at Misano 10 days prior 

‚ to this round, Akira Yanagawa (right) stormed to pole 

position in the last minutes of the second and final 

qualifying session, with Pier-Francesco Chili, Kawasaki 

teammate Simon Crafar and Carl Fogarty claiming the 
other starting positions on the first row. 

"| was surprised myself how easy it went,” the 
Japanese declared on Saturday evening. 

Despite his solid fourth position, Fogarty was still 
struggling. 

^We have a traction problem in the middle of the 
corner,” Fogarty explained. "And that is tough work 
for me, as one of my trump cards has always been a 
high corner speed. It is difficult to let the bike hold the 
line in a corner. The bumps don't make things any eas- 
ier on us." 

Aaron Slight was able to qualify fifth, in front of both John Kocinski and Scott Russell. “We 
are definitely going better on this circuit," Slight said. "Even today I went seven seconds faster 
than during the tests last week. The track is, however, very hard on rear tires. Much will 
depend on the weather tomorrow and the tire choice we make. We still have a problem on the 
twisty part of the circuit - there I lose more than a half a second compared to Yanagawa. But 
the bike is definitely working better. Due to the combination of new tires and new suspension 
parts the tires stay on the tarmac for a longer time than last year. That explains our progress, 

artly." 
r Kocinski was also very happy about the progress the Castrol Honda team had made. 

“1 have the impression that we are getting close to getting a base setup from which we can 
start at every circuit,” Kocinski said. "I'm only half a second from pole position, so I don't 
think that we have to worry too much. I've always performed pretty well here at Misano." 

Russell qualified seventh after his exciting last couple of days (see Briefly...). 

“1 am still a bit jet-lagged,” Russell said. "I'm not fresh so I didn't want to push it way out 
like some of the other guys did. But we're ready and we'll be there: My fastest lap at the end 
came real easy for me, | wasn't worried." 

Russell's teammate Colin Edwards II qualified 10th, just in front of Mike Hale, who had 
stayed in front of his British teammate Jamie Whitham. 

"I can't get it go any faster," Edwards said. “My race pace is right there but I had a problem 
with the qualifiers today. On my last one I had an excellent lap going, but on the last corner 
the bike spat me out of the seat and it shook its head. It was one of my bigger moments but I 
gave the lap away there." 

Hale admitted that the testing the Suzuki team had done in Mugello a couple of days earli- 
er had not helped as much as he had hoped. 

“We have to use different settings than in Mugello, but we are getting more control and 
getting a little bit of traction," Hale said. "Things are going in the right direction since Phillip 
Island, but 1 still want to get the bike through corners faster and in control. The speed on the 
other hand is very good. We're going quite well on the back straight. 





half of the race to an impressive 31 sec- 
onds at the finish. 

Meanwhile, only one lap after 
Kocinksi began his impressive ride to 
the win, Chili was forced to retire. 

The rest of the race was quite monot- 
onous, with the top nine positions only 
changing as Russell lost ever more 
ground on his spare bike. 

Kocinski finally notched up his sec- 
ond victory of the season, in front of 
teammate Slight and Ducati Corse's 
Fogarty, despite ongoing, albeit nig- 
gling, problems with his bike. 

"This race actually went pretty much 
the same as the first one, with a long 
way to go after a poor start and the 
engine suffering from an occasional mis- 
fire," Kocinski said. "If I can try to start 
the bike better, life might get a little bit 
easier for me. Right now, I'm not think- 
ing about the championship. I just want 
to keep getting the bike set up right and 
keep winning races for Honda." 

Kocinski's Castrol Honda teammate 
Slight was equally happy with second, 
especially since he had been riding his 
spare machine. 

“I had a few problems with the bike 











running on three cylinders in the first 
race so I switched to the spare bike for 
race two and it worked fine," Slight 
said. "But by the time I was through to 
second John was already too far ahead." 

Fogarty was third for the second time 
on the day his similar finish postion 
reflecting his attitude about the race. 

"Same sort of thing as a couple of 
hours ago," the former World Champi- 
on said. "But this time the vision was 
not so good, as there was some mist 
between the visor and the tear-off. The 
bike ran perfectly, which was somewhat 
of a surprise in these conditions with the 
danger of water getting into the engine. 
That's why I thought that many riders 
would retire and that might have helped 
me somewhat to get even to the front. 
But as it turned out, only Frankie (Chili) 
retired. By the way, when I got the 
opportunity to follow Chili a bit. I was 
wondering where he got the drive out of 
the corners from. That's been one of the 
biggest problems we've been struggling 
with all year." 

Hodgson and Yanagawa came next, 
followed by Russell - riding his spare 
bike - who had spent most of the race 
struggling, and admitted that he was 
still a bit wary from his.race-one crash. 


“The bike wasn't as good as the one.T 
crashed," former World Superbike 
Champion Russell said. “When I want- 
ed it to turn in it wanted to stand up 
and I couldn't get it to do the same 
things; it wasn't very fun. There was all 
the difference in the world between 
those two bikes today and it was all my 
fault. I crashed the bike in the first race 
and I paid the price." 

While Russell was receiving medical 
treatment up until half and hour before 
the start of race two, his mechanics had 
been doing all they could to get his 
spare bike to the same specs as the bike 
he had crashed earlier, but apparently 
they had not completely succeeded. 
Russell only complained about some 
neck problems and one of his legs hurt- 
ing after his high-speed crash. 

Russell's Yamaha teammate Edwards 
finished eighth, after having started 10th 
and struggled even to get that high in 
the field. 

"The bike wasn't quite right," 
Edwards said. ^We tried a slightly hard- 
er tire and it worked better but I 
couldn't get it to hook up as well as the 
other guys. I had Dunlop guys right in 














front of me and all four of us were right 
there together at the end.” 
Seventh-place Crafar also thought 
things would have been somewhat dif- 
ferent if he had been on different tires. 
“With Hockenheim and Monza com- 
ing up as Honda-friendly tracks, we had 
hoped to make points on the RC45s in 
these races,” the Kiwi said. “Akira and 
me felt really confident last night, but

when we got up this morning and 
looked out of the window, we knew that 
we were going to be in trouble and that 
the Michelin guys were going to have a 
good day.” 

Hale finished 12th, in the process 
scoring his first World Superbike points 
aboard the Suzuki. “That was real hard 
work but worth it for my first Suzuki 
points,” the Texan said. “I was deter- 
mined to make the finish no matter 
what.” €N

Briefly... 


Not only did Scott Russell miss the official press presentation 
of the new Yamaha Aerox scooter on Thursday evening.. but he 
didn't show up on Friday for the first free and qualifying practices. 
His.team had no clue as to where their rider was as they had not 
been able to get in touch with him, When one of Russell's girl- 
friends arrivéd on Friday, she could. only tell them that he had 
failed to meet her at the Atlanta airport. After a phone call with 
Russell's lawyer (who also takes care of Russell's contracts) the 
team knew when to expect Russell at the Bologna airport. When 
the former World Champion arrived just. in time for the second 
free practice on Saturday morning, the team issued à press 
release stating: "The American. was placed under police custody 
for a traffic violation in the United States ànd missed his flight. He 
was caught speeding excessively їп his Porsche 911 Twin Turbo. 
The 1993. Superbike World Champion now wants to put the inci- 
dent behind him and concentrate on the important second round 
of the championship һеге in Misano, Italy." According to. the 
team,. Russell had been caught doing 165 mph. On Saturday, the 
Yamaha rider was again drawing lines оп the tarmac, but this time 
aboard his factory Yamaha: 











Honda Castrol team manager Neil Tuxworth is getting more 
and more impressed by the performance of his new rider John 
Kocinski - even though he admits that he had been pretty skepti- 
cal about the collaboration when. the possibility came up at the 
end of 1996. "It turns out to-be easier to work with John than 
expected," Tuxworth said. “He gives very clear indications as to 
what the bike does.and to what could be done to remedy it: This 
makes life a lot easier for the mechanics than it was the case with 
some other riders ме have been working with in recent times. 
John also works in a very organized way. He prefers to communi- 
cate only with а very small group of people when he gets off the 
bike. He talks to his chief mechanic, to the Michelin guy and to 
the suspension specialist from Ohlins. This is the way | have been 
wanting to work right from the start of our participation in World 
Superbike racing, but it is only this year that we can work this effi-

ciently." Tuxworth also denies that the American prefers doing 
things his own way. "The only thing that has changed is the 
debriefing. on’ Sunday evening," Tuxworth said: "Until last year, 
the ríders were present at that meeting. John (as well as Aaron) 
believes this is not necessary anymore, as the chief mechanics 
know all the relevant information anyway. " 


With only 27 riders on the grid, some feared that World Super- 
bike racing is going the same way as 500cc Grand Prix racing was 
a few years ago. "There is no reason to worry," according to 
Charlie Hennekam and Steve Whitelock, the FIM representatives 
who are responsible for the technical inspection at all the World 
Superbike rounds. "We feel confident that a manufacturer might 
step in from 1998 onward with so-called replica-racers; which 
should fill the gap between the inaccessible factory:racers and the 
affordable kit bikes that lack competitiveness." According to 
Whitelock, it isn't yet clear whether the manufacturer will use a V- 
four, an in-line four, or a V-twin for this "replica-racer." But Honda 
and Suzuki are the most likely manufacturers to have plans in that 
direction. The technical specialists also stated that the homologa- 
tion threshold for the manufacturers is unlikely to be lowered in 
the: next couple of years, as а period of regulatory stability- is 
needed іп апу competition. "This might prevent Harley-Davidson 
for instance from entering the world scene, but Aprilia and Cagiva 
have their superbikes running and will more than probably get into 
the championship from next year onward.” 


Of the 27 riders оп the grid, several so-called fixed starters 
were absent. In the beginning of the season, 18 riders had signed 
a contract with Flamini, forcing them to take part in every race of 
the series, and at the same time granting them participation and 
travel allowances. The contract also stipulated that riders who fail 
to show up at any race without a valid excuse will lose their right 
to those allowances and will incur an FIM sanction. At Phillip 
Island. John Boustas and Jochen Schmid were absent. Schmid 
and Andreas Meklau missed the Misano round due to a German 


. championship race, with Boustas once again a no-show.

World Cup. Besides owning the supersport team, Francis Batta 
has been one of the biggest sponsor hunters in the superbike and 
supersport series (for his own team аз well as for promoter Flami- 
ni), bringing Diesel Jeans, Foxhound and Corona Extra beer into 
the picture in four-stroke racing. For. Misano, traditionally one of 
the main events for the Belgian-Italian team, the catering crew 
brought along 440 pounds of pasta, 130 pounds of tomatoes (to 
make tomato sauce), 120 pounds of fish, 1400 bottles of Corona 
Extra, 240 pounds of vegetables, 175 pounds of fruit, 140 pounds 
of cheese.and 1360 pounds of bread, all of which should have 
been enough for over 1000 meals. 


The first round of the Supersport World Series offered about 
the same ingredients as both superbike heats - Ducati riders had 
a hard time and several title. candidates went down. After an early 
lead by former European Supersport champion Michael Paquay, 
reigning champion Fabrizio Pirovano took over, but his lead was 
short-lived: One lap later, he crashed his Ducati on oil. Paquay got 
the lead back, but also went down half a lap later. The Belgian 
succeeded in getting his nearly unscathed Honda CBR back onto 
the track; but.could not prevent Massimo Meregalli from getting in 
front. Meregalli would take the checkered flag, in front of former 
superbike rider Stephane Mertens, who had come from 35th on 
the starting grid. Paquay finished third. Unlike the superbike field, 
the grid for superport was filled to the limit, with several hotshots 
not finishing the. race. Paolo Casoli, Mauro. Lucchiari, Fred 
Bayens, Fabrizio. Pirovano and Yves Briguet all retired before the 
race was over. 


According to Neil Hodgson, he owed his excellent fourth place 
in race two to Giancarlo Falappa. The flamboyant Italian, whose 
career: was cut short a couple of years ago after one crash too 
many; is still a regular visitor to the European World Superbike 
rounds. He had warned Hodgson before the race not to follow 
what appeared to be the best line on the newest part of the cir- 
cuit, ‘as the grip is very precarious there. And that is exactly what 
he did. Hodgson finished seventh and fourth. 3 
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MONTEREY, CA, APR. 20 
year ago, Doug Chandler left 
Laguna Seca Raceway with a victo- 
ry. But he drove to his home in 
nearby Salinas knowing that he'd inher- 
ited the win because of Miguel 
Duhamel’s late-race crash. Not this time. 

This time there was never any doubt. 
Chandler watched as Duhamel unsuc- 
cessfully tried to make a break in the 
early laps, and he watched his pit board 
and saw that Mat Mladin was making 
his push to run at the front. Then he 
simply put his head down and pulled 
away, eventually winning by almost 13 
seconds on his Muzzy Kawasaki in a 
ride that is sure to send a demoralizing 
message to the rest of the superbike 
field. 

Following Chandler home at a dis- 
tance was Fast By Ferracci Ducati’s 
Mladin, the winner of the series opener 
in Phoenix. The Australian was no 
match for Chandler on this day, and he 
knew it fairly early on as he watched his 
former Cagiva Grand Prix teammate 
steadily draw away. Further behind still 
was Duhamel and the Smokin’ Joe’s 
Honda. The French Canadian started 
quickly, and held the lead in an attempt- 
ed breakaway before also finding out 
that there would be no matching Chan- 
dler. 

Fourth place for the second race in a 
row went to the resurgent Steve Crevier. 
Despite starting from row three after a 
lackluster qualifying performance, the 
gritty little Canadian was able to move 
through to finish fourth, even gaining

on his teammate Duhamel as the race 
came to a close. He led home a race-long 
battle between Zero Gravity’s Ben 
Bostrom and Yoshimura Suzuki’s Pascal 
Picotte, with Bostrom getting the nod 
for fifth in only the second superbike 
race of his young career. 

Seventh place went to Harley-David- 
son’s Chris Carr, the former Grand 
National Champion putting in a strong 
ride as he battled early on with the rest 
of the factory stars. In the end he wasn’t 
able to match the pace of Bostrom and 
Picotte, but he was able easily to beat a 
frustrated Yoshimura Suzuki's Aaron 
Yates to the line. 

The debut of the Vance & Hines 
Ducati team was somewhat inauspi- 
cious. The team showed up with an 
immaculate paddock setup and three 
bikes ready for Thomas Stevens. Unfor- 
tunately, some vital computer chips 
didn't show up in time for the race and 
Stevens struggled with a 916 that was 
well down on power. Still, he managed 
to finish ninth in his debut ride on the 
Italian V-twin and the team left Laguna 
fairly pleased with the performance. 

Tenth place went to Muzzy Kawasa- 
ki's upstart Tommy Hayden. The former 
dirt tracker challenged Stevens and 
Yates before falling back into a comfort- 
able 10th, matching his performance 
from the season opener in Phoenix. 
Cariadian Kawasaki Motors-backed 
Michael Taylor earned the top privateer 
money with his 11th-place finish. 











With his second successive victory at 
Laguna Seca and his ninth career AMA 
Superbike win, Chandler is in charge of 
the AMA Superbike Series point stand- 
ings after three rounds. The Californian 
has put his Muzzy Kawasaki in the win- 
ner’s circle in all three races, finishing 
third in Phoenix, second at Daytona and 
winning here - giving him a handy 99 
points. That’s 13 more than Duhamel, 
who holds second in the title chase with 
86 points. Third is held by Crevier and 
his 81 points, two clear of Picotte. 
Mladin and Yates are tied for fifth with 
69 points, 30 points behind Chandler. 

In front of a crowd estimated at 
30,000, the 28-lap race started under 
sunny skies with warm temperatures on 
the Monterey Peninsula, but it really 
didn’t start at all for Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki's Larry Pegram. The former dirt 
tracker was left in a perilous situation as 
his GSXR750 died on the second row of 
the grid just as the light turned green. 
Pegram threw his arm in the air, but 
was still very nearly collected from 
behind as those at the back of the grid 
roared toward the front. 

. "Some guy hit my leg," Pegram said 
of the situation. “I don't know what 
happened to the bike - something broke. 
They (the Yoshimura crew) tried to start 
it and it won't start. They say they saw 


white smoke. I was definitely a hazard. _ 


The bike was fine on the warmup lap. I 
revved it up to drop the clutch and it 
died." 

While Pegram pushed his bike to the 
wall, Duhamel led the large field down 
the hill and into turn two, the looping 
left-hander that leads to the infield sec- 
tion of the 2.238-mile track. Duhamel 
had his head down with a notion of try- 
ing to break away, and his quick trek 
through the infield section had him 
leading by .70 of a second as he blazed 
up the hill out of turn five. 

Giving chase were Bostrom, Mladin, 
Chandler, Picotte, Yamaha's Tom Kipp, 
Crevier, Stevens, Carr and his Harley- 
Davidson teammate Thomas Wilson. 
Mladin wasn't in the mood to wait 
around and he charged after Duhamel, 
almost running off the track in the 
process in turn five as he drifted way 
wide. That dropped the Australian back 
to sixth at the end of the second lap, leav- 
ing Chandler to have a go at Duhamel. 

“Going into turn five I was just day- 
dreaming," Mladin said later. "I didn't 
get the front tire scrubbed like I wanted 
to on the warmup lap, so I just wanted 
to cruise for a couple of laps and then 
try and get past." 

A lap later and Chandler was 
through, showing his superiority on this 
day by diving under Duhamel on the 
entrance to turn 10, a fast right-hander. 
Chandler was obviously in the zone and 
he sped through the infield section to 
lead Duhamel by almost a second as he 
headed up the hill out of turn five on the 
fifth lap. Mladin, meanwhile, had 
worked his way up to third and was 
nipping at Duhamel's heels, making the 
pass a lap later going into the infamous 
Corkscrew. 

By this point it was obvious that if 
Chandler was to be challenged, it wasn't 
going to come from Duhamel. The only 
man apparently capable of making this 
a race was Mladin and his Michelin- 
shod Ducati. 









After five laps, Chandler led Mladin 
by 1.25 seconds. And that lead didn't 
stretch. In fact, after seven laps, Mladin 
had the lead down to under a second. 
The Australian was closing in as he 
pulled some two seconds on a fast-fad- 
ing Duhamel. 

"I got a great start, actually," 
Duhamel said later. ^I was pretty happy 
with that. The race was just too long. It 
should have been like three laps." 

On the ninth lap, Chandler and 
Mladin encountered traffic for the first 
time - light initially, but steadily increas- 
ing in volume through lap 11. Chan- 
dler's lead held, ranging from just over 
a second to just under a second. On the 
12th lap, the lead started to grow ever so 
slightly until Chandler got it to the 
magic two-second mark on the 15th lap 
- the challenge from Mladin apparently 
over. 

^Doug (Chandler) had his game 
together today," Mladin said. "You 
could tell in qualifying that he was 
going to be fast. We were pretty good 
up until about lap 18. I got the halfway 
flag and then three or four laps after that 
I thought, ‘Oh, yeah, we're going to race 
until the end.’ To tell the truth, we had a 
couple of little problems with the rear 
Shock. Something happened. I think it 
overheated or something, but you could 
see it coming up the straight. It was just 
bouncing around everywhere. But even 
if the bike was running well, Doug likes 
this place and he rides well here. His 
bike's working well and he's going to be 
tough." 

“Tt felt really good," Chandler said 
later. "We did a lot of testing here over 
the winter and I know Laguna Seca 
pretty good. The guys did a wonderful 
job and I had no trouble at all. The only 
thing I think I did wrong was botch up 
the start." 

By now Kipp's day was done, the 
Yamaha throwing its chain as it exited 
turn 11, thanks to a problem with the 
chain adjuster, according to a crew 
member. Kipp had been running strong 
and was racing for fifth with Bostrom. 

After 15 laps, Chandler led Mladin by 
a rapidly growing two seconds; 
Duhamel was a lonely third; Picotte and 
Bostrom were battling over fourth; 
Crevier was starting to shake Yates; Carr 
held down eighth; and Stevens had the 
Vance & Hines Ducati in ninth, lagging a 
bit without the necessary computer 
chips that bring power to the V-twins - 
they were stuck in customs somewhere 
between Italy and California. 

"I got a decent start but we just 
didn't have any acceleration," Stevens 
said later. "We basically used the race as 
a test. I’ve had the flu, but I held up 
good and toward the end of the race I 
did a 28.8 (1:28.8). If I’m not winning it 
sucks, but we'll get it." 

With Chandler's lead growing in 
leaps and bounds, Mladin a safe second 
(“The hardest thing was watching Doug 
go away - he's got the lead in the cham- 
pionship and he's the one I've got to 
catch. I really needed to beat him."), and 
Duhamel a lonely third, the only real 
action in this one was in the battle heat- 
ing up for fourth. Crevier was on the 
move and had the bit between his teeth 
as he caught and passed both Picotte 
and Bostrom for fourth place. 

"I had a front-end chatter in the 600 
race and I was really disappointed," 
Crevier said. "I was a bit upset with 
myself. Anway, I got а good start from 
the third row, but for the first half of the 
race I was just trying too hard. I was 
braking real deep and turning in hard - 
and I just couldn't do it on the RC45. I'd 
picked a soft Dunlop and, as the tire got 





Chandler sets the pace 


BS on the fact that he had circulated at times similar to these during preseason testing at 





Laguna Seca Raceway, it wasn’t surprising that Doug Chandler lapped at 1:26.851 on a sunny 
Saturday afternoon on the Monterey Peninsula. The only question was: Could anybody else 
crack into the 1:265? 

The answer was a resounding no. 

Chandler and his Muzzy Kawasaki were alone in duplicating lap times only. previously seen in 
World Superbike racing at Laguna, and the Californian was under the the race record set in last 
year's World Championship round by Wataru Yoshikawa - a 1.26.926 And he wasn't that far off the 
time set during qualifying for last year's world round, a 1:25.715 by John Kocinski on the factory 
Ducati. 

It was the 11th pole of Chandler's AMA Superbike career and the only real trouble he encoun- 
tered en route to earning it was with slower traffic. In all, some 53 riders were attempting to quali- 
fying for the Superbike National, the slower ones riding Supersport-spec motorcycles. 

"That lap I did yesterday, the 27.4, I had to follow a guy through four," Chandler said. "For 
some reason, it just seems like we have a lot of guys out there just riding around and Гуе never 
noticed that before here at Laguna. It's always been on the smaller tracks, like Loudon. In January 
(during testing) we did a 26.7. I guess the track is pretty much the same. I kinda thought in January 
that the track was dirty. But the grip was as good, if not better than now. The thing seems to be 
spinning pretty easy which means you're losing it mid-corner on its side - that’s kind of unusual. It 
might just be the track having the schools going on and it might just not be quite cleaned up. I think 
we have a good shot for tomorrow - just get a good start and get my head down. It's going to bea 
long race and the big factor is going to be who can get through traffic the fastest." 

Tom Kipp placed his Yamaha next to Chandler on the front row, via a 1:27.344 in the second ses- 
sion - nearly a second quicker than the day before. 

"Obviously, lap-timewise, it was good enough for second," Kipp said. "We're still chasing 
around a front-end problem and I think the bike's got a little bit left in it. Hopefully, we can figure it 
out the next time on the track. My best lap wasn't on a qualifying tire... the bike is just working real- 
ly good. The Yamaha crew has done a fantastic job all weekend. We had some teething problems at 
Daytona, but I'm excited. I’ve got new leathers and a new truck - I’m happy.” 

Smokin’ Joe's Miguel Duhamel wasn't as quick as expected, but he also had a problem that 
wasn't expected. The French Canadian ended up lapping at 1:27.388 on Friday and he wasn't able to 
better it on Saturday - thanks to the dilemma. 

“I'm happy, considering we had a little problem," Duhamel said. “Showa sent us a fork with the 
wrong bushing in it and it was binding. When the forks went down, they'd stay down there. I fig- 
ured I could do a 26.7, 26.8, but the bike felt weird. But at least we found the problem and I’m 
happy now. I'm happy I'm still on the front row." 

Although the final session was somewhat of a waste because of the fork problem, Duhamel said 
that they would still be okay for the race. 

“We had pretty much tested everything we wanted to test,” Duhamel said. “But I felt we could 
have gone faster. There shouldn't be much of a tire decision unless there's a drastic change in the 
temperature. We'll have our race setup in the morning and I think it'll be a hell of a race. I think we 
can do high 27s, maybe a bit faster in the first few laps - we'll see." 

The ever-growing legend of Ben Bostrom gained momentum when the 22-year-old was able to 
put his Zero Gravity RC45 on the front row with his 1:27.506 coming late in the final session. Let's 
not forget that this is only the Californian's second outing on a superbike. : 

“The bike is just so nice,” Bostrom said. “I haven't made too many changes. We changed the 
footpegs because I'm a little taller than their guys (Duhamel and Steve Crevier). We've also messed 
with the front suspension, but it's so good I can't tell ‘em what to do. They just keep trying stuff and 
it's awesome. It’s getting more natural for me and I've just got to try and be smooth and not burn 
up the tire. I get a little throttle happy on the thing.” 

Although Bostrom's quick laps came when he was behind his friend and mentor Duhamel, it 
was the lap after Duhamel waved him by that ended up being his best. : 

“Не (Duhamel) was overcharging the corners and he was in my way a bit,” Bostrom said. “Then 
he waved me by - I was sliding it all over the place on that last lap. It was fun, but a tire wouldn't 
last doing that." 

Another who expected to go quicker was Mat Mladin. He was also another who had final-ses- 
sion problems and was fortunate to end up where he did - at the head of row two with a 1:27.867. 

“1 expected to go that quick, too," Mladin said of Chandler's lap in the 1:26s. "But 15 minutes 

` from the end we had to park it. The front tire was rubbing on the radiator and water started spray- 
ing everywhere. It just started nipping it and I had a big front-ender up there. With seven minutes 
left I went out on the spare bike and did three laps. I just couldn't do it on the spare bike, but we 
know what we've got for the race. I think they'll only do low 28s in the race - they haven't done any 
faster than that on race tires. But you never know - they may do some 27s... maybe. The thing with 
the radiator just happened at the wrong time, but we'll see how it goes tomorrow." 

Next to Mladin on row two came two of the factory Suzuki trio, Larry Pegram and Pascal 
Picotte. Pegram outdid his teammates with his 1:28.062, bettering Picotte by just .011 of a second. 
Pegram’s final session was made more exciting when his GSXR750 went completely sideways crest- 
ing the high-speed hill that makes up turn one. He saved it, but ended up running straight into the 
gravel pit, counting his lucky stars. Picotte was left to ponder more changes to the Suzuki for Sun- 
day. j 

“It just doesn’t work good with the qualifying tires," Picotte said. “It pushes the front with those 
tires because there's too much grip in the back. Tomorrow I'll try a different gearbox and we might 
try something with the front." 

Yates was the last of the Suzukis, qualifying 10th. 





“It’s still lacking in some areas,” Yates said. "But it's getting better. We found out some things that helped a lot and it runs a little better. We're 
just back to the brake problems now. We're going to try a new master cylinder and a couple of other things for tomorrow.” 
Row two was filled by Harley-Davidson's Chris Carr, who outqualified not only his teammate Thomas Wilson, but also Smokin' Joe's Honda's 


Steve Crevier and Yoshimura Suzuki's Yates. 


In his debut ride on the new Vance & Hines Ducati, Thomas Stevens ended up on row three with a 1:28.423. 

"There's just so much to learn," Stevens said. "There are so many combinations to go through and that's exactly what we're doing - searching 
for the right combination. We only ended up putting one qualifying tire on because we're working on finding a race setup. We're going to go back 
to our best setting and see how that works out. Our biggest problem is that the bike was developed to work with Michelins and we're using Dun- 


lops. I think we need to make some internal changes to the shock.”

My focus isn’t to beat Miguel (Duhamel) 
or Ben, but to do the best I can.” 





teammate Duhamel. 

“We worked hard, but Doug (Chan- 
dler) just had it together,” Duhamel 
said. “If my bike would have been per- 
fect then maybe I had a shot to be close 


to him, but the same goes for Mat - 


(Mladin). I was trying to hang with 
those guys but I was starting to abuse 
my tire and they were still pulling away 
from me. So I backed it off a bit and 
made sure I didn’t get a challenge from 
the back. I just kept going a good steady 
pace, just in case these guys started get- 
ting aggressive and slowing themselves 





up. That never happened - they're too 
much good buddies." 

The race for fifth went to the bitter 
end with Bostrom topping Picotte in an 
impressive performance from the man 
many bill as the next great American 
road racer. 

“1 was up with those guys and I 
backed off,” a modest Bostrom said later 
of running at the front of a Superbike 
National. "I'm like, "What are they 
doing?' I guess they were using their 
heads and saving their tires because 
mine got real loose and I had to back it 
down. The only problem I had was with 
false neutrals. I think I had some tape on

my boot or something and Crevier ended 
up leaving us both (him and Picotte)." 

Early in the race, Bostrom was hit 
from behind by a charging Mladin and 
it knocked the muffler packing off one 
side of the RC45. 

"| heard him in turn five,” Bostrom 
explained. ^I threw it in and he hit my 
pipes hard. I saved it and I noticed the 
bike just got louder and louder. I 
learned so much out there today. Those 
guys use a lot of throttle control. You've 
got to use your head and be smooth to 
save the tires. I have a lot to learn - and 
that’s basically what I learned.” ^ 

Mladin said a misshift initiated the 
problem. 

"| accidentally put it in first gear and 
I started skidding," Mladin explained. "I 
couldn't pull up and I think I was half 
the reason for the muffler falling apart. I 
hit him pretty hard." 

Picotte was fairly pleased, consider- 
ing there's still work to be done on the 
GSXR750. : 

“It's not so bad,” he said. “It could be 
worse. He (Bostrom) could outbrake me

pretty much everywhere. We need bet- 
ter brakes. I just can't go in deep and on 
the inside.

His (Bostrom's Honda) with one 
muffler was faster than mine. We just 
need better suspension front and rear, 
better brakes and more horsepower." 

Behind Picotte came Carr, happy to 
have finished, happier still to have been 
able to race with the top guys. 

"It was good," Carr said. "I got to fol- 
low a few guys I hadn't followed in a 
good long time. The bike's improving 
and if I'd gotten through traffic as well 
as them... I was faster in the race than in 
practice so I was at my limit. It's nice to 
have a good finish because I had a big 
goose egg in points coming in. Now 
we're leaving with a good chunk of 
points." 

Carr's teammate Thomas Wilson 
wasn't so fortunate. His VR1000 failed 
him, though he circulated again - after

Ironically, Rayborn's son, 
Calvin Rayborn Ill, raced a Harley-Davidson 
VR1000 at Laguna in 1997. Sadly, Rayborn 
didn't start in the National after crashing on Sat- 
urday and damaging his VR1000. 


Who could blame Ben Bostrom for raising his 
expectations..In what was only his second 
career outing on a superbike, the Zero Gravity- 
backed rider put his Honda. RC45 on the front 
row. "l.came here not expecting to do well," 
the 22-year-old Californian. said. "They (Honda) 
want те to come here and learn and go fast 
next year. But we were right there from the 
start - only one spot off the front. row (after Fri- 
day's qualifying). Now my expectations keep 
going up. Maybe we can finish in the top five.

What gets me thinking about being on the 
box is when | won it (the title)'in '9О 1 was there 
in every race. That's the dream." So far, so 
good. Chander finished third in the series open- 
er in Phoenix, secónd.at Daytona and he сате 
away from Laguna with the victory. 


Errors in the first published 250cc Grand 
Prix heat grid sheets led to an uproar that 
resulted in everyone who participated. in the 
heats being able to race in the final. "There 
should be two heat races, with no more than a 
one-rider difference in the number іп each,” 
AMA's Ron Barrick said. What happened: was 
that the listings for the grids generated at the 
AMA office contained errors, The errors. were 
caught before the first heat race, but after the 
first heat-race grids were posted. New sheets 
were posted and announced five times over the 
PA system, but it turned out not to be enough. 
“Six. riders didn't know. about it and thought 
they were in the second heat, so they missed 
their heat," Barrick said. "I didn't want to 
exclude those riders so | decided to add them 
to the second grid." That led to complaints from 
riders in the second heat who felt they possibly 
could have been unfairly eliminated due. to the 





pitting - to eventually finish 28th. Back 
from his Daytona injuries, Wilson 
couldn't match the pace of his teammate 
Carr all weekend. 

Then came a troubled Yates, barely 
holding off Stevens at the finish line. On 
the 23rd lap, Yates had hit the dirt com- 
ing on the exit of turn 11 and at that 
point looked like he had enough of 
fighting the Suzuki around Laguna 
Seca. He slowed drastically, allowing 
Stevens to catch up. 

“He (Yates) heard me coming and he 
started trying again,” Stevens said. “I 
stuffed him in turn 11, but he out accel- 
erated me. That won't happen for very 
long." 

After a fairly uneventful ride, Hay- 
den crossed the line 10th. €N

Duhamel

MONTEREY, CA, APR. 20 
redit Miguel Duhamel for achiev- 
Cr: a milestone. Credit Aaron 
Yates for keeping him honest. 

For it was the Yoshimura Suzuki- 
mounted Yates - and only he - who had 
the juice to battle with Smokin’ Joe’s 
Duhamel, the king of the AMA Pro 
Honda Oils 600cc Supersport class, 
when round three of the series visited 
Laguna Seca Raceway. Yet when all was 
said and done, Duhamel stood atop the 
heap with his 30th career 600cc super- 
sport win, his Honda CBR600F3 the 
class of the 600cc Supersport field - this 
week. Yates was second in the race, his 
best finish in AMA road racing thus far 
in the season. He was followed by 
Muzzy Kawasaki’s Tommy Hayden. 
Duhamel now trails series leader Pascal 
Picotte by a single point, 96-95. 

“This makes me feel great,” Duhamel 
said. “A lot of this is the CBR FI, F2 and 
F3. They’ve been incredible bikes to 
ride, and they’ve allowed me to display 
my talent. 

“Nobody has been taking anything 
away from us,” Duhamel continued in 
reference to the recent performances by 
the rival Suzuki marque. "We've always 
been in there. We've been having some 
good races, but with the points it's 
going to be close." 

The actual race between Duhamel 
and Yates should have come as no sur- 
prise; they qualified first and second in 
the 38-rider field. When the green light 
flashed to start the 17-lap final, 
Yoshimura teammates Yates and Pascal 
Picotte battled for the lead up the front 
straight, followed immediately by Bar- 
nett Tool & Engineering/American 
Honda's Matt Wait, Duhamel, Hayden, 
Hyper Cycle Suzuki's Jason Pridmore 
and Zero Gravity's Ben Bostrom. Wait 
won the race into turn one. 

Duhamel went to work right away, 
pulling up the inside going into turn one 
and exiting it in third place behind Wait 
and Picotte. The champion then took 
control of the race on the uphill between 
turns six and seven with Picotte moving 
into second while Yates moved to fourth, 
and then third one lap later. 

Duhamel, Wait and Yates then start- 
ed putting time on the rest of the field, 
running nose to tail while battles for 
position erupted behind them. Pridmore 
overtook Picotte for fourth between 
turns six and eight. Picotte continued to 
fall back; the winner of the two races of 
the year would obviously not get num- 
ber three today. 

“I had the wrong setup,” Picotte said. 
“The front end was too soft, and it was 
pushing a lot. I was also down on 
power, and I don't know why. Instead 
of putting it on the ground I'd rather 
finish seventh or sixth. To win the 
championship, you have to bring it 
home on two wheels. But we'll have to 
work harder. The Hondas obviously 
did. Their bikes were really fast." 

Bostrom's day ended early, when the 
promising Californian suffered a rare 
electrical failure, and he was forced to 
pull off on lap four. 





“We blew a fuse, a 15-cent part" 
Bostrom said dejectedly. “It started run- 
ning on two cylinders, and then it just 
quit. We're in big trouble (for the cham- 
pionship), so we have to set a new goal. 
I'm just going to go out there and try to 
win every round. Thank God I still have 
a superbike ride today or I'd be leaving 
here really upset." 

Duhamel continued to lead the 
parade, with Wait pushing hard to stay 
with him and Yates just a few lengths 
back. Wait applied pressure in turn 
three on laps three and four, and it 
appeared as though he might attempt 
his pass for the lead there. He finally did 
on lap seven, and it was his undoing as 
he lost the front end and crashed. He 
was uninjured. 

“We started out with setup problems 
already," Wait said. "When I came back 
around from the warmup lap I told Pon- 
cho (Rangel) that the front end was chat- 
tering. So I was following Miguel as 
good as I could while the front end was 
skating. I should have backed off, but 
I'm a racer, and I want to win the damn 
race. My 600 was running great. l've got 
one of the fastest bikes out there. We 
proved that in qualifying. Next time I 
will lay back. You get nothing for crash- 
ine." 

"We all think alike,” Duhamel said. 
^Matt rode really well. He was just try- 
ing too hard. He gets too excited when 
he gets up there, but he showed good 
speed. It (turn three) is a good corner to 
pass in. I’ve done it before.” 

Wait's exit left Yates with a little less 
than 20 lengths to make up on Duhamel, 
and the Georgian did so handily as he 
drew closer to the French Canadian. 

^| was pushing the thing around a 
bit, trying to make up some time on 
Miguel," Yates said. "Matt was in there 
for a while, but he was being really 
aggressive, and I figured it was just a 
matter of time, so I hung in there. Once 
Matt was gone, Miguel got out a ways 
and I just tried to reel him in." 

Behind Yates, the battle for third had 
opened up to include Hayden, Pridmore, 
Picotte and Smokin' Joe's Steve Crevier 
who had a bit of a gap over a three-rider 
battle for seventh, consisting of Erion 
Racing's Doug Toland, Yamaha's Tom 
Kipp and Erion's Andrew Stroud. More 
space, and then there was another close 
battle between Cycle Gear's Steve Rapp, 
Kinko's Kawasaki riders Mike Smith and 
Jamie Hacking, and Team Oliver Yama- 
ha's Rich Oliver. Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Larry Pegram was further back in 16th 
and would wind up finishing 12th, 
though that's not as bad as it sounds. 

“I started in 39th position, because 
the bike broke in qualifying," a positive 
Pegram said. "So we wound up passing 
27 riders. It's harder to do much better 
than that because there are so many 
guys in this class who are good riders." 

Up front, Yates continued to cut into 
Duhamel's lead, and finally came to 
within striking distance on about the 
ninth lap. From there the gap between 
them ebbed and flowed until Yates was 
but two lengths behind. Yet on each lap 
it looked as though he was having diffi- 
culty staying with Duhamel through 
turn five, forcing him to make up the 
ground on the uphill. 

"That happens," Yates said. "It 
wasn't as bad as in turn 11. We've been 
messing with the gearing. Sometimes I'd 
try first, sometimes second. One time I 
spun the tire real hard off there and had 
to slip the clutch, then it spun again and 
I had to slip it again to get it to hook 
back up. But that stuff happens. They're 
all 600s, but they each have their differ- 
ent powerbands." 
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Yates finally did make a bid for the 
lead on the 13th lap, trying hard to hold 
tight in turn five and get under 
Duhamel, but the champion again got 
the better drive and opened up the gap 
to about four lengths. Two laps later, 
lapped traffic would seal Yates' fate as 
Duhamel sneaked through cleanly while 
Yates could not. 

"| tried to reel him in," Yates said. 
"But with the bikes being so equal, it's 
really hard to make a move on someone 
unless you're right on their rear fender. 
After that (lapped traffic), I knew that 
there was no chance," 

“I figured he was too far back to 
make a clean pass," Duhamel said. "I 
figured that if he did try something, that 
it was going to be a situation where he 
would take me out or take us both out, 
and he didn't do that. That shows you 
the caliber of rider that he is.” 

Hayden rolled home alone in third 
after dispensing with Pridmore early in 
the race. 

“1 just felt really comfortable today,” 
the soft-spoken Kentucky rider said. 
“My bike was working excellent, and 
that made it a lot easier to get around 
those guys. We didn’t really run into 
lappers until the end, so that really 
wasn't a factor for us today." 

“TIl take it," Pridmore said of his 
solid fourth-place run. "Those guys 
were kind of splitting on me. Tommy 
rode really well. I started catching him 
at the end, but his bike was accelerating 
really well of off 11. Chassiswise, our 
bike was spot-on, and I think that Carry 
Andrew will make it better still. I’ve got 
a good team around me. I'm a lot happi- 
er with that ride today. Real happy." 

Next came Toland, who despite nurs- 
ing a bad right wrist, managed to just 
beat Picotte and Crevier at the flag for a 
hard-earned fifth place. 

"Once I got by Stroud, Kipp and 
Crevier I had a clear traffic in front of 
me, and I could go a little faster," 
Toland said. ^Up until then it was just 
follow the leader. The bike worked well. 
I just wish I'd had a better start or a little 
more time. I never even practiced today 
because of my wrist. I've just got to give 
a lot of credit to Dr. David Kieffer. He 
helped me a lot." 

Crevier was perhaps the most disap- 
pointed with his finish, but he took it in 
typical Crevier style. 

^Who passed me? Sore-wrist 
Toland?" Crevier said. “Не was riding 
good. He seemed to square off the turns 
better than me. I was fighting a bit of 
front-end chatter, but what a competi- 
tive race. Where did I finish? Seventh? 
Seventh sucks, but this one's in the 
books and we're going for the next 
race." CN

MONTEREY, CA, APR. 19 
ason Pridmore gave it away, but 
Jie Duhamel might well have 
won it anyway. 

Such was the story of the close race 
in the AMA Teamline 750cc Supersport 
event at Laguna Seca Raceway, where 
Miguel Duhamel's older brother scored 
his first AMA National-event win after 
Team Hyper Cycle Suzuki's Jason Prid- 
more skidded off the track while 
attempting a pass for the lead in turn six 
just three laps from the end of the race. 
Duhamel's win on his Suzuki Canada- 
backed GSXR only served to bring more 
pride to a family whose legacy in the 
world of road racing is already well- 
chronicled. 

"]'m so happy," Duhamel said. "I 
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didn’t even expect to be right up with 
them, but the bike was working really 
good. І got-a good drive coming out of 
the turns. Jason and I kept on dicing. It 
was really fun riding with him.” 

It didn’t appear as though Pridmore, 
the current series points leader, would 
have any difficulty in capturing his 
third straight win of the series as he shot 
away from the line third in the 36-rider 
field while his teammate Mark Miller 
took the point followed by Hooters’ 
James Randolph. Zero Gravity’s Ben 
Bostrom quickly charged his way to the 
front after a mediocre start and was 
third when the pack came around on the 
opening lap. 

The second lap met with disaster, 
however, as Randolph lost the front end 
and crashed going into the ultra-fast 
turn five. His motorcycle shot forward 
and made contact with Miller just as the 
leader heeled over to make the curve, 
and the resulting impact sent Miller fly- 
ing. The incident brought out a red flag 
as Miller appeared to be seriously 
injured but was lucky to suffer only a 
mild concussion in the incident. Ran- 
dolph actually made repairs to his 
machine and was on the grid for the 
restart, but some confusion as to where 
he was actually supposed to grid would 
prove costly. 

On the restart, AFM rider Mark 
McDaniel put his Team Polen Suzuki 
into the lead and held it for the first lap 
before he was overtaken by Duhamel. 
Pridmore was third again followed by 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Larry Pegram, who 
was 600-mounted, and Bostrom also 
aboard a 600. 

In the meantime, Randolph was run- 
ning in the lead pack when AMA offi- 
cials began to show him the black flag. 
The Northern California rider chose to 
ignore the flag for another lap or two 
before finally pulling into the pits. 
Needless to say, Randolph was unhap- 


py: 

“My crew did a great job fixing my 
bike for the restart,” Randolph said. “An 
AMA official was right there watching 
and told us that there would be a com-

plete restart. So I 
come around on the 
warmup lap and 
come back to my 
original starting 
position, and there's 
Jason Pridmore 
yelling, "What the 
hell is that (exple- 
` tive) doing here?’ He 
got his mechanic to 
go get an AMA offi- 
cial. Then somebody 
finally wakes ‘up, 
and they decide to 
put me back. An 
official starts push- 
ing me back, and he 
pushes me back- 
wards right into 
another rider. They 
tried to push me 
back, but the two- 
minute board was 
up, and they just 
threw up their 
hands and walked 
off the grid. Then on 
the restart, Bostrom hits me and nearly 
goes off the track and the AMA black- 
flags me. I’m disappointed. We had a 
great setup - even after we crashed. I'll 
be back." 

Pridmore soon slipped past 
McDaniel and joined up with Duhamel 
to steadily pull away from the rest of the 
pack and thus limit the amount of riders 
in contention for the win. By the sixth 
lap, the pair was three seconds ahead of 
a three-rider scrap for third that was 
taking place among McDaniel, Pegram 
and Bostrom. Pegram ran fourth just 
behind McDaniel, but Bostrom was con- 
stantly on the attack and managed to 
outbrake his former dirt track competi- 
tor going into the corkscrew to take the 
spot away. Bostrom then went after 
McDaniel but found the going much 
more difficult as his CBR600 didn't quite 
have the horsepower to match 
McDaniel's GSXR750 on the long front 
straightaway. Bostrom finally dived in 
on the brakes late in turn 11 and made a 
pass, only to slide out onto the rumble 
strip that lined the outside of the turn 
and lose track position to both McDaniel 
and Pegram. 

“Не (McDaniel) had a lot of straight- 
away speed, and we had a lot of corner 
speed,” Bostrom said. “I just made a real 
aggressive pass and locked up the front 
end. I wound up on the gators, and then 
I had to battle with Larry again." 

Pridmore finally got the drive he was 
looking for out of turn six, and he got 
inside Duhamel to take the point on the 
uphill before the corkscrew. From there 
it appeared as though he would pull 
away. He soon had a four-second lead 
on Duhamel, but the Canadian rider 
was unfazed. 

“After six or seven laps, I started to 
slip and slide and decided to save my 
tires - that’s where Jason got by me,” 
Duhamel said. “Then I slipped some 
more and he got a couple seconds ahead 
of me. But in lapped traffic I caught 
back up.” 

Lapped traffic certainly played a 
part, as Pridmore was slowed up just 
enough to allow Duhamel back in the 








chase, and soon Duhamel was right on 
Pridmore’s back fender again. He made 
a pass for the lead on the brakes in turn 
two on lap 13. The lead battle then see- 
sawed as Pridmore got back in front on 
the short straight between turns two 
and three only to yield again in the next 
corner. Pridmore appeared to be biding 
his time on the next lap, though the pair 
again swapped position on the same 
section of track. But it was on lap 14 that 
Pridmore made the one error that would 
cost him a shot at the victory. 

As the pair entered turn six, Prid- 
more appeared to get into the corner too 
hot, and rather than risk hitting the 
ground, he wisely elected to stand it up 
and slide his motorcycle into the gravel 
trap. Pridmore remained upright got on 
the gas and dirt-tracked his way back 
onto the track, but the win was lost. 
Pridmore wound up second, but he still 
retains the points lead, holding a 13- 
point advantage over Bostrom, 105-92. 

“Tt was a small mistake,” Pridmore 
said. “And that was probably the one 
place on the track where you don’t want 
to go wide. I just got in a little deep and 
couldn’t get it turned. The champi- 
onship’s the big thing. But that was a 
great ride (by Duhamel), and I've got to 
give him credit. ТЇЇ tell you, it's not bad 
enough that I’ve got to deal with one 
Duhamel out there, but now I've got to 
deal with two. I kept waiting to see 
Mario out there, waiting to see Miguel 
out there, Yvon, Mrs. Duhamel... 
When's this going to end?" 

Third place finally went to Bostrom, 
who managed to put together a flawless 
circuit just before the finish to negate 
McDaniel's power advantage at the line. 

“I finally stuffed him real good in 
turn 11, and he got by me again on the 
front straight, but I outbraked him hard 
in turn two,” Bostrom said. “Then I just 
ran as hard as I could through the 
infield. Hey, I had to beat him. I had a 
bet with (Dunlop Tire's) Jim Allen that I 
could beat all the Pirelli guys." 

"But these Dragons have come a long 
way,” the fourth-placed McDaniel said. 
“I missed Thursday practice, so I knew 
that my setup was a little off. I could feel 
that my corner speed wasn't that good, 
so I wasn't surprised when those guys 
passed me. I still thought that Га be able 
to beat Bostrom, but he was really good 
coming down the hill, and that's where I 
was off. He was riding good." 

Pegram came home a satisfactory 
fifth place in what was actually little 
more than a race-test session to sort out 
what he identified as "gremlins" on his 
Yoshimura Suzuki GSXR600. 

“I didn't intend to run the whole 
race," Pegram said. "I was just going to 


use it for practice, so we went out with ' 


old tires on it. Then I got up to fourth 
and I thought, ‘Shoot, I’m gonna stay 
out here and try to win it.' Then the tires 
got real bad because they already had 20 


laps on them, but we had fun." €N

ike the suspense in the Elf 
[танае AMA .250cc 

Grand Prix class, Team Oliver 
Yamaha's Rich Oliver was simply gone. 
Race after race, point after point the 
Oliver juggernaut moves forward and 
Laguna Seca was simply no different. 

Say it with me: Oliver won the faster 
of two heat races to score pole position, 
moved to the lead on the first lap of the 
race and in a typically calculated man- 
ner stretched out an early lead by riding 
a notch above everyone else to take the 
win after leading the most laps. 

“The race was beautiful,” Oliver said 
of his 13th 250ce GP win in a row. “I felt 
good for the first 10 laps and then I got 
into heavy traffic and decided to look at 
my pit board and had like plus 12 or 
plus 14 and thought, “Well, you're an 
idiot if you take one of these. guys out 
when you're lapping them.’ I really kind 
of parked it through the lappers, but 
once I got clear again I could just pick 
up my times again." 

Moto Liberty's Randy Renfrow had 
the lead for a couple of corners, and 
after Oliver made his pass, Renfrow 
looked set to finish this third race of the 
season where he had finished the other 
two - in second place. Unfortunately, the 
veteran 250cc rider crashed, without 
serious injury, on the 12th lap while 
running a very secure, lonely second. 

"Either something happened or that 
was a fairly serious case of stupidity," 
Renfrow said of his turn-five crash. 
"I'm actually all right. I broke a small 
bone in my hand and I bruised myself 
up real good, twisted myself around a 
little bit." 

The saviors of the race were the trio 
of Performance Machine's Roland 
Sands, Barnett Tool & Engineering's 
Matt Wait and Team World Sports 
Import's Mark Foster, who became 
involved in a late-race scrap for second 
through fourth place. 

After knifing through the pack from 
his row-nine starting position - the 
result of a jumped heat-race start - 
Sands made it into third place by the 
end of lap two with Wait, who had 
started one row behind Sands as a result 
of a similar penalty, working through 
the pack with him. 

“1 think we got about 30 guys on the 
first lap, which is a personal best for 
me," Sands said of his early-race run 
with Wait. "It was pretty exciting. I fig- 
ured we'd just hook up and kind of rail 
through everybody and that's what we 
did. By the first lap we were both into 
the top 10 and we just kept picking 








them off, and by the second lap I was in 
third place.” 

Sands moved into second with Ren- 
frow’s untimely departure, and he ran 
unmolested for a good portion of the 
race. But as the laps wound down the 
battling pair of Wait and Foster turned 
up the heat and reeled in the Long 
Beach, California, resident. 

Wait found his way by Sands near 
the end of the race, but Sands answered, 
retook the runner-up spot and held it to 
the finish. Wait finished third followed 
by his main competition in the race, Fos- 
ter, who was still suffering the lingering 
effects of his Daytona crash that left him 
seriously injured, unable to make an 
attempt at overtaking Wait. 

“They found a new break in the top 
part of my hip,” Foster said. “You can 
actually feel the bones rubbing against 
each other. So my back, the muscles are 
actually trying to hold everything in 
place, and my back gets spasms.” 

Behind Foster was Moto Liberty’s 
Toshiyuki Hamaguchi in fifth, riding his 
injured teammate Ken Iwahashi's bike 
in his American 250cc GP debut. Former 
250cc АП Japan Championship racer 
Hamaguchi got off to a strong start - a 
little too strong according to the AMA 
as he was forced to pit for a stop-and-go 
penalty on the third lap. Hamaguchi 
was running around fourth when he pit- 
ted, then re-entered the race in 19th and 


blazed back through the field to finish a 


distant fifth. 

“I only stopped for a moment - two 
or three seconds," Hamaguchi said 
through a translator. "After stopping I 
didn't think about position, I just didn't 
want to crash again.” 

His concern came from his earlier 
efforts in the 600cc and 750cc Supersport 
races. Both he crashed in. 

Team Zero Gravity's Bobby Keith 
finished sixth, followed by Broward 
Motorsports' Quenni King апа Datatag 
North America's Robin Holiday. World 
Motors' Thomas Montano and Gold 
Hill-sponsored Brady Welton filled the 
top 10. 

As а result of his third win and third 
point for most laps led, Oliver has a per- 
fect 108 points. Sands sits second with 
80, followed by Keith with 70, and Greg 
Esser, who finished 11th, with 66. 
Crasher Renfrow drops to fifth with 64 
points. 

Renfrow had actually gotten the 
holeshot at the beginning of the race, 
but Oliver had only to wait until turn 
five to take the lead he would never 
relinquish. Renfrow, meanwhile would 
settle into a comfortable second place 
with no thought of trying to run the fly- 
ing Oliver down, but rather worried 
about the threat from behind. 

"I was a little worried about it (a 
challenge for second)," Renfrow said 
about his run in second until his lap-13 
crash. "I knew there were a couple of 
guys who had gone as fast as me in 
practice and the heat races and I was 
worried about having a bad string in 
traffic, so I wasn't exactly cruising, but 
at that stage I was also being real careful 
in traffic. I don't know why I fell." 

As it turns out he really didn't have 
anything to worry about since Sands 
had by that time done the same as Ren- 
frow - given up on catching the man in 
front of him. 

“I thought maybe I could catch him 
but I saw the gap staying about the 
same and I was riding hard and had a 
couple big moments coming out of 
four," Sands said of the roughly three- 
second gap to Renfrow. "So I just kind 
of settled in where I was. Then I came 
around and saw him off in the dirt over 








there, and I was like, oh, bummer. But I 
just kept riding it and keeping my head 
in it." 

Sands had briefly tussled with Wait 
at the start of the race as they came from 
their deep-in-the-pack starting positions 
to top five spots in the matter of two 
laps, with Wait passing Sands early, 
only to be left behind again. 

"] didn't know what to expect from 
this race, starting from the 10th row," 
Wait said. "You've got a lot of traffic to 
get through, and I figured the only way 
I'm going to have a chance at finishing 
near the top was just to get through on 
the first and second lap. That's basically 
what me and Roland did. I passed 
Roland. between turns two and three 
and then he got me back, and then we 
kind of set sail going through the pack 
and started working on Foster." 

Meanwhile, Hamaguchi had been 
running fourth when he was forced to 
pit for a stop-and-go penalty for his 
jumped start. Hamaguchi rejoined the 
race in 19th, was eighth by the end of 
lap 11 and passed Keith for fourth by 
the end of the 16th lap. Hamaguchi 
would finish the race there, well behind 
the leaders. 

As Sands broke away early a fine bat- 
tle between Foster and Wait ensued as 
they fought over what was fourth and 
then third after Renfrow's crash. They 
traded the spot furiously in the early 
laps but by the end of lap seven Foster 
looked to be pulling away. Foster, how- 
ever, was having a difficult time setting 
the consistent pace he was after, the one 
that would allow him to pull away. 

“I couldn't get consistent," Foster 
said. "My back would tighten up and 
I'd loosen it up by sitting up, but it 
would tighten up again. We had some 
really good times, but I couldn't do 
them consistently." 


Wait fell slightly behind for a while, 


but a few laps after the halfway mark he 
clawed his way back into striking dis- 
tance. In the meantime, he and Foster 
had also managed to reel in Sands, set- 
ting up Wait's opportunity to take over 
second place. 

“I could see Roland and he was way 
out ahead of us," Wait said. "I think 
with me and Foster battling together we 
used each other to catch Roland. Once 
we caught Roland I didn't want to have 
anything to do with Foster anymore, so 
I tried to get by Roland so me and him 
could get away from Foster, and that's 
what happened." 

Sands was surprised to see Wait 
come by. 

“1 looked at my lap board and could 
have sworn I saw plus four, then Matt 
blows by me on the brakes and I 
thought, "That's not plus four, that's 
plus nothing," Sands said. "I got him 
back coming up the front straight. I 
knew I had to get back by him because 
there were only a few laps left. Once I 
got by him I knew I had to put my head 
down and get a gap so he couldn't get 
back by me, and he didn't. I'm just very 
happy to finish second - especially com- 
ing from 36th. 

By the time Sands had repassed Wait, 
the Honda rider was indeed safe from 
the tiring Foster. 

“When Roland got back by me I had 
a little cushion, so Foster couldn't get 
me at the finish," Wait said. "It worked 
out really well. I wanted Roland, but I 
couldn't have him, so I’m happy with 
what I've got." 

What he got was third. 

Foster finished fourth and was happy 
to have done as well as he had. 

"The last three laps were really 
hard," Foster said. "I saw those guys 





and said, ‘You know what? Fourth is 
good.’ I thought I was going to start at 
the front and fade to seventh, so I’m 
happy. I'm really looking forward to the 
next race." 

Well off the pace of the leaders came 
Hamaguchi in fifth with Keith some dis- 
tance behind him in sixth. Keith man- 
aged to take the spot from Michael 
Montoya about halfway through the 
race. 
"I got by Montoya and he stuck right 
behind me for a while," Keith said. 
"Then one lap I looked back and he was 
nowhere. He wasn't even there." 

Montoya had crashed in turn five 
about five laps from the end after hav- 
ing been passed by Hamaguchi. 

"]t just crossed up and I couldn't get 
it back,” Montoya said. “I thought Tm 
not going to catch these guys so just be 
smooth.’ About two laps later, being 
smooth, it let go while I was behind 
Hamaguchi.” CN

wire, the current edition of the series, 
which also happens to include another 
Bostrom at the top of the points race, 
has so far been a runaway as far as the 
series is concerned. Eric Bostrom, Ben's 
younger brother, has consistently been 
able to defeat archrival Shawn Higbee in 
each of the 883 contests held thus far to 
remain perfect in the series. He did so 
again at Laguna Seca, scoring his third 
win in as many rounds after another 
tooth-and-nail battle with - you guessed 
it - Higbee. 

It appeared as though the race might 
showcase a four-rider battle when the 
20-rider field boomed off the grid and 
headed up under the bridge to turn one 
as Bostrom on his Miller Electrical Con- 
struction entry and the Cycles 128- 
backed Higbee were joined initially by 
Bartels' Harley-Davidson rider Jake 
Zemke and World Motors' David Estok. 
They didn't all get away cleanly either; 
Bartels' rider Jody Hendley low-sided in 
turn three and slid off into the gravel 
trap on the opening lap. Hendley 
remounted to finish 17th. · 

Bostrom and Higbee quickly left 
Estok and Zemke behind as they set 
about as torrid a pace as is possible on 
8835. By the first lap, the pair had a stout 
four-second cushion on Estok, who 
claimed a lonely third place while Cox's 


H-D/Tilley's H-D rider Lance Jones and ` 


А тегісап/ Asphalt and Grading/Las 
Vegas H-D rider Jess Roeder ran in fifth 
and sixth place just behind Zemke. 

Bostrom led it back to the stripe only 
to be overtaken by Higbee on the uphill 
approaching the corkscrew. Higbee 
remained in control for the remainder of 
the lap, but it was only the beginning of 
the seesaw affair. The lead would 
change between the Bostrom/Higbee 
duo some 23 times.during the race. 

AMA Grand National Championship 
regular Brett Landes was the next rider 
to hit the ground, losing control in turn 
five. Landes was uninjured and 
returned to the pits. Estok remained 
alone in third while Jones closed up on 
Zemke and made the pass for fourth on 
lap five. Harley-Davidson of Citrus 
Heights rider Matthew Guidera also 
entered the picture at this point as he 
shot past Roeder and would soon over- 
take Zemke for a shot at Jones. 

There were already some nine lead 
changes by that point. The rider who 
was able to get the run on the uphill in 
the back section of the course seemed to 
have the clear advantage back to the 
stripe. For most of the race that was 
Higbee, who was able to repeatedly 
dive under Bostrom at the entrance turn 
eight. 
"It's a little difficult to do that," Hig- 
bee said. "But you just have to stick it in 
there and make it work." 

Bostrom soon foiled Higbee's 
scheme, though, as he began to success- 
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fully pass Higbee on the downhill 
through Rainey corner (turn nine) and 
also on the brakes into turn 11. 

“Shawn always does a terrific job, 
but there were certain parts of the track 
where I felt I could do better than him,” 
Bostrom said. “I felt really confident on 
the brakes.” 

There were 11 lead changes by the 
midpoint of the 12-lapper as leader Hig- 
bee and Bostrom raced under the 
halfway flags side by side. One lap later 
Bostrom held the lead into the 
corkscrew only to be passed by Higbee 
in turn 10 and then outbrake him into 11 
to make another pass around the out- 
side. The scenario replayed itself on lap 
nine with Bostrom almost running off 
the track in turn nine as he used the alli- 
gator bumps to make a pass attempt on 
Higbee, who yielded the point once 
again up the front straight. 


“With our gearing, if you scrub off 


too much speed in the corner, a guy’s 
going to pull a length on you,” Higbee 
said. “Our bikes were pretty much equal 
in that respect.” 5 

.Higbee led Bostrom when the pai 
took the white flag, but Bostrom finally 
gained a clear advantage when he late- 
braked in turn two and came off the cor- 
ner with a one bike-length advantage. 
Somehow, Bostrom was able to pull 
clear, and though Higbee tried to 
remain in the hunt, a lapper ultimately 
spoiled his chances. Bostrom wicked it 
up and pulled away to the win. 

“I pushed real hard on the last lap," 
Bostrom said. “I wanted to get away 
earlier than that, but as you can see, I 
didn’t. I guess I just lucked out today. I 
feel lucky. It was a great race.” 

Higbee came home second with 
Estok continuing to run alone in third 
for the entire distance. 

“1 was there with them in the begin- 
ning, but then I hit a false neutral and 
they got out on me,” Estok said. “Then - 
and I hate to say it because it’s the same 
old excuse I had last year - my arms 
started to pump up. But it was a fun 
race. The worst part of it was that those 
guys got away and looked like they 
were up there having a blast.” 

Guidera crossed the line fourth, but 
his motorcycle failed to pass the post- 
race tech inspection and he was disqual- 
ified. With the results adjusted, Jones 
wound up fourth and Roeder fifth. (N

Stroud has 
them covered

MONTEREY, CA, APR. 19 

t the end of qualifying for the 
A: Formula Xtreme class, 

chances of racing excitement 
seemed pretty slim. First to last on the 
32-man grid was covered by nearly 13 
seconds, two of those coming between 
fastest qualifier Andrew Stroud and his 
Erion Racing teammate Doug Toland. 
Stroud did what was expected, breaking 
away from Toland and Attack Racing's 
Paul Harrell with ease to ride on to the 
win by a better than 10-second margin. 

When Harrell pulled off just after the 
halfway point, so did any chance for 
continued drama associated with set- 
tling the remaining podium spots as 
Harrell had been dicing with Toland for 
second until he left the race. 

“We didn't have any practice Thurs- 
day so we decided to run this Formula 
Xtreme thing because it was only 30 
bucks," Harrell said referring the half-

price entry special the AMA gave for the 
fledgling class to ensure the grid would 
have more riders than at the opening 
round in Phoenix. "I wasn't even going 
to run the race. At the last minute we 
decided to go out and run it and just use 
it for practice. So I went out and was 
playing and just having a good time. 
Every time I go to the AMA races I 
watch all the races and that race is one 
of the most boring there is. It's obvious. 
That's why they're only charging you 30 
bucks. I never had any intention of fin- 
ishing.” 

“He was pretty fast,” Toland said. 
“But he’d come out of 11 waving and 
looking around and stuff, so how much 
was he on the throttle? He was out there 
waving at the crowd in the corkscrew 
and everything. He was screwing 
around, you know? Was he racing or 
was he playing? He didn’t finish and 
maybe that’s what you get for not taking 
it seriously.” 

Actually, a fine is what you get for 
not taking it seriously - Harrell was rid- 
ing a superbike, one without a function- 
ing charging system or starter as the 
rules require - and was fined $300. 

“If I would have known this was 
going to happen, I wouldn’t have done 
it,” Harrell said. “I was just trying to 
have some fun and entertain the 
crowd.” 

After Harrell was gone, Toland circu- 
lated alone in second with a huge gap 
back to an equally lonesome James Ran- 
dolph, who was using the race as a 
tuneup for the 750cc Supersport race 
that followed. 

“I just took it easy and kept those 
guys (Toland and Harrell) in sight,” 
Hooters-backed Randolph said. “I know 
Paul Harrell was probably under suspi- 
cion because I'd seen that thing in 
superbike all weekend. But I saw I had 
an 11-second lead (over fourth), and I 
really didn’t have to ride any faster than 





I was. Pretty uneventful. I was just get- 
ting ready for 750cc Supersport.” 

The only real racing came in the fight 
over fourth involving Dats Racing’s 
Dale Kieffer, Paul Mumford and Hoot- 
ers-backed Brian Gibbs. Ultimately Kief- 
fer would take the spot from Mumford 
after their late-race scrap that saw Gibbs 
drop back. 

Stroud has a perfect 72 points from his 
pair of wins and leading the most laps in 
each race thus far. Toland is second with 
64 followed by Randolph with 60. 

Toland grabbed the holeshot and 
early lead, hanging on to it until turn 11 
when Stroud came by to head the pack 
at the end of the second lap. 

From that point on, Stroud simply 
walked away, piling seconds on to his 
lead with every lap. The multi-time 
New Zealand Superbike Champion had 
as much as half a minute in hand and 
backed it down to a comfortable pace to 
the end. 

“After it (the lead) got up to about 
plus nine or 10 seconds I just made sure 
I passed all the traffic really cleanly,” 
Stroud said. “I just want to keep win- 
ning races and staying on the bike. The 
way the points system is now, you drop 
one race it makes it very difficult.” 

“I knew Andrew would come by,” 
said Toland, who was suffering from an 
inflamed muscle in his right forearm. 
“When you twist the throttle, it uses that 
muscle. When you grab the brakes it uses 
that muscle. It’s quite painful. Anyway, so 
that slowed me down a little bit. Andrew 
got away after a couple laps and I rode 
around with Paul Harrell. He dropped 
out for whatever reason, I have no idea 
why. I was just sort of hanging back and 
letting the laps go down and after Paul 
dropped out it was no problem." 

Toland would finish some 10 seconds 
behind Stroud, with Randolph another 
14 behind him. 

The fight for fourth between Kieffer 
and Mumford lasted until the later laps, 
each rider fast on different parts of the 
track. i 

“Coming down out of the corkscrew 
into turn 10 I could really reel him in," 
Kieffer said. "But he's good on the 
brakes in 11, and everywhere else he'd 
just outpower me so I had to really work 
to pass him under the bridge (turn 
nine)." 

Pass him he did, and Mumford 
couldn't answer, settling for fifth at the 
flag. 

“I guess he was right behind me the 
whole way around, and I guess two laps 
from the end he came around me going 
into turn 10, and I just couldn't get back 
around him again," Mumford said. €N

CHARLOTTE, NC, APR. 19 
ith the final round of the 
1997 Thor/ Parts Unlimited 
Supercross Series finale at 
Las Vegas looming on the hori- 
zon, it seems almost appropriate that 
the two motorcycles finishing 1-2 at the 
Charlotte Supercoss would carry the 
numbers seven and 11 on their number 
plates. You might say that these two rid- 
ers are certainly on a roll right now, and 
the two riders piloting these numbered 
seven and 11 motorcycles are Team 
Yamaha’s Kevin Windham and Ezra 

Lusk, respectively. 

For the second week in a row, Lusk 
and Windham filled the first two steps 
on the rostrum, the only difference this 
time being in reverse order. At the pre- 
vious round in Michigan it was Lusk 
scoring his second win of the year with 
Windham taking the runner-up spot, 
which was at that time his best 250cc 
finish ever. 

This time, however, in front of 37,078 
spectators at Charlotte Motor Speed- 
way, it was Windham, the current 125cc 
Western Regional SX Series leader, scor- 
ing his first 250cc victory after edging 
out teammate Lusk at the finish. Wind- 
ham becomes the seventh different rider 
to win a 250cc main event this year. 

For the most part, Windham ran out

in front and all alone throughout the 20- 
lap main event, but Lusk got close at the 
end after taking advantage of a tiring 
Windham, who would later admit that 
he is not used to the five extra laps run 
in the 250cc main, as compared to the 15 
laps he's more accustomed to in the 
125cc class. 

"I'm not used to those last five laps 
being on a 250, and I was definitely 
watching Yogi (Lusk) catch up with 
me," Windham said. "He was just so 
strong at the end of that race, and I was 
trying my hardest to keep myself in 
front of him. I had to dig deep." 

Still, Windham proved to the world 
at Charlotte that he has winning speed 
on not only a 125 but a 250 as well. 

“I felt really good out there," Wind- 
ham said. "Last week gave me a big 
boost of confidence. I just can't ask for 
anything better, coming off an injury 
and two times on the podium."

For Lusk, this was the fifth time in a 
row that he's finished on the podium. 

"I'm kind of learning how to ride up 
front," Lusk said. "It took me too long to 
get started (tonight). I was a second and 
a half off the pace at the beginning and 
that's what really cost me. Staying 
strong at the end doesn't do you any 
good if you've got an 11-second deficit 
between you and first. I just kept work- 
ing on him (Windham). 

"This is the third time Yamaha's been 
1-2 on the podium this year," Lusk 
added. ^And that says something for 
Team Yamaha this year. Kevin and I are 
young and eager to win races." 

Joining Windham and Lusk on the 
podium was Team Suzuki's Greg Alber- 
tyn, who started off in fifth place and 
ran fourth for much of the race before 


moving up into third in the later stages. 

"I was riding smooth for a while then 
I started making some mistakes, and it 
scared me a little bit,” Albertyn said. "I 
blew apart a few hay bales, but I just set- 
tled down a bit." 

As far as the two title contenders - 
Kawasaki's Jeff Emig and Suzuki's Jere- 
my McGrath - their battle for the cham- 
pionship took another interesting turn. 
Emig went into the Charlotte race with a 
slim two-point lead over the defending 
champ and left with slightly more 
breathing room. McGrath, who came 
within a small crash of winning last 
week's race at Pontiac, suffered more 
bad luck at Charlotte. While running 
second to Windham and within striking 
distance, McGrath came around pit row 
on the ninth lap pointing to his rear 
wheel and a flat tire, and he would 
spend the rest of the race salvaging as 
many points as possible. 















“I don't know, another night of bad 
luck,” McGrath said. “Actually, I was 
more mad last week, because that was 
in my control. This, there was nothing I 
could do." 

Despite still jumping almost all the 
doubles and triples, McGrath dropped 
back to just seventh place, while Emig 
did his best to take advantage of the sit- 
uation, taking fourth. 

“As far as the championship goes, 
the evening went okay," Emig said. ^To 
me, it turned out to be a good evening 
because the way I rode at the end of the 
main, because the last couple of weeks I 
haven't been riding so well. Just one of 
those things, a lot of stuff going on. Peo- 
ple don't even understand. I've got an 
amount of respect for McGrath to be 
able to do what he's done in the last four 


years, because of the pressure that 
comes with leading the points in super- 
cross and being up there, and the 
amount of people tugging at you left 
and right. The phone rings 35 times a 
day, there's always someone there either 
wants to get something from you or 
give you something. I've got a lot of 
respect for McGrath for what he's done. 
To me, to go out at these races and to 
beat him every now and then is a great 
honor. (But) I think I got my act together 
in the main event. I mean I started way 
back, I'm more happy about the way I 
rode than anything else." 

Ironically, the two riders - McGrath 
and Emig - finished in reverse order of 
last week's race and are now, once 
again, separated by six points, 252-246, 
with just two rounds to go. If McGrath 
wins the last two races and Emig finish- 
es second both times, then McGrath and 
Emig will be tied on points. Plus, both 











riders would have the same amount of 
wins at four apiece, so the tie would be 
broken with the rider having the most 
second-place finishes. Based on that 
Emig would win. 

Finishing between Emig and 
McGrath at Charlotte was Emig's team- 
mate Ryan Hughes (fifth) and Honda of 
Troy's Larry Ward (sixth). Hughes was 
making his return to the same venue 
where he suffered a nearly career-end- 
ing injury when his broke his jaw. 

Mike LaRocco, back on the Suzuki 
team after sitting out the previous 
round at Pontiac, finished eighth, right 
behind his teammate McGrath. 

Finishing ninth was Honda of Troy's 
Mike Kiedrowski who, like McGrath, 
suffered a flat tire, but late in the race. 
Rounding out the top 10 was Chapar- 
ral/ Yamaha's Jimmy Button. 

Button's teammate Phil Lawrence 
ended up 11th after starting off in ninth, 
while Washougal MX-sponsored Ryan 
Huffman took top privateer honors in 
12th. National Arenacross Champion 
Buddy Antunez finished 13th, just 
ahead of Manchester Honda Racing's 
Damon Bradshaw. Suzuki rider Antho- 
ny Pocorobba ended up 15th, followed 
by Yamaha test rider Doug Dubach, 
Kawasaki Team Green’s Mike Jones, 
Kanes’ Sports’ Mike Katin, SMP's 
Grayson Goodman and Honda of Troy's 
Mike Craig, who pulled out of the race 
while running second early on after jam- 
ming his wrist landing from a triple 
jump. 


HEATS AND SEMIS 


Hughes jumped out to the early lead 
in the first 250cc heat race and quickly 
began pulling away on the long track. 
By the end of the first lap, he held at 
least a three-second cushion over 
LaRocco, Lusk, McGrath, Craig and 
Kiedrowski. 

McGrath had the holeshot but bob- 
bled in the first turn and had to work his 
way to the front again. He soon caught 
up to LaRocco and Lusk who were mix- 
ing it up for second place. Lusk soon got 
around LaRocco, who now had his 
teammate breathing down his neck. The 
two Suzuki riders went at it for a while 
until McGrath slid by and started work- 
ing on Lusk. During the third lap, 
McGrath got by him, too, and suddenly 
found himself in the lead when Hughes, 
who was way out in front and seeming- 
ly in control of the race, suddenly went 
down in a whoop section and was 
briefly trapped underneath his fallen 
motorcycle. McGrath rode right past the 
Kawasaki rider and into the lead. 

"Going through the whoops, the bike 
just hooked up and kind of jerked my 
hand off the bars," Hughes said. "I 
wasn't really ready for it, and I just 
splatted into the face of a jump. I was 
just trying to win, you know? I've got to 
pay my mechanic (Ron Wood) a hun- 
dred bucks now. Every time I fall I have 
to give him a hundred bucks. He's 
going to be a rich SOB at the end of the 
year." 

Lusk stayed glued to McGrath's rear 
fender the rest of the way with the 
Suzuki rider taking the win. Third went 
to LaRocco, followed by Craig. Finish- 
ing one spot out of a transfer was 
Kiedrowski, in fifth. Hughes ended up a 
disappointing ninth. 

The second heat race saw Emig grab 
a confidence-boosting holeshot but 
before the first lap was completed, he 
was passed by Windham, who immedi- 
ately opened up a big lead and ran away 
with the win. 

Emig lost sight of the high-flying 
Windham, and just like the previous 




























































































"I'm sure he (McGrath) knew there 
was a green fender there and he went a 
little wide, pushing me a little wide," 
Emig said. "I mean that's just part of 
racing. I would've done the same 
thing." 

McGrath had his share of problems 
in the first turn as well. He hit neutral 
and lost a number of places and com- 
pleted the first circuit in sixth place. 

Getting through the first turn 
unscathed was Windham, followed by 
Craig, Lusk, Ward and Albertyn. Next 
came McGrath, then Bradshaw, 
Kiedrowski, Lawrence and Antunez. 

Windham led the way and Craig 
latched on to the Yamaha rider, but it 
was only for a couple of laps. Craig had 
just been passed by Lusk when he mis- 
timed a tricky, multi-double/triple- 
jump section. 



































round in Pontiac, had Bradshaw knock- 
ing on his back door. But, unlike the 
Pontiac race, this time Bradshaw man- 
aged to get around Emig, who, a half 
straightaway later, went down in a turn. 
As he struggled to get up, Ward, Alber- 
tyn and a couple of other riders rode by 
him. 

Bradshaw closed slightly on Wind- 
ham at the finish. A little ways back, 
Ward finished just ahead of Albertyn. A 
distant fifth went to Lawrence, while 
Emig salvaged a sixth and had to go to 
the semis. 

Emig was not happy. 

"That was a low point of my week," 
Emig said. “When you come to the race, 
you've been working hard, training 
your ass off all week long and you come 
out in the first race and you flounder, oh 
boy. 'Yeah, here he is, the guy leading 
the points and can't even keep his bike 
on two wheels.' It wakes you up. I was 
pretty bummed. But you have to come 
back. I might be down but I'm not out." 

Hughes made up for his earlier heat- 
race mistake by scoring a wire-to-wire 
win in the first 250cc semi. Suzuki rider 
Anthony Pocorroba got the holeshot but 
Hughes was by him in a flash and was 
gone. After getting by Pocorobba on the 
first lap, Kiedrowski kept an eye on 
Hughes throughout the race but could 
never get close enough to perhaps force 
another Hughes mistake. Kiedrowski 
settled for second, while Thor/Primal 
Impulse/Honda's Buddy Antunez got 
around Pocorobba for third. Pocorobba 
held on to fourth, while Jones bought 
himself a ticket to the main in fifth. One 
spot out of a transfer position in sixth 
was Cliff Palmer. 

There was little doubt that Emig 
would cruise to victory in the second 
semi, and the factory Kawasaki rider 
did just that. He smoked everyone to the 
first turn and led from there on out. 
Kawasaki rider Ryan Huffman ran a 
strong second the whole way, never let- 
ting Emig get completely out of his 
sight. Lawrence finished a distant third 
after battling with Chaparral/ Yamaha 
teammate Button for a while before But- 
ton gave up the chase on the last lap. 
Button had plenty of room to spare over 
Goodman, who took the last semi ticket 
to the main. 

The last chance qualifier, where the 
final two positions are decided, had a

dramatic finish. Suzuki rider Palmer 
looked to have the race in the bag when, 
on the last lap, his bike's rear suspen- 
sion collapsed. Palmer tried in vain to 
keep Kames' Sports' Mike Katin, Streits 
Motorsports' Jason Thomas, Pro 
Action's Joseph Oehlhof and Beach 
Sports Yamaha's Doug Dubach from 
passing him, and when they emerged 
from one of the far ends of the track, 
Katin was leading with Dubach running 
second, and Palmer was blocking 
Thomas to no end. Thomas almost went 
down a couple of times but got the last 
laugh as he passed Palmer over the fin- 
ish-line jump but still finished one spot 
out of the last transfer, which went to 
Dubach. 
MAIN 

Just like the previous week at Pontiac 
title contenders McGrath and Emig 
went into the first turn side by side and 
ahead of the pack. McGrath was on the 
inside but he carried too much momen- 
tum into the sharp, left-handed turn and 
drifted wide. Emig, on the outside and 
with nowhere to go, was driven into the 
hay bales by McGrath - again, just like 
last week. As a result, the pack rode 
right past Emig, who rounded the first 
lap in 14th place. 























“1 came up short over a high-speed 
triple jump and folded my wrist," Craig 
said afterward, while holding an ice 
pack on his left wrist. “I hit so hard that 
I bent the handlebars forward. I was in 
so much pain, I thought I broke my 
wrist but I think it's just sprained. I 
pulled off the track, gave my bike to a 
flagger and walked back to the pits." 

By the time Lusk took over second, 
Windham had already opened up a siz- 
able lead, and McGrath had already 
blitzed his way into third, followed by 
Albertyn, Ward, Hughes, Bradshaw and 
Lawrence. Emig, meanwhile, was also 
working his way up through the pack 
and was now 10th. 

McGrath was the rider on the move 
and eventually reeled in Lusk and was 
working on him for a couple of laps. 
Finally, on the sixth lap, McGrath got 
around Lusk for second, and it was a 
pass that took a full straightaway to 
complete. 

Once into second, McGrath found 
himself a good six seconds behind 
Windham, and with 14 laps still left to 
go, the race was far from over. 

Windham, however, was on the gas 
and McGrath certainly had his work cut 
out for him. Over the next couple of 
laps, McGrath barely put a dent into 
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Windham’s lead, and Lusk tucked in 
right behind the Suzuki rider, while 
Albertyn maintained a distant fourth 
ahead of Ward and Hughes. 

“Me and Jeremy were riding togeth- 
er,” Lusk said. “1 always ride good 
when I'm with Jeremy. I don’t know 
what it is. We flow pretty good together, 
because we kind of ride the same. I have 
confidence in Jeremy that he’s going to 
ride a smart race and he’s going to go as 
fast as he can and not hold us up.” 

Near the halfway point, McGrath 
started actually losing ground on Wind- 
ham, then he came around the pit area 
on the ninth lap and pointed to his rear 
wheel, letting his tuner Wyatt Seals 
know that he had gotten a flat tire. Sud- 
denly, the race became a battle of sur- 
vival for McGrath. 

"There was nothing I could do,” 
McGrath said. ^I can't believe it. I was 
riding pretty good, flowing, pulling a 
little bit from Lusk. I was going to work 
on Windham - I mean, he wasn't that far 
ahead of me. Maybe I could've reeled 
him in." 

Lusk quickly repassed McGrath and 
settled into second place, while 
McGrath slowly but surely started drop- 
ping off the lead pace. Soon his team- 
mate Albertyn got him, then a steadily 
climbing Emig got by, as did Hughes 
and Ward later on. 

“1 was trying to hold it on - hopefully 
the tire wasn't going to come off the 
rim," McGrath said. "I have no idea 
how I got the flat. Wyatt said the tire is 
sliced up pretty good." 

"There's a slice just a little bit off the 
top (of the tire) and through the side- 
wall, too," Seals said. "Pretty long. 
Looks like maybe some kind of spike. I 
don't think it was caused by a rock, it 
would've had to have been pretty 
sharp." 

As the race wore on, Windham's lead 
began shrinking. His one-time nine-sec- 
ond lead had shrunk to five seconds by 
the 18th lap, then to two seconds on the 
19th lap. On the last lap, Lusk was right 
behind the tiring Windham. 

“I’m not used to those last five laps," 
Windham admitted. "Honestly, I'm in 
shape but it's something different. 
Those last four laps were pretty hard." 

Still, Windham managed to find the 
extra effort he needed to hold back Lusk 
to take his first-ever 250cc main-event 
win, with Lusk finishing about two sec- 
onds behind his teammate. 

“I was so nervous before the race,” 
Windham said. "The reason why was 
because I knew that I actually could 
win, after my performance last week. 
Man, I'm just so happy that tonight is 
really over, 'cause now I can have this 
night with me for the rest of my life, and 
hopefully carry with me into next year 
(when he'll start riding the 250cc class 
full time). 

“1 had some good lines out there. Me 
and Ezra worked together all weekend - 
if I found something I'd tell him, and if 
he found something he'd tell me. Man, 
I'm just ecstatic. We work good as a 
team and Im so glad to get on the podi- 
um again." 

“Thad a terrible time with lappers 
the whole race," Lusk said. "I worked 
my butt off the last few laps, I reeled 
him in, 11 seconds, but couldn't make it 
stick." 

During the late stages, the rest of 
field had become quite spread out, with 
Albertyn finishing in third place some 
17 seconds behind Lusk. Finishing 
approximately five seconds behind 
Albertyn was Emig, who was all alone 
in sixth. Ward and McGrath crossed the 
line a few seconds after that. Eighth-

place LaRocco rapidly caught up to 
McGrath during the last couple of laps 
but obviously held back and did not try 
to pass his teammate. А distant ninth 
was Kiedrowski, then Button. 

"Those Yamaha boys are riding awe- 
some," series leader Emig said. 
"They've got nothing to think about (as 
far as the title chase) but go win the 





race. That's what I need to think about. I 
know that I'm fast enough to win these 
races. I've got to get my head on straight 
and I could do the same thing." «N

AMA Eastern Regional 125cc Supercross Series 
Round 7: Charlotte Motor Speedway 
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CHARLOTTE, NC, APR. 19 : 

n somewhat anticlimactic fash- 
Жо Team Suzuki's Tim Ferry, 
tZ along with his tuner Lee McCollum, 
wrapped up the Eastern Regional 125cc 
Supercross Championship with a title- 
clinching third-place finish at Charlotte 
Motor Speedway. It was Ferry's first 
supercross title, and he will no doubt 
take some ribbing for being one of the 
few, if not the only rider, to clinch a 
major supercross title without winning a 
race. But as one SX competitor put it: 
“He's the one with the number-one plate 
and that's what matters. No one will 
remember that Ferry didn't win a race, 
but everyone will remember that he won 
the championship." 

In the seven-race series, Ferry fin- 
ished second five times, fifth once and 
third once. Going into the series finale 
with a 13-point lead over Honda of 
Troy's Stephane Roncada at Charlotte, 
Ferry needed to finish ninth or better to 
take the title and did so with relative 
ease. 

The main event was won by Pro Cir- 
cuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki's Ricky 
Carmichael, his third win of the series. 
A couple of back-of-the-pack finishes 
during the course of the season ended 
any hopes he had of taking the series 
title, but he still finished a respectable 
third in his rookie year. 

Second on the night and finishing 
second in the series was Roncada, who 
finished out the East Coast series 11 
points behind Ferry. Roncada won two 
events, while the other two were won 
by Yamaha's John Dowd, who was a 
serious title contender before getting 
hurt halfway through the series. 

Finishing fourth at Charlotte was 
another Pro Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki

rider, Brock Sellards, who got off to a 
sixth-place start. Fifth went to Chapar- 
ral/ Yamaha's Greg Schnell, followed by 
Bromley Suzuki's Bàrry Carsten, Mor- 
gan Racing Suzuki's Doug Dehaan, 
Jim's Motorcycle Sales' Jim Neese, R&S 
Racing's Ryan Clark and Yamaha- 
mounted Jeromy Buehl.

Team Green/HSKS of Ocala's Paul 
Currie outdragged everyone to the first 
turn in the first heat race but went in the 
corner and was mowed over by a num- 
ber riders. He still got up quickly but 
would not be a factor in the race. Schnell 
emerged from the first turn first leading 
the way ahead of Roncada and Mont- 
gomeryville Cycle's David Kratz. Get- 
ting momentarily held up when Currie 
went down was Carmichael, who was 
running seventh halfway through the 
first lap. 

Schnell managed to hold back Ronca- 
da for a couple of laps before giving 
way to the Frenchman. A lap later, 
Carmichael jumped by Schnell and into 
second. 

At this point, Roncada held a small 
lead on Carmichael and many were 
expecting a Roncada/ Carmichael show- 
down at the finish, but it would never 
materialize. Roncada never let 
Carmichael get close enough for that to 
happen and ended up soaring across the 
finish-line jump with a few bike lengths 
to spare. Schnell finished a lonely third 
far ahead of Kawasaki of 
Carrollton / Team Green's Jeff Dement. 
Following right behind Dement in fifth 
was Dehaan, who had little margin for 
error over Clark and Team Moto 
XXX / O'Neal's Brian Deegan. Neese, 
Carsten and Kratz rounded out the top 
10. 

Tony Lorusso powered his F&S 
Suzuki into the lead at the start of the 
second heat race but could not do much 
about Sellards, who took control of the 
race before the first lap was completed. 
The race would be all Sellards as he set 
the pace to the checkered flag. 

Suzuki support rider Charlie Bogard, 
who got off to a ninth-place start, quick- 
ly worked his way into third and battled 
his way around Kawasaki rider Robbie 
Horton late in the race to finish second. 

Horton held on to third, while Buehl 
worked his way into fourth. Ferry was 












never a factor among the leaders. He got 
off to a midpack start and cautiously 
made his way through the pack until he 
was fifth. 

“1 rode really stiff and tight, and it 
showed,” Ferry said of his heat-race per- 
formance. After nailing the holeshot, 
Lorusso settled for sixth, followed by 
Manchester Honda’s Robbie Skaggs, 
who, at one point early in the race, led 
the field but dropped back with a 
painful leg injury suffered at the previ- 
ous race at Pontiac. Pro Action’s James 
Evans took eighth, while Streitz Motor- 
sports’ Jason Thomas completed the top 
nine. 

Kratz came back and won the LCQ, 
followed by Currie, Performance Engi- 
neering’s Andre Pene and Heath Voss.

Neese nailed the holeshot at the start 
of the 15-lap main, but Ferry shot his 
works Suzuki into the lead coming out 
of the turn and managed to avoid a 
huge first-turn pileup that claimed 
such riders as Skaggs, Horton, Schnell, 
Deegan, Buehl and Dement, among 
others. 

Also avoiding the carnage were 
Carmichael and Roncada, making the 
top three riders in the series points 
chase filling out the top three slots in the 
race. Neese came around the first lap in 
fourth. 

Ferry’s lead would only last one lap 
before Carmichael tripled by the Suzuki 
rider and into the lead. And before the 
second lap was completed, Roncada 
would also get around the title-con- 
scious Ferry, who seemed more than 
happy to stay right there and let 
Carmichael and Roncada go at it for the 
event win. 

Roncada made a valiant effort to 
hang with Carmichael and keep it close 
for over half the race before falling 
down. He managed to get back up 
before Ferry could get him, but on the 
same lap Roncada got kicked before a 
series of double jumps, lost his momen- 
tum, and Ferry went jumping right past 
the Honda rider. However, in the exact 
same location a lap later, Ferry got 
kicked over the same jump and Roncada 
sailed right passed the Suzuki rider and 
back into second place. 

By this point, Carmichael, on his 
Chad Watts-tuned KX125, was long 
gone and enjoying a 15-second lead over 
Roncada. Carmichael would cruise the 
remaining few laps and post his third 
win of the series. Roncada took second 
and Ferry third. 

"I'm really happy," Carmichael said. 
"I'm glad I got my head together this 
last race, won and didn't crash." 

As far as his first year on the super- 
cross circuit, Carmichael is pleased with 
his results. 

"This is my rookie year and hopeful- 
ly I will take advantage of this (finishing 
third in the series) and win the East 
Coast next year. I'm glad for Tim to win. 
We grew up together, he came to my 
house during the summers, and we'd 
practice our butts off, and he's up here 
in the winner's circle, winning the East 
Coast title." 

"I'm really happy right now," new 
champion Ferry said. "I got the 
holeshot, rode really smart and stayed 
away from everybody else. Roncada fell 
and I passed him and he passed me 
back. I just wanted to stay away from 
him - I didn't want to have no conflict. 
Third is good enough. I won the cham- 
pionship and everything's good." 

From the fifth lap on, Sellards held 
control of fourth place, while Schnell 
came back from his first-turn get-off 





(rounding the first lap in 21st place) and 
finish an amazing fifth. Carsten climbed 
a couple of position to finish sixth, 
ahead of Dehaan and Neese. Clark and 
Buehl rounded out the top 10. 

Currie finished one spot behind 
Buehl. He was running fifth late in the 
race before running into problems and 
dropping to his eventual finishing posi- 
tion. Kratz took 12th, followed by 
Dement, Thomas, Horton, Voss, Lorus- 
so, Pene, Evans, Skaggs, Deegan and 
Bogard. CN

It was business as usual for Team Suzuki's Mike LaRocco at the Char- 
lotte Supercross. As you might recall, LaRocco did not. show up at the 
previous supercross round in Michigan after calling up team manager 
Roger DeCoster and asking to be released from. his Suzuki contract. 
Longtime differences between DeCoster and LaRocco's father/tuner, 
Mike LaRocco Sr., are said to have came to a boil recently, which basical- 
ly led to LáRocco's asking to be released from the team. “Roger and | 
had a mutual agreement that | could leave-Suzuki, but when we (LaRocco, 
DeCoster and Suzuki management) discussed the situation, it got a little 
hard (to get out of the contract," LaRocco said. "If it would've been 
easy, | would've left. So, basically, we decided to: work things out." See 
In The Wind on page 2-for more information on LaRocco's "un-quitting" 
Team Suzuki. 








At Charlotte, Mike LaRocco and Greg Albertyn's works Suzukis were fit- 
ted with inverted forks. Up until the Charlotte event, the entire Suzuki 
squad had been using conventional forks, with the exception of Jeremy 
McGrath, who made the switch earlier in the year. This sudden switch had 
some people asking, was this а coincidence that the entire Suzuki team - 
at least the 250cc riders - showed up at Charlotte with the inverted forks 
following the “LaRocco incident”? It's been known for a while that LaRoc- 
со, in.particular, has been asking for inverted. forks but to no avail. "This 
had nothing to do with. the situation we had with’ Mike," DeCoster said. 
“We had this plannéd already. You know. those forks don't get made 
overnight. We ordered those forks after McGrath rode with them the first 
time. We just got them this week, and this would have happened whether 
Mike (LaRocco) was riding this: week or not. It's not related. These are 
works Showa forks. The first one that. McGrath rode, until this week, 
were works production forks. When they did the 1997 production bikes, 
the testing for that bike, we had both upside-down and conventional forks 
and the test group chose the conventional. forks, so there were two sets 
of those left, and when McGrath wanted to try the upside-downs, we 
talked to Showa about. making some.

Steve Lamson, the team's. lone 250cc rider, 
has been out of action with a thumb injury and isn't expected.to return to 
the track until the next 125cc outdoor National МХ аї Hangtown in Sacra- 
mento, California; May 6, and the team's only 125cc rider Scott Sheak is 
taking time off to let a nagging shoulder injury heal. It is not yet known 
when Sheak will return to action. 





Returning to race action was former factory Yamaha rider Doug 
Dubach. Dubach suffered internal injuries while competing in Europe 
during the off-season and has been recuperating ever since. “I got arm 
pump’ down the start straight," Dubach joked. "Actually, ! feel pretty 
good and | just started:riding again. | actually got hurt last September and 
was not really completely healed when | crashed in December. | lost a lot

Also on the line at 
Charlotte was another $500 up for grabs for thé top-finishing privateer rid- 
ers in both main events. Winners Marketing. a distributorship for 
Amway Products. put up.the money. Brock Sellards earned the money 
in the 125cc class with fourth-place finish as did Ryan Huffman in the 
250cc, where he finished.12th. 


Honda of. Troy's Larry Ward was celebrating his: 27th birthday in Char- 
lotte. and was certainly a crowd favorite in his home (well, almost state.

y Ducati's new management that 

would have been unthinkable even a 

year ago, the red-blooded Italian mar- 

que's takeover by American financial 

giants TPG was sealed by the debut of 

the first new model of Ducati's born- 
again era, the ST2 sport tourer. 

Against the elite backdrop provided 
by a display of horsemanship on the 
famous white stallions, the bike that 
builds a bridge between the old and the 
new was launched in a professional man- 
ner that underlines TPG's firm seat in the 
Ducati saddle. 

Conceived during Cagiva ownership 
in the Varese factory's design studio by 
Monster creator Miguel Angel Galluzzi, 
launched at IFMA last October just days 
after the TPG takeover was clinched and 
now entering production right on sched-

ule, the ST2 is the first new Ducati model 
to benefit directly from TPG's multimil- 
lion-dollar capital-investment plan, which 
has already seen 200 new workers added 
to the Bologna factory's workforce, and 
production increased to 140 units a day. 
For Ducati, the future starts here - a 
future combining Italian engineering brio 
with American financial muscle, Latin 


design flair with trans-Atlantic business 
expertise. But for all the TPG manage- 
ment input, the ST2 is no less a Ducati 
than any of its predecessors. х 
Only that a customer who orders one 
is now more likely to take delivery on 
time and be satisfied with its quality of 
manufacture than was ever the case 
before. Moreover, the ST2 does indeed 


represent a more purposeful move into 
the sport touring market that was 
already planned by Ducati some time 
ago, one of what company boss Massimo 
Bordi identifies as the four families of 
models on which Ducati’s future will be 
based: Hypersport, Supersport, Naked 
Sport and Sport Touring (with the option 
of a fifth, Dual Sport, in the future). 








Forget the Paso and 907, warmed- 
over fashion-conscious triumphs of 
styling over function that were never a 
serious sport touring option for non- 
ducatisti. The ST2’s more restrained but 
still distinctive lines identify a more 
focused, capable bike, yet one that still 
has lots of personality, only without 
quirkiness masquerading as character. 

As such, the ST2 represent Ducati’s 
ironic payback for Honda’s unashamed 
ripoff of its 90-degree V-twin concept 
with the VTR1000 F. For the bike firmly 
in its firing line alongside BMW's 
R1100RT Boxer twin is Honda's polyva- 
lent VFR750 - the all-rounder king of the 
sport touring road. 

It's a measure of the ST2’s caliber that 
such comparisons really can be made. 
This is that hitherto rare thing - a Ducati 
that's practical as well as sporting, 
bristling with convenience features to 
compliment the performance engineer- 
ing. 

It feels solid, durable and quite well- 
made - if not yet to BMW standards, still 
nearer than ever before, with a sense of 
quality even on the early-production test 
bikes we rode in Spain. 

For the first time, riding a desmo V- 
twin in everyday use won't entail mak- 
ing a sacrifice, putting up with irritating 
deficiencies in the cause of motorcycling 
the Italian way. A page has truly been 
turned. 

Credit for this significant advance 
must be shared between Miguel Angel 
Galluzzi, for designing a bike with so 
much practical attention to detail, and 
the Ducati factory's R&D team, led by 
Claudio Domenicali, for transforming the 
two-valve desmo mechanical package to 
suit. 

This is not a slightly sanitized 900SS 
with higher bars and a taller screen, but a 
well-honed model in its own right, an all- 
rounder developed with the specific 
needs of the touring market in mind - yet 
retaining enough of the sport element to 
satisfy any red-blooded ducatisti. 

Just sitting on the bike at rest confirms 
this. The riding position is fairly relaxed 
and quite upright, yet with footpegs that 
are relatively rear-set for a touring bike 
without being uncomfortable, leaving 
just enough of your body weight inclined 
forward onto the fairly widespread bars 
to load up the front wheel for improved 
handling in turns. 

The concave sweep of the ST2's screen 
gives excellent wind protection at high 
speed, without excessive noise or the 
need to specify a different-height screen 
for taller riders. The seat is comfortable, 
at least for the couple of 100-mile jaunts 
into the Andalusian hills that constituted 
the road section of the launch, while the 
mirrors do indeed set a benchmark of a 
kind by being both good-looking and 
aerodynamic, yet functional too. 

Galluzzi has big shoulders and has 
often complained to me about not being 








able to see behind Him when riding a 
bike, so he made sure with the ST2 he'd 
have no such problems. 

The long ellipse of the mirror lens 
has the outer third distorted aspherical- 
ly to offer a greater field of vision. "It 
lets you see round the corner behind 
you," the designer declared proudly 
when he first showed me his design, 
and, it does, sort of. Full marks too for 
the stiff mounting of the mirrors - no 
shake even at three-figure speeds, and 
while there's just enough secondary 
vibration from the 90-degree V-twin 
motor through the footpegs to lend 
character rather than cause offense, 
there's none at all to speak of through 
the handlebars, thanks mainly to the fat 
balance weights on their ends. 

The ST2 is a smooth operator and also 
very quiet, meeting the strict new 80 dBa 
European noise regulations convincingly, 
but without sacrificing that trademark lilt 
to the muffled exhaust note. It's a 
refined, sporty mile-eater that still never 
lets you forget it's a Ducati. 

Part of the reason for this is the suave 
power delivery from the two-valve 
desmo engine in big-bore ST2 form, here 
utilized with liquid cooling of the cylin- 
ders and heads, and fitted with an uprat- 
ed version of Ducati's traditional 
Weber / Marelli EFI. The major change іп 
basic format compared to the fuel-inject- 
ed 907 i.e. that preceded it comes with a 
2mm overbore to 94 x 68mm for 944cc 
(Ducati's original intention was to call 
the model the 944, until Porsche raised 
such a fuss the idea was dropped) 
obtained with forged pistons offering 
10.2:1 compression, compared to just 9:1 
on the 90055. 

Of itself, the bigger bore isn't so 
important, but taken together with all the 
detail modifications that Domenicali's 
team have made to the engine, you have 
to conclude that this is what the Italians 
call il numero d'oro - the winning combi- 








nation, as far as the two-valve desmo V- 
twin engine is concerned. 

The relation of bore, stroke, connect- 
ing-rod length, slightly revised combus- 
tion-chamber design, remapped ignition 
and fuel-injection program and above all 
a brand-new camshaft design all com- 
bine to produce a power unit that is by 
some way the nicest two-valve desmo 
engine I’ve yet ridden - smooth yet with 
grinta, torquey while high-revving, 
responsive as well as relaxed. 

“We set out to retain the sporty feel of 
the 900SS but with touring characteris- 
tics,” Claudio Domenicali says. “That 
included widening the power delivery, 
improving the engine smoothness and 
optimizing fuel consumption - but not by 
sacrificing performance, by making the 
sport element subordinate to the touring. 
We wanted a 50/50 split, in handling as 
well as engine performance. Did we suc- 
ceed?” 

Well, yes ingegnere, only too well - 
but at a temporary cost, which is that in 
this model year the improved dynamics 
of the ST2 engine package over the exist- 
ing 900SS model sitting alongside it in 
Ducati showrooms will make the super- 
sport bike seem very much second-best 
to a potential buyer who road tests them 
both, until Ducati does a similar number 
on it, too. September’s Milan Show? Has 
to happen. 

In the case of the ST2, that upgrade 
includes a revised, shorter intake system 
for the single-injector EFI, retaining the 


same 44mm throttle body as the 907. — 


This, combined with the remapping and 
new cam timing, allows the bigger-bore 
engine to rev higher as well as pull 
stronger than the small-bore 90055 ог 907 
ie. 


Whereas with the carbureted 900SS. 


you can feel the engine top out around 
7500 rpm, when it stops pulling hard and 
starts to feel strained, the ST2 has a gen- 
uine appetite for revs. It'll run cleanly to

9000 rpm with ease, though hitting the 
9800 rpm rev-limiter is pretty pointless 
with all the extra midrange torque that's 
paradoxically on tap, too. 

The key to this, says Domenicali, is 
the combination represented by the new 
camshaft, the ST2's all-new exhaust sys- 
tem, the revised EFI mapping (using the 
same Marelli 1.6M CDU as fitted to the 
916, for faster, more reliable engine man- 
agement), the shorter intake, but above 
all the new flywheel, which has a 30-per- 
cent-greater moment of inertia than the 
900557. 

All this allows the revised ST2 engine 
package to deliver the best of both 
worlds: It revs, but without sacrificing 
midrange torque, while remaining very 


‘smooth at low rpm. It pulls cleanly away 


in top gear from as low as 2500 rpm 
without any transmission snatch if you 
have to slow down to pass through a vil- 
lage, then resume the open road - all 
without needing to change gear. The ST2 
motor is truly a flexible friend. 

Gas it wide open down low, and 
there’s a little extra vibration until 4600 
rpm, where the desmodue smoothes out 
and starts to motor. At 6500 rpm the 
engine speed picks up even quicker, 
opening the door to an extra dose of 
power at the top end, but without any 
steps in the delivery, just smooth pickup 
and sparkling response from the light- 
action EFI throttle. 

This makes the ST2 a good bike to 
ride in traffic or along Ducati's tradition- 
al homeland of winding country roads, 
where only the equally traditional stiff 
Ducati clutch springs have any impact on 
your riding enjoyment. However, even 
here there’s an improvement, because 
clutch takeup is improved on what it 
used to be, thanks to an altered primary 
gear ratio which makes the clutch run 
faster. Now, it doesn’t grate and grind as 
you let it out, just picks up pretty 
smoothly if you can stop your fingers 
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from cramping from fighting those stiff 
springs in heavy traffic. 

Shifting upward without the clutch is 
a cinch. However, neutral is still a hit- 
and-miss affair at traffic lights, and a 
major slap on the wrist goes to Ducati’s 
test riders for signing the bike off with 
the gear lever as close to the footpeg as it 
is - 15mm closer than on the 916! 

This may be just fine if you have small 
feet, and/or ride with your toes on the 
footpegs, GP-style. But this is a sport 
tourer, not Fogarty’s superbike with lug- 
gage, and most people will ride it with 
the well-padded footpeg rubber under 
their instep, meaning you must then try 
to change gear with your anklebone. It's 
an easy fix, since there's no gearshift link- 
age: Just offer an optional longer-length 
gear lever at no extra charge at the deliv- 
ery stage. And in future, get Northern 
Europeans or Americans to ride each 
new model before entering production. 

While-we're niggling, the sidestand is 
even more suicidal than usual on Italian 
bikes - it's worse than on a Guzzi, which 
is saying something. Not only is it impos- 
sible to use without dismounting, the 
spring is so strong you can't balance the 
bike on it without using the ground to 
lever it out. And whatever you do, 
remember to leave the bike in gear on the 
stand, else you'll be contributing to 
TPG's gross profit on its investment via 
the parts store. 

It is fortunate, therefore, that there's a 
centerstand fitted, and a very well-bal- 
anced one at that, which you can lever 
the ST2 on to even with heavy luggage 
aboard with the help of a flip-out handle 


- on the left flank. Typical Galluzzi atten- 


tion to detail, same as the adjustable 
exhaust silencers which can be angled 
lower at the, expense of some ground 
clearance to make room for the optional 
saddlebags, each of which is big enough 
to contain a helmet and is quickly 
detachable. 

Personally, I think it's a mistake not to 
include these as stock in the ST2 package, 
especially as the display-only bike fitted 
with them at Jerez underlined how inte- 
gral a part of the overall design they are - 
same as this is one Ducati model which 
looks much better in a different color 
than red. The silver one got the most 
votes at the press launch, some way 
ahead of the charcoal option with the red 
a poor third and last. Your choice. 

Gear ratios on the six-speed cluster 
are the same as the 900SS, though on the 
ST2 the fact that both the top two gears 
are overdrives doesn't impinge on top- 
end performance as much as on the 
Supersport bike, for the simple reason it 
revs out properly up high, so will pull 
top gear properly in a way the six-speed 
900SS has never done. 

This translates to a claimed top speed 
of 140 mph one-up, a realistic figure judg- 
ing by experience - though an indicated 
145 mph came up with the tachometer 
needle buried in the nine-grand sector. I 
have to say I don't like the rather anony- 
mous gray CEV instrument dials - Ducatis 
must have a white-faced tacho, at least! - 
and the whole dash layout is rather undis- 
tinguished, though the idiot lights in the 
top left corner are quite legible. 

Switch gear is still rather low-rent and 
needs updating, especially when flank- 
ing the central LCD readout, monitoring 
the time, water temp and fuel level. 
What, no trip computer? Well, this is the 
entry level desmo sports tourer. Expect 
that kind of hardware upgrade on the 8- 
valve ST4 version due to be launched at 
Milan for the ‘98 model year, fitted with 
the single-injector version of the desmo- 
quattro motor. Or the 130-bhp twin-injec- 
tor ST4S coming at Cologne 98, offering 





916SP performance in a two-up touring 
package replete with carbon fiber - at a 
price, of course. 

The ST2’s all-new tubular steel space- 
frame chassis was designed from the 
ground up to accommodate the bulkier, 
heavier and more powerful four-valve 
motor on a modular basis, thus is essen- 
tially understressed here in its two-valve 
application. 

Though it uses a conventional extrud- 
ed alloy swingarm pivoting in the engine 
cases without secondary chassis support, 
rather than a cast-alloy 916-type single- 
swinger, the ST2 frame has the same 
rear-suspension linkage as the 916, but 
with a more progressive ratio to deliver 
softer suspension over bumps, combined 
with harder damping at the end of the 
stroke to cope with higher load weights 
from a passenger or luggage. 

Showa suspension is used at both 
ends, with both the rear shock and each 
of the two 43mm upside-down fork legs 
fully adjustable for compression, 
rebound and preload. Not only is it vital 
that they should be on any touring bike - 
a fact Triumph seems not to have learned 
yet - but it’s also important that adjust- 
ment should be accessible and easy, and 
on the Ducati, it is. 

That makes dialing the bike in to suit 
personal tastes the work of a moment. 
Stock street suspension settings are quite 
soft, to soak up bumps - ride quality is 
quite good - but had insufficient rebound 
damping for track use, so after one ses- 
sion at Jerez to find that out, it took two 
minutes to make the necessary adjust- 
ments front and rear. 

That done, the fact that Ducati didn’t 
sacrifice anything in the handling 
department to make a tourer out of a 
sportbike comes through loud and clear. 
The ST2 handles like a Ducati should, 
and again outshines the 900SS' cantilever 
rear end with its much more compliant 
rising-rate linkage, with only a slight 
lack of grip at the rear from Metzeler’s 
new ME Z4 touring tire evident on the 
race track. 

This is presumably the payoff for a 
4500-mile projected life on the ST2, 
according to its star technician Helmut 
Dahne (as in Isle of Man/BMW R100S), 
who should know. The new zero-bias 
front Metzeler stayed glued to the track, 
though - excellent. 

Still, it’s not surprising the sport ele- 
ment of the ST2’s handling package came 
through so strongly, because its geome- 
try is closely based on the 916's. Wheel- 
base is 56.3 inches (55.5 on 916), head 
angle 24 degrees (23.5-24.5 degrees), trail 
102 mm (97mm) and claimed dry weight 
466 pounds (448). Most significant of all 
is the weight distribution, which in turn 
determines front tire grip - 49/51-bias on 
the two-valve ST2, vs. 48/52 percent on 
the 916 otto valvole, complete with much 
heavier desmoquattro cylinder head on 
the horizontal cylinder.

What this tells you is that Ducati has 
shoved the ST2's engine as far forward in 
the frame as possible, which with the 
shorter engine means the crankshaft 
must be a good bit closer to the front 
wheel, too - leading in turn to that 
improved weight bias - always a critical 
factor with a 90-degree V-twin motor. 

But the ST2 chassis package's single 
most impressive feature is the outstand- 
ing braking from the new Brembo 
calipers, combined with 320mm stain- 
less-steel discs from the same company, 
which until now have never impressed 
me half as much as-Brembo's trademark 
cast-iron rotors (now discontinued for 
aesthetic reasons - rust after rain). Even 
without costly steel brake hoses, the 
ST2 stops really well from high speed 
under extreme conditions, such as with 


* a load or on the race track, yet the 


Brembos are also pretty sensitive at 
lower lever pressures, which is when 
stainless-steel brakes don't usually 
work so well. 

Development engineer Andrea Forni 
says this is due not only to altered pad 
compound and the new calipers, which 
though still two-piece are stiffer than 
before, but also to their mounting points 
on the fork legs, which are wider spaced 
than previously, thus helping to deliver a 
stiffer overall package.

Though not adjustable, the front brake 
lever is well-shaped and allows single- 
digit braking when appropriate, while 
the 245mm rear Brembo is also quite sen- 
sitive as well as reasonably powerful. 
Just don't use it too hard combined with 
desmo engine braking, or else you'll get 
the back wheel hopping - just like on any 
desmo V-twin (or single). 

However, at the end of the day TPG's 
target customers for the 3000 versions of 
the ST2 due to be built in the 1997 model 
year (U.S. deliveries begin in '98) are 
those who never owned a Ducati before, 
and what will make them buy the ST2 is 
its all-around ridability, combined with 
the allure of owning a bike that's the 
streetwise sister of the World Superbike 
Champion. The spinoff factor is what 
makes Honda so eager to regain its 
World Superbike Championship crown - 
and Ducati to hang on to it. In the mean- 
time, perhaps later than it ought, the Ital- 
ian marque at last has a convenience 
model in its sporting lineup - a down-to- 
earth desmo that combines brio with 
common sense, style with function, per- 
formance with practicality. It's an apt 
model with which to kick off Ducati's 
second half-century as a motorcycle man- 
ufacturer - but now under American 
ownership. Remember - - the future starts 
here. N

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By Alan Cathcart 


enelli is back. A decade after 

production of motorcycles bear- 

ing one of Italy’s most historic 

two-wheeled names finally 
ceased, the firm based in the Adriatic 
Coast town of Pesaro has hit the come- 
back trail. 

Like Laverda, another formerly fami- 
ly-owned company well on the road to 
recovery - under the guiding hand of 
wealthy industrialist Francesco Tognon 
- now Benelli too has been acquired by 
an enthusiastic but hard-headed corpo- 
rate high-flier, who plans to use the mil- 
lions he’s made in a quite different 
industry to bankroll the rebirth of a his- 
toric Italian marque. 

Even by the standards of a bike-mad 
country like Italy, though, 29-year-old 
Andrea Merloni is a different breed of 
bean-counter. His family’s giant, pri- 
vately owned Gruppo Merloni industri- 
al empire is one of Europe’s largest 
domestic appliance manufacturers, con- 
centrating on goods like washing 
machines and refrigerators under the 
Indesit and Ariston brands. His father, 
Vittorio, is a former president of the Ital- 
ian business federation Confindustria, 
as well as an ex-government minister. 

Once a successful motocrosser and 
road racer himself, but nowadays best 
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known as the owner of Team Gattalone 
(for which Pier-Francesco Chili became 
the only privateer to win World Super- 
bike rounds in 1995 and 96, defeating 
the works Honda and Ducati teams on 
his Pietro Gianesin-tuned 916), Andrea 
Merloni has taken over from Promotor 
the second of the two works Ducati 
Superbike teams in 1997 - a year that 
also sees him start down the path 
toward becoming a motorcycle manu- 
facturer in his own right. 

Acquiring the Benelli name as a pre- 
lude to developing his own Superbike 
contender is a doubly appropriate step, 
though - one of Gruppo Merloni's dozen 
factories located all over Europe is situ- 
ated on the site of the old Benelli motor- 
cycle plant in Pesaro. 

Benelli moved out of there in 1981, 
into a modern factory built with region- 
al aid on the outskirts of Pesaro, where 
then-owner Alessandro de Tomaso built 
smaller-capacity Moto Guzzis alongside 
the handful of four- and six-cylinder 
Benellis still in production. 

In 1989, De Tomaso sold the Benelli 
company to local woodworking machin- 
ery magnate Giancarlo Selci, who ironi- 
cally began his working life sweeping- 
up the floor in the Benelli factory. 

Selci's main interest, though, was to 
acquire the modern plant to promote 
expansion of his machine-tool empire: 
The handful of 50cc bikes built in a cor- 
ner of it since then, using engines pur- 
chased elsewhere, have only served two 
causes: tax reasons, and to keep the 
Benelli name alive ready for a takeover 
deal such as this. 

Andrea Merloni reached agreement 
with Selci in January 1996 to acquire the 
Benelli name and nothing else. That 
meant he and the new Benelli compa- 
ny's CEO/managing director Paolo 
Consiglio had to create a manufacturing 
operation from scratch - and the product 
line for it to make and sell. 








A INTERVIEW 








It's a mark of the drive and enthusi- 
asm of the 20 or so men that Merloni 
recruited to get the new company up 
and running - as well as his own capaci- 
ty to get things done and meet a strict, 
self-imposed time schedule - that exact- 
ly a year later the first new Benelli two- 
wheeler was launched in the market- 
place, the 491 scooter. 

In a slick show-biz introduction in 
Pesaro on January 31, the aggressively 
styled, sporty - and by the standards of 
the scooter market - innovatively-engi- 
neered 491 was paraded to show the 
populace that Benelli is back in business. 

With production beginning six weeks 
later in a new, purpose-built factory on 
the outskirts of town, Merloni's R&D 
team headed by FIM World Superbike 
technical inspector Fabio Fazi (also 
famous as the creator of Max Biaggi's 
world-speed-record-holding electric 
bike Violent Violet) had achieved mira- 
cles by designing, building and testing a 
range of three versions of the 491, pow- 
ered by crankcase reed-valve 49cc 
Minarelli engines, and bringing them to 
a production-ready state, all in the space 
of less than 12 months - roughly half the 
time normally required even in the 
scooter world for a ground-zero opera- 
tion such as this. 

But so what? Doesn't the under- 
standable decision to take a crack at the 
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booming European scooter market (1.1 
million units sold in 1996, 528,000 of 
them in Italy) make Benelli's revival 
irrelevant, as far as enthusiasts of real 
motorcycles are concerned? It's a bit like 
Maserati making a moped (which they 
did, back in the 1960s!). Doesn't it deval- 
ue the allure of the born-again brand? 

Well - no; not at all, because there's a 
hidden agenda here, and one clue to its 
existence might be the name of the man 
recruited by Merloni at the end of last 
year to head up the new Benelli compa- 
ny's engineering department: Riccardo 
Rosa. 

A former Alfa Romeo and Ferrari 
Formula One race engineer, Rosa was 
the man who worked with Eddie Law- 
son and John Kocinski to turn the Cagi- 
va 500 into a GP-winning bike. Then, 
after Cagiva pulled out of GP racing, he 
headed up the company's R&D pro- 
gram for the new four-cylinder F4 
superbike - a project whose future 
appears confirmed after the sale of 
Ducati provided the funds to under- 
write its development. 

Surely Rosa didn't leave Cagiva and 
join Benelli to spend the rest of his life 
working on scooters instead of super- 
bikes - making the conjecture that Benel- 
li will soon find itself making sporting 
motorcycles again almost inevitable. 

Only one way to find out: Ask Mer- 
loni himself, the man responsible for the 
rebirth of Benelli. 

Andrea, you've fulfilled the, dream of 
many bike enthusiasts and bought 
yourself a motorcycle company. Why 
Benelli? 

Because it's one of the most famous and 
historic motorcycle brands in the world, 
born back in 1911 even before Moto 
Guzzi, and a long time before Ducati or 
Aprilia. Benelli is also a glorious name 
with a sporting heritage, winning two 
250cc World Championships in Grand 
Prix racing - it has tradition and pres- 




















tige. And because it's from Pesaro in the 
Marche region of Italy, close to Fabbri- 
ano where my family comes from. 

For us, it's a question of emotion as 
well as business, cuore as well as cash. 
When the two go together, it's a perfect 
marriage. 

Are you the sole owner of the new 
Benelli company? 

No, but Gruppo Merloni owns 55 per- 
cent of Benelli, with the other 45 percent 
split between five other shareholders. 
One is Giancario Selci who retains 10 
percent. There are three other private 
investors each also with 10 percent, and 
Marche Capital, a local venture-capital 
organization, has 5 percent. Therefore 
the main responsibility to make this 
company successful is mine. 

You've come a long way in 12 months. 
What is the present state of the Benelli 
company and its operating structure? 
We have a new purpose-built factory 
covering 3000 square meters (32,300 
square feet), but with the room to dou- 
ble that within a couple of years if need- 
ed. We're starting up production in 
March with a workforce of 50, but this 
doesn't include the R&D and product- 
development staff headed up by Ricar- 
do Rosa. 

Benelli has been created as a light, 


© slim-line, modern and fully computer- 


ized company, able to respond very 
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quickly to the needs of the market. To 
achieve this, we've established a central 
"brain" headed by Rosa, dedicated to 
strategic development and supervising 
manufacturing. 

Our philosophy for Benelli's evolu- 
tion of new models - of whatever type, - 
is to use specialist consultants and out- 
side suppliers to bring each design to a 
production-ready state, guided by Rosa 
and his team. Fabio Fazi's R&D cell pro- 
duced the 491 scooter in only 12 months 
from scratch, using exactly this princi- 
ple. We will establish ideas for new 
models, work out a cost structure and 
time frame, then utilize the best people 
in their respective fields to develop 
them, rather than do it all in-house. 

That way, we believe we can have 
the best of both worlds - a fast reaction 
time to market developments, and the 
best engineering talent working on our 
products. 

It seems from the several bright young 
engineers l've met here today that I've 
known from their time with Bimota, 
Ducati and Massimo Tamburini's 
Cagiva Research operation, as if you 
have quite a bit of design talent 
already working in-house. 

Yes, we went shopping for the right 
staff - алта found them! We were looking 
for people who are young and enthusi- 
astic, like us. The average age of our 
work force is under 30. 

Ours is a historic company composed 

of young people, in which enthusiasm 
and tradition are combined. We think 
we have a really good specialist team, 
capable of original ideas and translating 
them into reality. 
This all sounds like an extension of the 
just-in-time assembly-not-manufactur- 
ing "offshore" production techniques 
employed so successfully by Aprilia, 
but now applied to the design stage. 
Will Benelli's production operation 
follow a similar route? 





















The challenge 
we have set our- 
selves is to create 
an entire range of two- 

wheeled vehicles over a short period of 
time, with the intention of gaining a 
substantial share of the entire European 
motorcycle market by the year 2000. We 
plan to produce 10,000 scooters in 1997, 
selling them at first only in Italy, Ger- 
many and France, which together 
account for 80 percent of European 
scooter sales. But within four years, our 
target is to have 5 percent of the total 
market, meaning 50,000 units by the 
year 2000. 

So, again like Aprilia, do you then 
intend to use the profits generated by 
volume production of scooters to 
underpin the development of a range 
of four-stroke motorcycles, especially, 
say, a big-bore Benelli superbike? 

The answer is yes - we're working on it. 
We have no firm date to restart motor- 
cycle production, because first we must 














Бе successful with the scooters, which 


will provide the cash flow and profits 
necessary to underwrite development of 
a range of Benelli motorcycles. But for 
sure we are studying the way in which 
we can begin to sell something with big- 
ger wheels - and more cylinders! - than 
a 50cc scooter. : 

However, it’s too early to be more 
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specific, because our business plan first 
requires us to get Benelli back in the 
marketplace via our range of scooters, 
and to establish the corporate structure 
which will permit us to go to the next 
level, which of course is motorcycle pro- 
duction. 

Have you done any preliminary work 
on the design of a future motorcycle 
range? 

Not yet, but we will start doing so in the 
next few months, because we do want to 
accelerate Benelli’s return to the world- 
wide motorcycle market as a prestigious 
sporting marque. But for this you need a 
lot of investment capital, as well as tech- 
nical and human resources - a four- 
stroke multicylinder motorcycle engine 
eats up many times the development 
costs of a two-stroke scooter, especially 
if you make the engine yourself, as we 
will certainly do. We won't use some- 
body else's engine, but must develop 
our own, rather than buy it in ready- 
made, which it makes obvious economic 
sense to do with scooters. 

This means that because of the big 
sums of money involved, we must be 
sure of choosing the right way, before 
investing the profits we plan to make 
from scooters on developing a Benelli 
motorcycle design, and going racing 
with it. 

So is it your intention that Benelli will 
return to the race track under Merloni 
direction? 

Of course, I very much hope so. Any 
business plan for the long-term develop- 
ment of the Benelli company and its 
return to motorcycle production must, I 
believe, include superbike racing as an 
integral part of that - not only to reposi- 
tion the marque in the minds of the pub- 
lic, but also as the why and the where- 
fore of product development. 

And of course, as a racing enthusiast, 
I think the best way to invest in the 
future of our company - especially one 

















with such a glorious sporting tradition 
as Benelli - is to go racing, and while not 
everyone might agree with that, 1 have 
good partners with a similar viewpoint. 
Let’s talk about your enthusiasm for 
racing. Not many owners of a motorcy- 
cle company are as young as 29 and 
used to race until very recently. Give 
us a synopsis of your career. 

I started racing motocross in 1984 at the 
age of 17, first on a 125, then moving up 
to a 500 in '86. But then I hurt my shoul- 
der and stopped racing off-road, by 
which time I was old enough to pass my 
big-bike road test and bought a four- 
cylinder Suzuki street bike. It only took 
a couple of months to find my way onto 
the race track with it at Misano, and 
after that I was totally hooked. 

So I started road racing in 1989, and 
ran in the supersport class with bikes 
like a Ducati 851, Bimota Bellaria and a 
CBR600 Honda. But in August 1992, I 
had a big accident and hurt myself quite 
badly, after which my parents asked me 
very strongly to stop. With an increas- 
ing responsibility in our family’s com- 
pany, of course I had to say yes. 

So I became a team owner instead, 
and founded Team Gattalone. In fact, 
this is the name of our boat (presumably 
a catamaran - it means “big cat”) - 
Because my brother and I spent one 
entire trip aboard it racking our brains 
on what to call our new race team with- 
out thinking up anything better, so in 
the end we called it after the boat. 

We entered World Superbike in 1994 
with an HRC-kitted Honda RC45, but 
this was the first season for Honda’s new 
| bike, and we had many teething trou- 
bles. So for ‘95 we switched to Ducati 
and Pier-Francesco Chili started riding 
for me, with immediate success against 
the factory teams, even though we 
developed the engines completely our- 
selves. The only factory parts we 
received were big-bore cylinders and 
pistons last season. In ‘96 at Hockenheim 
our bike was fastest of all through the 
speed traps at 303 kph (188 mph), and 
again at Monza when Chili won once 
more for us. All of this was a great credit 
to our engine tuner Pietro Gianesin. 

But now for ‘97 we have factory 
Ducati motorcycles, which for a tifoso 
like me is a dream come true - even if 
we're not allowed to look inside them, 
so we must only hope they're even 
faster than our own engines. 

After two seasons on the edge of suc- 
cess, I have big hopes we can win the 
World Championship for Ducati once 
again in 1997. 

While at the same time starting work 
on a future competitor for them? 

That's some way in the future, but in 
any case Massimo Bordi and his staff at 
Ducati have been very supportive about 
our Benelli venture. For the next couple 
of years, though, Benelli will be operat- 
ing in a very different marketplace to 
Ducati - though maybe their race engi- 
neers will use Benelli paddock transport 
at World Superbike rounds! 

Looking into the immediate future, 
what new scooter models do you envis- 
age for Benelli? Do you plan to join the 
present trend toward four-stroke 
designs? 

Yes, for sure. We actually began work 
on the project last week. We project a 
20-month R&D cycle for this product, 
which ties in neatly with Minarelli's 
plans to have their new water-cooled, 
overhead-cam, four-valve 125cc four- 
stroke scooter engine ready for produc- 
tion at the end of 1998. We will launch 
the Benelli 125 Speed Scooter at the 
Cologne Show in October 1998, but 
before that we will expand our two-

that of the equally historic Maserati marque on four wheels. Each 

was founded by a family of brothers, each won Grand Prix races 
and World Championships, but played second fiddle in the public eye 
and on the race track to the more illustrious products of single-minded 
autocrats (MV Agusta and Ferrari), and each tasted success in the mar- 
ketplace before falling prey to commercial hardship and, doubly ironi- 
cally, ending up in the hands of the very same financial entrepreneur: 
Alessandro de Tomaso. 

His efforts to milk their prestige only succeeded in devaluing their 
appeal - but now after two decades of decline, both marques are back in 
the hands of people with the financial muscle and the market aware- 
ness to make them great again, with Maserati having joined Ferrari in 
the Fiat empire, and Benelli now owned by Andrea Merloni. What goes 
around, comes around, 

For a company which would go on to set several landmarks in the 
evolution of motorcycle design (first 
production roadster with gear 
camshaft drive, first Italian road bike 
with swinging-arm rear suspension, 
first four-cylinder 250cc GP racer, first 
six-cylinder street bike, first four-cylin- 
der 250cc street bike), the Benelli firm 
had humble beginnings. 

The family company was founded 
in Pesaro in 1911 by mother Teresa, 
who wanted a steady occupation for 
her six sons, then ranging in age from 
22 to jüst 9 years old. She set them up 
in business running a mechanical ` 
repair workshop, working on bikes 
and cars until an earthquake destroyed 
their business in 1916. 

Undaunted, the brothers rebuilt it 
from scratch and branched out into 
engine manufacture, designing and 
building their own 75cc two-stroke 
engine for use as a clip-on motor for 
bicycles. 

Tnevitably, this led to production of 
their own complete motorcycle, a 98сс 
two-speed two-stroke which first 
appeared in 1921, making today's 
reborn Benelli company Italy’s oldest 
existing bike manufacturer, narrowly 
ahead of Moto Guzzi. 

Equally inevitably, the Benelli 
brothers' interests turned toward rac- 
ing, as a means of publicizing their 
products, and thanks to the remark- 
able riding talents of the youngest 
brother Tonino, Benelli won many Ital- 
ian races in the 175cc class throughout 
the 1920s, with a development of their 
basic two-stroke design. In 1927 this 
was supplanted by the first Benelli 
four-stroke, a 175cc single using the 
then-avant-garde solution of gear 
drive to the single overhead camshaft, 
which in street form underpinned the 
boom in Benelli bike manufacture, and in racing guise brought Tonino 
Benelli and teammate Dorino Serafini many Grand Prix victories. 

Scaling up the design in roadster form to 250cc and 500cc in the 
1940s allowed Benelli to become one of the Big Five of pre-World War II 
Italian motorcycle manufacturers, alongside Guzzi, Gilera, Garelli and 
Biachi. Meanwhile, its DOHC 250cc GP single debuted in 1933 with a 
fast turn of speed and many avant-garde features, including swinging- 
arm rear sion which soon found its way onto the street range. 

‘By the end of the 19405 the Benelli 250 had been refined into a race- 
winning GP racer, defeating the more powerful supercharged 
and Moto Guzzi teams to blitz the first three places in the Italian GP at 
Monza in 1938, and. - in the hands of Englishman Ted Mellors - to win 
the 1939 Isle of Man Lightweight TT. 

Benelli's plans to leapfrog their rivals technically with a super- 

linder 250 were aborted by the outbreak of war - but the 
engine can still be seen in the factory today. |

The Benelli factory was bombed into destruction during World War 
II, but the enthusiasm and passion of the six brothers ensured that it 
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was rebuilt and production started again їп 1947 with the 125сс Leonci- 
no two-stroke single, Benelli's most famous and longest-lived model 
which stayed in production for the next 12 years. 

Later, bikes like the 250cc four-stroke Leonessa twin and a 175cc sin- 
gle also appeared, with sales fueled by Dario Ambrosini’s World Cham- 
pionship victory in the 250cc class in 1950 aboard an updated version of 
the prewar Benelli single, on which he won all but one of the GP races 
held that year. 

But, tragically, Ambrosini was killed in practice for the French GP 
the following year, and Benelli's racing effort folded, though street bike 
production continued to boom. However, after an abortive attempt at 
making a desmo version of the single, Benelli again demonstrated its 
capacity for radical thought in 1960 by developing the world's first 
four-cylinder 250cc GP bike to actually go racing. 

Though the small Italian team was no match on a season-long basis 
for the Honda/ Yamaha /Suzuki steamroller, riders Tarquinio Provini 
and Renzo Pasolini frequently tasted GP success throughout the 1960s, 
before Aussie Kel Carruthers finally won Benelli its second world title 
in 1969. It came just in time, too. A year later, bikes than four cylinders 
were banned from the 250cc class, leading to a quarter century of domi- 
nation by two-stroke twins. 

After a family disagreement which had seen eldest brother 
Giuseppe break away to found the rival Motobi marque in 1950 (the 
quarrel was patched up and the two brands reunited in 1961), Benelli 

Ё expanded its range through the 1960s 


si bus to include a 250cc two-stroke parallel 


twin, the 2C, and the 650cc Tornado 
parallel-twin push-rod four-stroke - 
the Italian idea of what a British twin 
should have become, but never did, 
complete with short-stroke engine and 
gear primary drive. This allowed 
Benelli to attack the growing Ameri- 
can market, with importers Cos- 
mopolitan Motors at one time retailing 
the model through the Montgomery 
Ward chain of stores which briefly 
badged the Tornado as its own. 

In racing, moving up to the 350 
and 500cc GP classes with a revised 
version of the four-cylinder racer 
allowed Pasolini and guest riders like 
Mike Hailwood and Jarno Saarinen to 
briefly challenge the might of MV 
Agusta and Yamaha. Walter Villa's 
1973 GP season was Benelli's last - 
especially as the company had now 
been bought in 1971 by De Tomaso, 
who had other plans for it. 

Sadly, though, Benelli was always 
destined to play second fiddle even 
within the motorcycle sector of the De 
Tomaso empire, where its companion

attention. —

‘80s was a complimentary range of 
multicylinder four-strokes, headed by 
the imposing Sei - the world's first six- 
cylinder production bike. It was first 
launched as a 750 in 1972, then 
upsized to 900cc in the ‘80s. 

A modular four-cylinder 500сс 
Quattro spinoff (like the Sei, heavily 
dependent internally on Honda multi- 
cylinder engineering) was also 
launched, but undoubtedly more noteworthy was the jewel-like 250cc 
Quattro, the world's first four-cylinder lightweight street bike, whose 
impact was sadly blunted by the banana-like styling inflicted on it by 
luminary car designer Giugiaro. Two decades later, Benelli's Pesaro 
neighbor Morbidelli would make a similar mistake by. asking another 
car design house, Pininfarina, to style his V-eight motorcycle - with sim- 


- Паг unfortunate results for another world-first design. 
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De Tomaso's lack of a clear industrial policy and his failure to 
understand the needs of the bike market led Benelli into terminal 
decline, even after the opening of a brand-new factory 
largely with regional aid, in 1981. Bur By hen Benelli was building far 
more Moto Guzzis than anythin; sea 
and by the time De Tomaso sold the company to Giancarlo Selci in 
1989, the marque had effectively ceased to exist: The last Benelli motor- 
cycle, the - Jarno 125 two-stroke launched in 1987 - was only produced 
in very small ities before Benelli's decline was made absolute. . 

Now, the coming of Andrea Merloni and his partners has given 
hopes for a new future to enthusiasts of Italy's oldest bike marque. 
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els which will appear at the Milan Show 
in September this year (one rumored to 
be a big-wheel rival for the Aprilia 
Scarabeo, etc.). 

How about a 250cc rival for the best- 
selling Yamaha Majesty? 

We're strongly interested in producing 
such a model, but we haven't decided 
yet whether it should be a sport or tour- 
ing type - we need to complete our mar- 
ket research before deciding. But our 
philosophy in business for Benelli is to 
be a little bit different from everyone 
else in terms of product - we're smaller 
than Piaggio or Aprilia, but also more 
flexible. Maybe our maxi-scooter will be 
something new and fresh in terms of 
concept - but also better! 





That's an engineering philosophy 
that should stand the reborn Benelli 
marque in good stead in the future - 
and which, so the Italian rumor mill 
insists, is already being applied to a 
future Benelli superbike design. For 
since interviewing Andrea Merloni, 
unconfirmed reports have insisted that, 
in accordance with his stated philoso- 
phy of using outside consultants for 
R&D projects, Riccardo Rossa has 
already signed a deal with a Turin- 
based engineering house to begin pre- 
liminary design work on a three-cylin- 
der, 900cc DOHC 12-valve fuel-injected 
four-stroke engine design. 

With cylinders for the single-crank 
engine reportedly arranged in a V-3 





distribution in terms of engine location 
in the chassis without compromising 
the front suspension, the projected 
900cc triple will - if the rumors are true 
- allow Benelli to return to the race 
track as well as the showrooms in 2000 
with a bike that will take full advan- 
tage of World Superbike regulations 
which, now that all bikes have the 
same 356.4-pound minimum weight 
rule, appear on paper to favor 900cc 
triples over 750cc fours and 1000cc 
twins. 

What's more, it'll have half as many 
cylinders but approximately twice the 
performance of the last four-stroke to 
bear the Benelli name - the high, wide 
and handsome (?) six-cylinder 900 Sei. єх

VALKENSWAARD, NETHERLANDS, APR. 14 
РЕТ Һе 1997 World Championship 
Е 250сс Motocross Series is turning 
into a four-way battle involving 
defending champ Stefan Everts, 1996 
series runner-up Marnicq Bervoets, Tal- 
lon Vohland and 125cc World Champi- 
on Sebastian Tortelli, and while it seems 
Bervoets and Tortelli won the battles in 
the latest round of the series in Holland, 
it’s very much a war Everts and Voh- 
land are engaged in up front. 

Bervoets did what many though 
impossible. 

"Beating Stefan here is very much a 
good feeling," Bervoets said. "He's won 
the Dutch GP the past three years with 
maximum points." 

Bervoets, who posted a solid 4-1 
result for 33 points, looked happy with 
his result, but it was Vohland and Everts 
who left the sand of Holland with the 
series points lead. 

"It's all that matters," Everts said. 
“I’m on top with Tallon. We have a 
long, long way to go." 

A 3-2 tally gave Everts the runner-up

spot after his stronger finish in the sec- 
ond moto. 

"If I want to win the championship, I 
have to win motos," Everts said. "I've 
got to beat these guys." 

Vohland would smile when hearing 
that statement. 

What of Tortelli? The French sensa- 
tion blasted away with the first moto in 
much the same fashion as his opening- 
round win in Spain, but then committed 
the same error as in Spain and crashed 
out of contention of the second moto, 
finally finishing in 11th place. 

“I crashed on the first lap, then got 
going again, but landed wrong on one 
of the jumps and crashed again, then 
again later. 

" After the third crash, I decided to 
take it easy," said a sore and sorry 
Tortelli. 

Vohland was not surprised of Tortel- 
li's problems. 

“In the first moto, I was following 
him (Tortelli) and he was wild,” Voh- 
land said. “He nearly crashed a couple 
of times, then I backed off. We were 
both riding on our limit.” 

As the riders arrived at 
Valkenswaard for the third round of the 
250cc GP series, many were surprised 
by the condition of the track. The sur- 
face had been re-layed with a much less 











demanding sand. American Mike 
Brown, who was in desperate need of 
some results, was happy enough with 
the change. 

“1 have not ridden on many of these 
tracks, but this one looks okay,” Brown 
said. “It’s not too sandy. Sand is not my 
favorite kind of track.” 

Vohland was also a little surprised. 

“It’s the type of sand that you might 
have trouble adapting to, but we will 
see." 

For Vohland the texture of the sand 
would in fact play a major part in the 
motos. 

As the riders assembled at the start 
grid for the first moto all eyes were on 
Tortelli and Everts, but it was French- 
man Frederic Bolley who placed his 
Kawasaki machine in the lead on.the 
opening lap, at least for several corners, 
Bolley would have a huge crash as he 
entered a corner after a downhill jump. 

"| just went over and over," Bolley 
said. “It was not a good place to crash 
for sure." 

With the Kawasaki rider now out of 
contention, it was up to his teammate 
Tortelli to power to the front, with Voh- 
land, Werner Dewit, Everts, Bervoets, 
Joakim Karlsson and Pedro Tragter fol- 
lowing soon after. Tortelli seemed on a 
mission, as he reeled off some brilliant 
lap times, but Vohland would not give 
up his chase. Lap after lap, Vohland 
would move a little bit closer to Tortelli, 
then in a moment of sheer madness, the 
American returned to his wild ways. 

"We were both on the limit, no doubt 
about it,” Vohland said. “I felt comfort- 
able and he looked a little wild in some 
places, so I knew I had a chance, but 
then I made an error. I came close to 
crashing, hit some tires and needed a 
real change of underwear." Vohland 
would tell this in a crowded press room 
afterward. 

With the near miss, Vohland had 
brought himself back to Everts, who had 
been holding a slight lead over Dewit 
and Bervoets. It was now this freight 
train that would give the crowd all the 
interest. 

With Tortelli moving off into the dis- 
tance, Vohland, Everts, Bervoets and 
Dewit swapped positions sometimes in 
what looked like desperate moves. 
Dewit was the master of messing up his 
fellow competitors on one occasion, 
charging under an unsuspecting Voh- 
land. 

^He was riding very fast," Vohland 
said. "He (Dewit) came under me on a 
right-hander so hard, I backed off a lit- 
tle, then Stefan passed me. It was very 
close racing out there." 

Soon after, Dewit would sample 
some Vohland payback, as the Yamaha- 
mounted American took a short left 
hander with his Yamaha, obviously 
heading for Dewit's yellow Suzuki, the 
pass occurred on the entrance to the 








main straight and the large crowd 
screamed the American on as he 
retained his second place. 

While Dewit and Vohland had some 
scary moment, it was not the same for 
Bervoets or Everts, who both seemed 
happy to keep out of trouble. 

^| just wanted to get the moto out of 
the way," Everts said. "I never felt good 
the whole time, my timing was out for 
sure, by the time I caught Vohland I felt 
better, but it just did not go as I 
planned." 

The final order in moto one was 
Tortelli, Everts, Vohland, Bervoets, 
Dewit, Tragter, Karlsson and Peter Iven, 
Pit Beirer and, in 10th, Leon Giesbers. 

Casualties of the first moto included 
Brown, his Yamaha left sitting on the 
start line after a fouled plug was found 
to be the problem. 

"It's always something," Brown said. 
“1 come to these races hoping for a 
change of luck." 

Brown is still to record a single 
point in this year's series. Bolley, of 
course, would never recover from his 
opening- lap crash and finished in 21st 
place. He too is finding the points hard 
to come by: no points from the first 
five motos of the year,and time is run- 
ning out on his GP career. Yves 
Demaria would also finish out of con- 
tention, but would at least score some 
points in 13th place. 

The second moto would again see 
Bolley get the holeshot, though Vohland

was ready to pounce, with Dewit look- 
ing fired up in third. Everts held sixth 
place with Bervoets fifth, while Brown 
finally held a promising fourth. Moto- 
one winner Tortelli was in all sorts of 
trouble and out of major contention 
after a set of falls dropped him to 27th 
place. 

"Someone cut me off, then I just did 
not want to risk any injuries, so I settled 
back a little," Tortelli said. 

An arm-weary Brown would not 
keep up his good form for too long, first 
dropping to sixth on lap three then to 
10th one lap later and finally retiring on 
lap five in 11th place. 

“1 got severe arm pump," Brown 
said. 

Vohland, however, was very much 
keeping the American flag flying as he 
passed Bolley and took the lead. The 
Rinaldi Team Yamaha rider would hold 
the lead for 10 laps, until he was over- 
come by the Suzuki ridden by Dewit. 
The crowd came alive with the new 
leader, very much a favorite in the south 
of Holland. Dewit looked in the best 
form of his life, as he held Vohland at 
bay while also keeping Dewit's team- 
mate chasing in third. Tortelli had 
moved to 10th place, but with another 
fall, his chances of a major charge went 
down the tubes. 

“I was going okay, but in the end I 
wanted some points," Tortelli said. “I’m 
not thinking about the championship, 
This is all a learning year." 





With time running out Bervoets 
blasted past Vohland and Dewit, but 
would not finish there, as Vohland also 
made his way past Dewit and set out 
after the lead rider. 

“I knew a win would give me the 
overall, so I was giving it everything," 
Vohland said. “But it was tough. The 
track did not give you much chance to 
create new lines, so I had to follow 
Bervoets for a while, then I just got a lit- 
tle tired." 

Vohland did not yet know how 
tough the next few laps would be, as the 
two leaders came upon some slow traf- 
fic. 

With laps ticking away, Bervoets and 
Vohland began their battle while lap- 
ping the tail end of the field and this is 
were Bervoets held the upper hand, 
though not from better passing moves. 

“Man, those other Suzuki riders were 
all over me. I was blocked for sure. ГЇЇ 
have to work out something with my 
teammates in the future." 

Vohland was obviously a little bitter 
about the team tactics. 

With the aid of his lesser-known 
teammates Bervoets turned up the wick 
and took the win ahead of Vohland, 
Everts and Dewit. Tortelli would cruise 
in on 11th place some minutes behind 
the lead pack. The final top 10 being 
Bervoets, Vohland, Everts, Dewit, Karls- 
son, Iven, Beirer, Bolley, Demaria and 
Tragter. €N

PERNES-LES-FONTAINES, FRANCE, APR. 13 
тейегїс Vialle finally took his first 
overall GP win of his career, at 
Pernes-les-Fontaines, and Italian 
Chicco Chiodi mirrored Vialle’s 4- 
1 moto score to leave with a 17-point 
lead in the standings. 

American Bob Moore’s hopes of con- 
solidating his solid start to the series in 
Indonesia last month were wrecked by a 
fouled plug in race two after a first-moto 
fifth, while fellow Californian Bader 
Manneh was also among the scorers 
with an 11-18 card. 

Chiodi stamped his authority on the 
first moto quickly despite failing to 
holeshot. 

“I was third leaving the first corner 
but was soon able to pass Manneh and 
then Vialle for the lead on lap two,” 
Chiodi said. “I was past him (Vialle) 
before he fell. I saw Federici coming and 
never let him get too close but he made 
sure that I maintained my pace to the 
finish.” 

The Husky team leader had come 
from a first lap sixth to complete the 
Italian 1-2, but 19-year-old Nicolas 
Charlier flew the Tricolor for the 15,000 
crowd in third after advancing from an 
initial ninth. 

The-big name French riders spoiled 
their own chances. Vialle crashed down 
to 10th on lap two after holeshotting 
and Michael Maschio, initially fourth, 
slid off halfway round the first lap. 
David Vuillemin suffered his usual poor 
start and had to come from 25th on lap 
one for a superb seventh, and Luigi 
Seguy was fuming with Vialle but was 
too busy getting treatment to his right 
thigh to tell him personally after being 
T-boned by the local rider 15 minutes 
from the end. 

They were not the only ones in trou- 
ble. У 

On-his return to the track after 
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injurying his pack, Great Britain's Paul 
Malin shot out of the gate. 

"] was even with Vialle going into 
the turn but the rear wheel kicked on a 
rut under braking and I shot straight 
on," Malin said. "Half a dozen riders 
cut inside me and closed me down into 
the fence at the next turn. My lack of 
race practice in the last month showed 
after that. I just wasn't aggressive 
enough and kept leaving myself open to 
passes. In the end I got arm pump and 
went. down. I wasn't going to score 
points, so I stopped to let the race settle 
down and then went out and followed a 
few riders to see their lines and con- 
vince myself I at least still have the 
speed." / 

Moore was not happy with fifth. 

“I crashed on the third lap and that 
dropped me off the leaderboard pack,” 
Moore said. “I was catching them up 
again pretty fast and could have made 
the podium, but then I started to have 
problems with the rebound on the forks 
and made some mistakes. In the end I 
just had to settle for what I could sal- 
vage.” 

Alessandro Puzar-was never going to 
excel on a hard-pack track effectively 
without berms and so it proved as he 
trailed in a distant ninth, while Manneh 
gradually fell victim to one after another 
of the French and Italian youngsters to 
finish 11th. 

The second race soon developed into 
a procession as the fast guys got separat- 
ed as one after another made good their 
escape from their own personal chaser 
after passing the holeshotting Jerome 
Hemery; the French teenager eventually 
went back to 19th. 

And with the Italians all starting 
poorly it was a French 1-2-3 for Vialle, 
Maschio and Seguy. 

Chiodi came from ninth to inherit 
fourth when teammate Pretto got a flat 
tire, and the most excitement, once 
again, surrounded Vuillemin on his way

from 18th and Federici from three places 
further back. A late mistake by the 
Frenchman gave the Italian fifth. 

Malin showed his lack of race prac- 
tice. 

“I wasn't confident in the dust after a 
poor start," Malin said. "Once the pack 
spread out and I could see better, I was 
able to charge. Another couple of laps 
and I'd have caught Dobby." < 

James Dobb, an AMA regular in 
recent years, was making his return to 
the GPs after missing Indonesia because 
of a broken finger, but was never promi- 
nent after poor starts. He had moved to 
17th by the end of moto two, but had 
gone out early in the opener with a bro- 
ken chain. 

The race was a disaster for Moore. 

“The plug fouled on the line,” Moore 
said. ^That's gotta be the 15th time this 
year! We've tried all sorts of different 
plugs but it keeps happening again. By 


the time I had changed the plug the only 
gate left was on the inside and that went 
straight into the track markers. Then I 
collided with someone in the first turn 
and had to stop to have the rear brake 
pedal straightened." 

He later pulled out but would not 
have scored anyway; the mechanic who 
brought him a replacement plug 
touched the bike and jury president 
Tony Skillington confirmed that this 
would have been considered "outside 
assistance." 

Manneh had also started badly this 
time and completed the first lap in 26th. 
By the checkered flag he had advanced 
eight places. Charlier, third in the open- 
er, missed the 15th-place point by a 
wheel from 34th on lap one. 

Despite the troubles experienced so 
far by chief rivals Malin and Moore, 
Chiodi was not going to be drawn into 
overconfidence. 











“I got three DNFs two years ago and 
only lost the title by three points,” Chio- 
di said. “I’m not discounting anybody 
yet.” CN

awasaki’s Ty Davis walked away 
from round three of the National 
Hare & Hound Series with an 
: impressive three-for-three record 
of overall wins but, with the competi- 
tion refusing to call it quits and getting 
closer and closer with each new battle, it 
is still way too early to make any predic- 
tions about who will be champion at the 
end of this year’s best-five-out-of-seven- 
event series. 

The challenge at the Little Sahara 
Sand Dunes Recreation Area, about 120 
miles south of Salt Lake City, came from 
young Nick Pearson, who hung on 
Davis’ fender almost all the way around 
the 80-mile course. The 19-year-old 
KTM 300 racer was less than a minute 
behind the Kawasaki KX500 ace when 
he completed the grueling dash through 
the wilds of Utah and showed no signs 
of tiring. 

“He rode really well today and he 
was on me most of the way around the 
second loop,” Davis said. “There was 
somebody right on my butt all day. I 
never got a chance to relax." 

The course laid out by the Sage Rid- 
ers MC has always drawn rave reviews 
from the hare and hound contenders but 
the weather that goes along with it has 
earned a completely different reputa-

tion. The racers were in luck this time 
around and, while snow fell the day 
before the race, all they had to contend 
with when the banner dropped for the 
Start at noon on Saturday was a chilly 
breeze. 

“This is what desert racing is all 
about," said Senior-class racer Steve 
Pitts. "The course is excellent, and, after 
the snow yesterday, the traction is 
superb - the bike's hooking up great." 

The start was the usual rollercoaster 
ride through the impressive sand dunes 
that gave the riding area its name. 

“It's really hard to get through the 
sand on a little bike and it's impossible 
to keep up with the big bikes in that 
stuff, but once we got into the dirt, you 
couldn't have asked for better condi- 
tions," said Kawasaki KX125 racer Dana 
Van Stee, odds-on favorite to take the 
championship in the 125cc division. 

Davis had no problems with the 
sandy start and was leading the way as 
he streaked past the bomb. Donnie Book 
had his KX250 wide open in second, 
Dan Richardson and Tommy Ady 
secured a spot in the top five and Destry 
Abbott was surprised to find that he 
was in good shape as he picked up the 
start of the course ribbon. 

"I got a two-kick start but luckily 
nobody took my line, so I passed a lot of 
people on the way to the bomb, and I 
was running like fourth or third," the 
KTM 360 pilot said. "I just got huge arm

pump in the early going and had to let 
Pearson get around me." 

The happiest starter was Over 40 
Expert Steve Pitts, who was shocked 
and amazed to find himself running 
sixth overall. 

“1 had the best start I’ve ever had in 
my life at a National. I was way out in 
front with the fast guys," Pitts said. "Of 
course, I lost it all shortly after that on a 
sand dune but it was still a great way to 
begin a race." 

But there were many more bad starts 
than good ones. Steve Hengeveld found 



























himself stuck in the middle of the pack, 
while Paul Ostbo "ate it big time" off a 
dune and ended up back in about 40th. 
Brian Brown stalled going over the edge 
of a dune and ended up landing on top 
of another racer. 

Pearson got off to a slow start but 
used a hard-on-the-gas dash through 
the dunes to put himself back within 
striking distance of the leaders as he 
headed out into the 37-mile first loop. 
Davis continued to lead the way, but 
Book and Pearson were soon tucked in 
right behind him. 

“I had the lead but (Book) was right 
on my butt off the start and he followed 
me for the longest time," said Davis, 
who spent the opening miles looking 
back over his shoulder to check on the 
challenger's progress. “I couldn't even 
lose him in the.tight stuff. He keyed off 
me and just wouldn't let me get away. I 
was trying like mad to shake him." 

The terrain ran the gamut from wide- 
open roads to tighter-than-tight trees 
that kept the racers on their toes all the 
way. 
“I kind of misgeared my bike," Book 
said. “I didn't know there was going to 











be so much fast stuff, so I geared it for 
the slow stuff and I was just maxed out. 
I wasn't picking up anything in the open 
stuff. I kind of made a mistake there." 

Book made another mistake in a 
tight, tree-lined section of the course 
and went down, which let Pearson take 
over the number two spot. 

“I got by him when he tipped over 
and I just concentrated on keeping it up 
on two wheels from there to the end of 
the first loop," said Pearson, who was 
only 25 seconds behind Davis as he 


i dashed in for gas. 



























Book was just three seconds back in 
third overall at the start of pit row, and 
Destry Abbott and KX250-mounted 
Brian Brown were all tied up for fourth 
a minute behind the leader. Russ Pear- 
son’s KTM 250 appeared two minutes 
later in sixth overall, just ahead of Vet- 
class leader Eddie McCoy, and Steve 
Hengeveld and Jim Gray rounded out 
the top nine. : 

“I got a bad start and it was really too 
tight to pass most of the time, and a cou- 
ple of 500s roosted me real bad, too,” 
Russ Pearson said. “It wasn’t all bad, 
though. At least being back where I was 
there were a couple of tracks to follow. 
It was easy for me to follow, but I don’t 
know how it was for the leaders. I think 
they could’ve got lost pretty easily 
because a lot of it was new ground.” 

One of the tightest races of the day 
was shaping up just a little further back 
between Open-class racer Dan Richard- 
son and Paul Ostbo, who was leading 
the Four-Stroke division. 

^He's an arch-family-rival," Ostbo 
explained. “We had a really fun battle 
most of the way. We were yelling at 
each other and crashing in the same cor- 
ner. At one stage when we crashed, the 
bike landed on my hand - the hand I 
broke in Tecate last week, so I limped 
for a little bit of the second loop, but 
then I caught Richardson again and we 
had another heck of a run.” 

One of the biggest surprises at the 
end of loop one was Dave Ondas, who 
dashed into the pits aboard a KX125. 

“1 had problems this morning with 
my KX500 and it was too late to fix any- 
thing, so I just borrowed a bike from 
John Braasch,” Ondas said. “I’m here to 
get points, so I’m entered in the Open 
class. I'd forgotten how much work 125s 
are. I got a lot more tired on this thing 
then I ever do on a 500." 

Davis continued to lead the way as 
loop two unfolded and, the further he 
got, the more advantage he got from the 
terrain. ; 

“The first loop was great because you 
had the snow and the mud, which 
meant really perfect traction most of the 
time. Then, heading out on the second 
loop, about.10 to 15 miles into it, we 
started getting into some really tight 
trees, with really loose rock and virgin 
ground," Mark Lundgreen said. “If you 
got behind somebody in that stuff you 
were really stuck." 

Pearson chased hard through the 
tight sections, sticking doggedly to 
Davis' tail all the way.

"| loved the course—it was awe- 
some,” said Pearson. “They got us up in 
the tight trees - you'd just twist around 
in there for miles, which was so cool, 
then they'd put us onto some fast jeep 
roads and stretch it out, then you'd get 
back in the tight trees again." 

But the KTM pilot began to lose his 
hold on the race leader as the grueling 
loop started to draw to a close. 

“We rode together for a long time but 
when we got into some faster stuff, he 
kind of pulled on me," Pearson said. 
" After that, I didn't see very much of 
him. I just maintained and tried to keep 
it upright." 

The faster terrain near the end of the 
loop also caused trouble for Book, who 
was all set to make a move for second 
overall when disaster struck on a high- 
speed road. 

"I was going to pass Pearson and I 
just flipped off the road and cart- 
wheeled through the trees," Book said. 
“I smashed the pipe real bad and had no 
horsepower for like the last 10 miles. It 
was like riding a KDX200 or something, 
and I was really worried that Abbott 
was going to catch me." 

But back in fourth, Abbott had wor- 
ries of his own. - 

"Brown had caught and passed me at 
the end of the first loop and we went 
out together on the second loop. He hit 
a bush and I slid out, but I got back up a 
little quicker than he did and from then 
on I rode a really good race," Abbott 
said. "But things started going wrong 
right at the end. My bike started dying 
because it was running out of gas. I just 
made it in on fumes." 

The exertion of battling through 
miles of tight trees started to take its toll 
as the racers neared the end of the loop. 

“Tt was really tight - a little too tight 
for a 500, I thought, and I got really tired 
about halfway through the loop. I know

few obscenities 
at me to get me 
to move out of 
the way," said 
Richardson, 
who found the 
words were just 
what he needed 
to get a new 
burst of energy. 
"That fired me 
up. I wasn't 
going to let him 
go by after that, 
so whoever was 
behind me just 
had to follow 
me. He was 
right on my tail 
for the last 20 miles." 

When the checkered flag finally 
dropped after two-and-a-quarter hours 
of exhausting racing, Davis had cap- 
tured his third victory in the three-race- 
old competition, but he knew the battle 
had gone right to the wire. 

"That was close - a tough day," the 
Kawasaki Team Green rider said. “The 
course was really tight - the kind of 
course that makes you wish you were 
on a 250, not a 500. I really had to work 
my butt off this time throwing this thing 
around, but the traction was awesome. 
All in all, it was a really good course 
and a good race.” 

Pearson held on all the way to sec- 
ond, less than a minute behind Davis. 
The young racer was as impressed as 
Davis with the course, and just as 
impressed with the performance of his 
KTM 300. 

“1 had no problems all day. The bike 
ran great and I didn’t even have any 
flats,” said Pearson, a factory-sponsored 
KTM racer. “I wish they all went this 
good.” 

With a crushed pipe robbing him of 
power, Book was looking over his 
shoulder all the way to third overall and 
first in the 250cc division. 

“I was just waiting for Abbott to 
catch me but luckily, everything came 
together and I held onto third. Hopeful- 
ly this puts me in better shape for the 
series," Book said." 

Abbott brought his KTM 360 home 
close behind Book to take fourth overall 
and third in the Open Expert class. 

“1 wish the courses were like this at 
every race. It was really neat," he said." 

Brian Brown overcame a lot of bump- 
ing handlebars off the start to grab fifth 
and second in the 250cc division, ahead 
of KTM 250-racer Russ Pearson. 

“1 got tired and kind of cruised in the 
second loop," Brown said. "I got turned 
around a couple of times, but nothing 
bad. I just missed a few corners. Abbott 

















got around me when I crashed, but 
that's about all that happened. I tried to 
catch him for the rest of the loop but I 
couldn't do it." 

Seventh overall was claimed by Steve 
Hengeveld, who limped in after crash- 
ing just 10 miles from the finish, and 
Eddie McCoy took a wire-to-wire win in 
the Vet division in eighth, more than a 
dozen places ahead of his nearest Over 
30 rival. 

“А woods rider I'm not,” McCoy 
said. "The trees beat me to death but I'm 
not broke and my bike ain't broke, and 
that's all that counts. It was a tough 
course for me because I'm not used to 
the trees but I survived." 

Dan Richardson and Dave Hamel 
rounded out the top 10, and were fol- 
lowed home by Jim Gray, Four-Stroke 
winner Ostbo, Krause, who was ham- 
pered by sand-induced vision problems 
throughout the race, Ady, and 125cc 
class winner Dana Van Stee. 

"| diced a bit with Ondas in the first 
loop but then I got down to business 
and led the rest of the way," said Van 
Stee, who finished 15th overall. "The 
course was awesome - good dirt, mini- 
mal whoops. I had a blast and I'm glad I 
came." 

But nobody was happier than Steve 
Pitts, who hung on all the way to take 
the honors in the Over 40 division. 

“You definitely got your govern- 
ment's recommended daily allowance of 
trees out there but it was an excellent 
course and it was marked really well," 
said Pitts. "The only problem I had was 
that I knocked a few trees down, and I 
had problems working out what some 
of the turns meant - was it a sharp turn 
or just a directional arrow? But I never 
got lost and it was an excellent race all 
around." CN

12-13 

zw he 20th edition of the 24 hours 

race at Le Mans was not one of 

the most thrilling ones, despite 
у the large number of international 

four-stroke specialists at the start and 

the 80,000 spectators along the track. 

At the end of the day, the French- 
American-Australian team of Juan-Eric 
Gomez, Doug Polen and Peter Goddard 
took their Suzuki to the victory, with 10 
laps to spare over the Yamaha of Jean- 
Marc Deletang, Jean-Philippe Ruggia 
and Christer Lindholm. Only the battle 
for third lasted until the very end. With 
20 minutes to go, semi-privateers 
Christophe Guyot, Andre Lussiana and 
Michel Simeon saw the second factory 
Yamaha ridden by Eric Mahe, Norihiko 
Fujiwara and Jean-Louis Battistini storm 
past. The Kawasaki could not match the 
pace, and the team had to be happy 
with fourth. 

The first hour of the race was marked 
by an extremely slow race average. This 
was due to a private Belgian Suzuki 
leaving a long trace of oil from the Dun- 
lop bridge to the famous "Virage de la 
Chapelle." Some riders fell (among 
them Ferstler on the second factory 
Suzuki). The pace cars came out and the 
race was neutralized for some 35 min- 
utes. The fast start by Miguel Duhamel 
was thus reduced to nil, especially after 
the French Canadian made a pit stop 
after about 30 minutes and got back on 
the track behind the second pace car, 
half a lap behind the first group. Polen 
had done much better. 

"Taking the pace car in account is 
part of the strategy of endurance rac- 
ing," the Texan said after a lightning- 
fast pit stop to fill the tank up. "The exit 
to pit lane is shorter than the actual cir- 
cuit. When I was standing still in front 
of my pit box, the pace car was slowly 








passing by. Seven or eight sec- 
onds later, I could gas it up, 
and I could pick up with the 
first group. Just a bit like a free 
visit at the gas station." 

Twelve minutes before the 
end of the first hour, the pace 
cars went back in and the riders 
could step it up. At around 4 
p-m., Polen's Suzuki was lead- 
ing in front of Piergiorgio Bon- 
tempi's Kawasaki, Mahe's 
Yamaha and : Duhamel's 
Honda. 

About an hour later, things 
went wrong again when 
Guigou's Honda broke a con- 
necting rod, which laid down 
another long oil track along the 
circuit. The pace cars took over 
command for 20 more minutes, 
and once again the Suzuki team 
took the opportunity to have a 
"free" gas stop. And once again another 
top team missed the same o portunity; 
this time it was Bontempi who lost out 
some more time compared to the Suzuki 
when he just missed a chance to join the 
pace car group he had been in before his 
pit stop. After two hours of racing, 
Gomez, Polen and Goddard had half a 
minute's lead over Bontempi's Kawasa- 
ki and both Yamahas. At that moment, 
the second Suzuki was gaining back 
ground after Ferstler's crash and was 
running eighth. 

After this thrilling first part of the 
race, the two main candidates for victo- 
ry seemed set as the Kawasaki team of 
Bontempi, Brian Morrison and Jehan 
d'Orgeix and the Suzuki of Gomez, 
Polen and Goddard were battling it out, 
making every effort not to let any other 
team get close again. Nevertheless, the 
first Yamaha (Deletang) was only 35 sec- 
onds behind, whereas Duhamel's 
Honda and Mahe's Yamaha were also 
within reach - especially Duhamel, who

was charging hard after the difficult first 
hours. He broke the lap record a few 
times and finally lapped with an aver- 
age speed of over 93 mph on the twisty 
track. 

At the beginning of the sixth hour the 
hierarchy was thrown over - literally. At 
around 8 p.m. Battistini went down. 
Half groggy, it took him some time to 
get out of the way of the oncoming 
bikes, but after a while he was able to 
push the bike back to the pit. That walk 
and the ensuing repair of the back part 
of the Yamaha cost the team about half 
an hour. 

About 20 minutes later, Jean-Michel 
Mattioli crashed his bike. He lost less 
time than his countryman, and after a 
short pit stop Christian Lavieille could 
resume battle. But Mattioli as well as 
Battistini had a hard race ahead due to 
their injuries. Another 20 minutes later 
Bontempi had to make an unplanned pit 


stop to replace an exhaust. When the' 


Kawasaki went out on the track again, 














Polen's Suzuki had a one-minute lead 
over them. 

When night fell over Le Mans, the 
temperature also dropped - a welcome 
change for the engines, the tires and the 
brakes, and the new hierarchy kept sta- 
ble for a while. Polen's team stayed on 
top, but was not able to enlarge its lead 
over the Kawasaki. Deletang on the 
other hand did succeed in doing away 
part of his arrears. Fourth position was 
held by the private Kawasaki of Dobe, 
Christain Haquin and Cortinovis, but 
they were coming under pressure from 
the factory Suzuki ridden by Ferstler, 
Florian Ferracci and Bruno Bonhuil. 

At roughly 11 p.m., the Honda defi- 
nitely lost contact with the lead group. 
Because of a slipping clutch, Lavieille 
had to make an unscheduled pit stop. 
The entire clutch was replaced - an oper- 
ation that took about nine minutes. 
When the Honda got out on the track 
again the team faced a deficit of some 13 
laps. Moreover, Mattioli would probably 
not be able to race anymore as the doc- 
tors suspected a broken bone in his 
hand. Some time after midnight, 
mechanical and other gremlins started to 
appear again. At around 1 a.m., Bontem- 
pi's Kawasaki came into the pit lane 
after the gear selector had broken off for 
some reason or another. The replace- 
ment took three minutes, forcing the 
team to lose contact with the leading 
Suzuki while also costing them second 
place - which fell into the hands of the 





Yamaha team of Deletang, Ruggia and 
Lindholm. The fact that the Suzuki made 
a planned pit stop a few minutes later 
and used the opportunity to change an 
exhaust and the braking pads did not 
change anything in the general picture. 

A few minutes later, the pace cars 
came out for the third time after several 
riders had once again crashed in oil. In 
addition to the some privateers, Lind- 
holm and Ferstler were also involved in 
the massive crash. Lindholm rode the 
Yamaha back to his crew in the pit, but 
Ferstler was condemned to a walk. He 
lost about 15 laps and dropped back to 
12th in the standings, 23 laps down on 
the other Suzuki at top of the leader- 
board. 

The agony of the official Honda team 
was finally put to an end at around the 
halfway mark. 

"The bike continually jumped out of 
third gear," explained Lavieille who 
brought the bike into the pit. “We 
would have been able to go on in these 














conditions for some more hours, but not 
for the entire duration of the race.” 

The official Honda team retired. 
After 12 hours, the standings were: 1. 
Gomez, Polen, Goddard, 374 laps; 2. 
Bontempi, Morrison, d’Orgeix, 371; 3. 
Deletang, Ruggia, Lindholm, 368; 4. 
Dobe, Haquin, Cortinovis, 364; 5. Guyot, 
Lussiana, Simeon, 361. The Suzuki's 
lead was made a bit more comfortable 
after Bontempi had to come in once 
again in order to replace an exhaust. 

The rest of the night things ran 
uncharacteristically smooth for an 
endurance race. As the temperature 
dropped to an icy 3 degrees centigrade, 
riders and mechanics just had one 
wish: that things would be kept in one 
piece. The second Suzuki was the only 
one running into trouble again, when 
Ferracci crashed and had to push the 
bike back to the pits. Another 18 laps 
were lost, and the team had to start 
another march back from 18th position. 

Things heated up again (literally) 
when a small fire started under the fair- 
ing of the leading Suzuki during a pit 
stop at around 7 a.m., but the fire mar- 
shals in pit lane got everything under 
control before any vital parts on the bike 
or the crew were damaged. Apart from 
that, things went very smoothly for the 
leading team, especially as Yamaha lost 
some more ground after Deletang hit a 
lapped rider around 8 a.m, losing seven 
more laps in the process. Behind the 
three factory teams, the battle for the 
best privateer team was decided in the 
pit when the Kawasaki of Dobe lost time 
after things went wrong while the team 
was replacing the brake pads. This 
allowed the other Kawasaki of Guyot, 
Lussiana and Simeon to take third place 
and best privateer finish. Still, Guyot 
and company knew that they were at 
the mercy of the second Yamaha, which 
was coming back like a cannonball. 

^We have some support from the 
official Kawasaki team," stated Belgian 
veteran Michel Simeon. “But I have the 
flu, and we lost some time in the begin- 
ning of the race when a clip-on broke 
off. This Kawasaki is very hard to ride 
because of the chassis lacking rigidity. If 
the Yamaha gets close enough to us 
before the end of the race, we will have 
to be happy with fifth."

But even before the battle for fourth 
started in earnest, the number-one 
Kawasaki got into big trouble. At 9:15 
a.m. on Sunday, d'Orgeix made a very 
slow lap before the bike started to 
smoke when he passed in front of the pit 
lane. 

"| had the impression that the engine 
was fast losing power," d'Orgeix 
explained. ^And then all of a sudden, 
there was a big vibration, a big bang and 
then nothing more." 

The mechanics did not have to look 
long to find a reason: a broken connect- 
ing rod had worked its way through the 
walls of the case. With that, Suzuki 
knew that victory was theirs - Polen was 
now leading with a 10-lap cushion over 
the Yamaha of Deletang. 

The situation would not change for 
the two leading machines, but with 
half an hour to go, the private Kawasa- 
ki of Guyot had to pit for a (planned) 
final fuel stop. Their 50-second lead 
over the factory Yamaha dwindled to 
20 seconds, and some 10 minutes later, 
the Yamaha took over the third posi- 
tion. 

But at Suzuki, the champagne bottles 
could be taken out of the fridge as 
Dominique Meliand (who works only 
some 120 miles from the track) rode the 
lead Suzuki home and finally took his 
first victory at Le Mans, with the second 
Suzuki dropping back from seventh to 
eighth in the last couple of hours due to 
brake problems after a race frought with 
three crashes. eN

Briefly... 


Ten years after his last (and first) World 
Endurance race, Jean-Philippe Ruggia 
made his comeback in the marathon races. A

Millet Racing team, whereas there was а 
very real possibility that Naveau would not be 
accepted by IRTA and FIM because of a-lack 
of results in recent years. When Ruggia's can- 
didature was withdrawn at the very last minute, 
the road was clear for Naveau. Ruggia, who 
only had ridden a four-stroke racing machine 
once (Bol d'Or - 1987) had not forgotten how 
to ride it. After having seen his racing bike 
from up close for the first time on. Wednesday 
morning, he turned in faster lap times - from 
-the first qualifying practice onward - than team- 
mates Jean Marc DelEtang and Norihiko Fuji- 
wara, the-latter a factory test rider for Yamaha. 








A short overview of the technical innova- 
tions on this year's endurance bikes: The

12-13 
rit Dougie Lampkin struck a 
p major psychological blow to his 
archrival, reigning World Cham- 
pion Marc Colomer, with a dev- 
astating double-leg victory in the second 
round of the 1997 series, staged in the 
principality of Luxembourg which is 
surrounded by Belgium, Germany and 
France. 

Lampkin's back-to-back wins com- 
pare favorably to second- and fifth-place 
finishes for Colomer, who cracked on 
the second day while trying to apply 
pressure on Lampkin as he had done in 
Spain during the opening round. But 
Colomer's Montesa team's ploy not only 
failed this week, it blew up in their faces 
and a second-leg fifth place showing for 
Colomer saw Lampkin pull out a handy 
13-point series lead. 

^] fell into their trap in Spain," Lamp- 
kin said while celebrating his double vic- 
tory. “But I can tell you this - it is the last 
time I will fall for any tricks they might 
try to bring into play. I learned a lot last 
week and I think they know that now!” 

The 14 sections in Luxembourg were 
much the same as they were the last 
time the trial was held there, two years 
ago. The nature of the land is wooded, 
steep, hillsides and the sections were

split between natural, loose climbs and 
drops. They were very good sections 
which required plenty of throttle control 
and grip-seeking techniques, inter- 
spersed with semi-man-made rock sec- 
tions with huge boulders set into the 
earth bankings. These provided the 
obligatory World Round big steps. 

These rocky sections, though long, 
were not overly difficult and with very 
dry conditions all of the sections were 
possible to clean, so low scores were 
forecast for the event. Concentration 
was going to be all-important as the 
contenders knew that any slack marks 
were going'to prove almost impossible 
to claw back. 

The opening section was typical of 
the man-made variety and the new time 
allowance of two minutes per section 
proved to be the right amount of time, 
keeping riders on the move all the time. 
Only Colomer, looking cool and well in 
control at this stage, and Frenchman 
Bruno Camozzi cleaned this opening 
circuit. Lampkin eased through for a 
barely needed one, as did Amos Bilbao. 
The rest, including eventual third-place 
finisher Jordi Tarres, mainly settled for a 
three-mark loss, ‘including many very 
scrappy, untidy efforts as riders worked 
the new, anything-goes-feet-down rule, 
for all it was worth. 

The second section proved easy but 
the third, a very steep twisting climb 
over loose earth on a slippery base-rock, 











was a beauty. It demanded 
perfect throttle control and 
many riders were found totally lacking 
this skill. Young guns like Takahisha 
Fujinami and David Cobos, who can 
level formidable rock-steps, had no 
answer to this one. Neither did Colomer 
as he spun out on the first lap. Lampkin 
was simply superb as he eased the Beta 
to the end for a two, the only sub-three 
score here on the opening loop. 

The action then transferred several 
kilometers down the valley for six nat- 
ural sections, all on rocky hillsides. 
Lampkin succumbed to his only five of 
the day on the fifth section, which 
Colomer cleaned, so the two were virtu- 
ally even again. But on the run-in to the 
finish, Colomer lost a three and a couple 
of single-point losses while Lampkin 
took only two single dabs in the remain- 
ing nine sections. 

The final section, set in a creek right 
by the finish, featured a very tricky exit 
over slippery rocks. Lampkin’s clean 
run, the only one on the loop, sealed his 
score at 10 to Colomer’s 13 and 
Camozzi's 16. 

Lampkin then set out to blitz the sec- 
ond circuit. From his position as last 
man around, Lampkin simply waited 
for everyone to clear the section, took 
one last look with his father, and calmly 
took the hazards apart. Lampkin's loop 
score of six included a brilliant single- 
dab on the tricky third section. This sec- 
tion cost the Brit a mere three marks 
compared to eight for Colomer and a 
full-house 10 for Camozzi. 

By the finish Lampkin was an 
assured winner by six marks over 
Colomer, followed by a surprising 
Camozzi, Tarres and Steve Colley, who 
finally rode somewhere near his true 
ability level. Graham Jarvis took the 
Scorpa to its best World Championship 
result yet in sixth ahead of Kenichi 
Kuroyama, who was struggling to find 
any consistent form on the day. 

Saturday's trial had taken place in 
very chilly conditions as a biting wind 
was blowing from the north. In com- 
plete contrast, Sunday was very sunny 
and warm. 

And there was soon some pretty hot 
action to view as Colomer's Montesa 
team took up a stance at the difficult 
third section, trying to coerce the last- 
starting Lampkin to ride it before them. 
But Lampkin and father Martin were 
having nothing to do with it and staged 
what Martin called a "sit-down strike" 
in the section. 

"The way I see it,” Martin Lampkin 
said, " we can either sit here playing 
bloody silly games, or we can get on 
with the trial - it is up to them!" 

Colomer eventually had to make the 
effort and made a mess with a two-dab 
ride. He then proceeded to lose the plot, 
going to his van for a sulk and getting 
his wish to ride behind Lampkin. But 
this time though, Lampkin brilliantly 
cleaned sectiori three and there was 
going to be no stopping him from hete 
on in to the finish. 

The danger on day two, just as in

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Spain, came from the spindle-like popu- 
lar Japanese ace Kuroyama. Just like in 
Spain, Kuroyama started out with an 
unwanted five on the first section when 
his two minutes ran out when he was 
still 10 yards and several rock steps 
from the finish. But Kuroyama dropped 
just three further marks on the opening 
loop to post an eight-mark loss. This 
was almost matched by Spanish teen- 
ager David Cobos, and eventually only 
beaten by Lampkin who came in with a 
SIX. 

And where was Colomer? Down in 
an amazing 10th place after his team 
succeeded only in psyching him out at 
the third-section fiasco. Both Lampkin 
and Colomer received shocks in the 
final section, though, when both were 
awarded five marks for similar incidents 
in exactly the same place. Heated 
exchanges occurred between both riders 
and officials as the fives were really 
awarded on the checker's interpretation 
of the new feet-down rule. 

By the time riders tackled the final 
loop, they all knew the sections as well 
as they were ever going to and Fujinami 
set a target by improving his opening 
lap of 17 down to just two. Kuroyama 
put together another eight-mark loss 
while Colomer got a grip on the situa- 
tion to retrieve at least some of his lost 
ground to climb up to fifth on a three- 
mark card. This included a superb clean 
of the final section when he finally let 
his skill do the talking. His positioning 
of the Montesa was precise to the cen- 
timeter and his balance absolutely per- 
fect: 

Lampkin, on a roll, arrived with a 
clean sheet and was dearly hoping to 
keep it that way. But on this occasion he 
could not quite match his rival's preci- 
sion and he needed a single dab as the 
Beta rear wheel just slid off a narrow 
ledge and that was the end of a great 
weekend's trial. 

Lampkin, having won three of the 
four legs staged so far, was ecstatic with 
his 13-point uri erem d lead, and 
Kuroyama again proved a threat on day 
two and Beta had a great double victory 
to celebrate. And enjoying his first-ever 
podium placing in a world round was 
lone Scorpa factory pilot Jarvis. 

“I could get to like this," said quiet 
man Jarvis as he stood on the podium 
with his mentor, former European 
champ Malcolm "Rat" Rathmell. Rath-

mell was on cloud nine, having finally 
achieved success after devoting himself 
almost entirely to both Jarvis and the 
Scorpa project. 

Colomer was then almost in trouble 
with the FIM - there is a fine for not 
attending the presentation - as he turned 
up very late at the closing ceremony and 
received a cool reception from the 
crowd who had made a great fuss of 
Lampkin, Kuroyama and Jarvis. 

It was a good day for the Brits and 
also for the Japanese, who had Fujinami 
leapfrogging up to fourth on the day, 
but a black day for Spain who did not 
muster a single rider onto the podium, 
the first time for at least 10 years. 

"To be honest, it was too easy for a 
World Championship (round)," said 
Lampkin from the trail. "You had to be 
so careful as one slip sent you crashing 
down the scoreboard. Look at Marc 
down in 10th after the first loop. But at 
the end of the day you have to ride it. I 
just set out to ride my own trial. That is 
all that counts. You can't do anything 
about anyone's score except your own. 
Marc is a brilliant rider. He will come 
back and have his good days, that is 
why you have to take your chances 
when they come. I'm riding well. I'd like 
to ride the next round tomorrow morn- 
ing but there is a big gap now until Bel- 
gium so we'll just have to wait until 
then." €N

Unfortunately. the sáme glory can't be claimed 
by the feet-down-while-stationary rule. 
It is good for observers because it is virtually 
impossible for a rider to five a section unless 
he crashes or runs out of time. It results in 
many gnarly, messy, ridiculous situations when 
riders escape for ones, twos and threes when 
a five-mark penalty is the only true decision. 


Takahisha Fujinami has been nicknamed 
"Fuji-Gas" because of his full-throttle tech- 
nique. He calmed down sufficiently on that final 
loop, though, to take the Honda around for a 
brilliant two-mark loss. It can't be long. before 
Fujinami achieves a podium finish. 


Steve Colley, after his excellent fifth-place 
finish. on-Saturday, reverted straight back to 
usual form and dropped right out of the points 
on Sunday. As soon as Colley is graded 
among the top riders, he starts watching them 
and forgets to ride his own trial:

Early leader Steve Hatch, on the 
other hand, ran into trouble while set- 
ting two of the three fastest lap times of 
the day over the muddy, boulder- 
strewn course. Hatch was repeatedly 
slowed by rock-induced chain derail- 
ments, and finished well down in the 





standings, only com- 
pleting six laps of the 
seven-lap main event. 
Team Suzuki howev- 
er maintained a stran- 
glehold on the series 
points lead after the 
event, hired gun 
Edmondson solidifying 
his lead in the points 
standings with 103 
points. Second place is a 


three-for-all among 
teammates Rodney 
Smith (who didn’t finish 


the event) and Hatch, 
and KTM's Jason Dahn- 
ers (third on the day), 
each holding 66 points. 
The Garrahan brothers Brian (eighth) 
and Patrick (fourth) fill the fifth and 
sixth slots with 54 and 51 points, respec- 
tively, while the win puts Hawkins in 
seventh, with four rounds remaining. 
Run from an idle coal mine located in 
the mountains northeast of Harrisburg, 
more than 200 riders entered the three- 
event card that included peewee races, 
youth action and the motorcycle main 
event. Weather conditions were brisk 
with partly sunny skies that yielded to 
full cloud cover by the race's end, as a 
cold front blew through and tempera- 
tures plummeted. Balmy 60-degree 
temps at the midday start dropped 
through the 50s by the time trophies 
were passed out, fueled by the strong 
winds that howled through the valley. 
In this sixth annual running and first 
nationally sanctioned main event, A and

B classes were expected to complete eight 
and five laps, respectively, around the 
nearly 10-mile loop. As the race wore on 
and time ebbed, this was reduced to 
seven and four. Regarded as perhaps the 
toughest hare scrambles event on the East 
Coast Enduro Association (the event dou- 
bled as round one for this regional series) 
schedule, the course snakes through 
mountainside, old growth, deciduous 
woodland and second-growth softwoods 
over abandoned tailings and slag piles. 
Conditions were a combination of 
mildly tight single-track trail of mud 
and rocks linked with occasional wood 
road sections. There were a few minor 
stream crossings and water holes, none 
too deep, no major hillclimbs, no stop- 
pers and as a result no problem with 
lappers. Right out of the barrels there 
was a near-mile-long grass-track section, 












which was also used for the 
race's start. 

At the dead-engine start, number-one 
and number-two plate holders Hatch 
and Smith jockeyed for the holeshot. In 
the first turn it was neck and neck for 
Team Suzuki, with KTM riders Dahners 
and Michael Lafferty trailing. At the end 
of the grass track, entering the woods it 
was Hatch leading, followed by Lafferty 
and Dahners. 

Once in the trail, top riders formed a 
freight train that maintained a careful, 
first-lap pace. Lafferty managed to get 
around Hatch in the process and was 
the first rider through the barrels at the 
end of the 10-mile loop. 

Even after 10 miles of fighting the 
Pennsylvania mud and rocks, top riders 
were still bunched together - literally the 
entire National AA field passed through 
the checkpoint in a 50-second span. In 
all, eight riders cruised in at a 37-minute 
lap time, Lafferty's 37:03, followed by 
Hatch, Dahners, Edmondson, Chris 
Smith, Hawkins and Smith. 

The second trip around the course 
saw things begin to spread out some- 
what. Hatch set the best lap time of the 


day on this lap, completing it in 26:35, 
an amazing 11 minutes faster than the 
initial lap, while taking over the lead. 
KTM's Dahners trailed Hatch through 
the barrels, posting a sub-27-minute lap 
time as well. Behind Dahners was a TM- 
mounted Chris Smith in third. Edmond- 
son held onto the number-four slot 
while Hawkins moved up into fifth. 
Number-one plate holder Rodney 
Smith, who started the race with a 
tweaked knee, aggravated the injury 
and dropped out during the third lap. 

Meanwhile, Hatch continued to pour 
it on, still leading at the end of three ' 
laps, despite teammate Edmondson set- 
ting the fastest pace on the third go- 
around, a 27:20, and moving up into the 
number-three slot in the process. 

Hatch ran into trouble during the 
fourth lap, in what was to become a uni- 





versal problem for Team Suzuki. It 
seems that the Suzuki riders were mash- 
ing the chain guides of their RMs on the 
Pennsylvania boulders, to the point of 
causing crippling final-drive problems. 
Chain derailments slowed both Hatch 
and Edmondson on the trail, and then 
again while replacement chain guides 
were installed in the pits. 

The fourth lap closed with Edmond- 
son claiming the lead from teammate 
Hatch, trailed by Dahners and a charg- 
ing Hawkins, who moved up two places 
on the lap. Things had closed up some- 
what at this juncture as Hawkins was 54 
seconds behind leader Edmondson. 

Unfortunately for Team Suzuki, the 
fifth lap was Edmondson’s turn for 
chain-guide follies, pulling into the pits 
for repairs and dropping back to the 
number-three slot in the process. 

Hawkins again moved up, getting 
around while Edmondson pitted and 
passing Dahners to claim the lead posi- 
tion, the fourth rider to head the field on 
the day. 

Hawkins continued to hold the lead 
on the white-flag lap, maintaining a 30- 
second gap between himself and a 
repaired Edmondson. Hatch, playing 
catch-up as well, moved up into fifth 
while setting a blistering 26:46 time 
around the loop. In between, Dahners 
continued his steady pace to maintain 
third while Californian Patrick Garra- 
han settled into fourth. 

On the final lap it was Hawkins' turn 
to smoke, pulling out all the stops and 
turning in his best lap of the day at 
26:43. A charging Edmondson, who was 
reeling in the leader for some time, 
couldn't better the pace and ended up 
finishing nearly three minutes behind 
Hawkins at the checkered flag. 

Hatch again encountered chain-guide 
problems, which this time proved termi- 
nal as he failed to complete a seventh 
lap. Dahners passed Hatch on the trail 
and finished third overall, some 30 sec- 
onds behind Edmondson. 

Californian Patrick Garrahan drove 
his KTM to fourth overall while ECEA 
riders Chris Smith, Ross Benson and 
Fred Hoess filled the number-five, six 
and seven positions, in that order. єх

13 
eigning Western National Four- 
Stroke Motocross Champion 
Lance Smail demolished the 
competition again. The KTM 
Sportmotorcycles USA-backed Smail 
picked up where he left off last season 
as he decimated the 27-rider field in 
moto one by more than 11 seconds, then 
returned in moto two to not only sur- 
vive a midpack start but come right 
through the field to steal the lead from 
factory Husaberg USA-backed Mike 
Young Jr. and take the win. 

That pass ended Young's chance at 
stealing the overall from Smail as he had 
finished second in moto one and could 
have come out on top of the tie breaker. 
As it was, Young's weekend netted him 
second in overall points behind Smail, 
50-44. 

Third after the weekend's racing was 
Shaun Kalos who, like the top two, 
repeated his finishes in both motos to 
card 40 points. Kalos' performance was 
particularly impressive in the second 
moto as he crashed in the first turn and 
had to work from deep in the pack. 

ATK's Scott Myers had chosen an out- 
side starting gate at the start of moto one 
and he put it to good use as he simply 
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nailed a clean holeshot over Drey Dircks, 
Young, Spud Walters, Brian Roth, Ty 
Davis, Steve Drew, Kalos and Smail. 

Despite his somewhat slow start, 
Smail ri mapped through the whoops and 
exited the section а behind fourth- 
place Walters. Smail’s momentum then 
carried him past Walters in the air over 
a 40-foot tabletop. 

Meanwhile, Young was trying to set 





up Dircks in turn three for a pass for 
second place, though Dircks was hold- 
ing him off. Smail soon hooked up with 
their battle and began pressuring Young 
for third. As the trio raced down the 
straight, Smail jetted into a right-hand 
turn and stuffed inside Young to take 
over the spot. 

Smail’s new target was second-place 
Dircks and, despite the Premier Motor- 
sports Husaberg rider’s best attempts at 
blocking the charging Smail, the KTM 
pilot flew right by as he outjumped his 
competion through a stutter section. 

Not to be left out of the fight for the 
moto win, Young soon followed, mark- 
ing the beginning of the end for Dircks, 
who would eventually fade to 12th by 
moto’s end with mechanical troubles. 

Smail’s mission was certainly evident 
as he was landing 10-15 feet further over 
most of the jumps than anyone else. His 
efforts were rewarded with first place at 
the end of the opening lap as he caught 
and passed Myers. 

As the leading trio approached the 
whoops, Young was all over Myers. 
Exiting the left-hand sweeper, Young 
carved to the inside, then shot past 
Myers over the long tabletop making 
the pass down in the back valley. 

Running comfortably in fourth was

White Brothers Racing’s Walters, three 
seconds up on the trio of Drew, Davis 
and Kalos. Following them was Team 
IMS/ Primal Impulse Honda riders 
Shaun Perolio and Mike Healey, BBR’s 
Brad Hagseth and Lynnwood Yama- 
ha/KTM’s Billy Binkley. 

Davis, riding a Kawasaki Team 
Green/Stroker Racing machine, went 
just a little wide coming out of the val- 











all Kalos needed, as he 
was right there diving to the inside rut 
to make the pass for sixth. 

XR440-mounted Walters moved up 
and started to pressure third-place 
Myers and his ATK 605. Walters was 
certainly outclassed on power down the 
straightaways, but heading into turn 
four together, Walters used momentum 
and took the outside line while Myers 
was commited to the inside groove and 
had to slow briefly. Upon the exit of the 
turn, Walters prevailed. 

At the halfway signal, Smail had 
moved out to a 10-second-plus lead on 
Young. The charging Kalos was back six 
seconds in third and had picked off 
Drew, Myers and Walters to get there. 
Kalos was clearly making up time on 
Young and closed to within three sec- 
onds at the flag. 

With his lead as large as it was and 
Young having trouble with arm pump, 
Smail simply cruised to a masterful vic- 
tory. 

“My start was good,” Smail said. 
“Although I spun a little bit off the pad 
and was a little sideways, I was able to 
pull up in there and make it to fourth 
by the second turn. I knew I could be 
real aggresive and go by them on the 
jumps like I did in practice. I used it to 
my advantage the first lap to get into 
the lead. At the beginning, Mike was 
giving me some pressure, and I was rid- 
ing a little tight, so I started relaxing a 
little bit and started breathing. I got a 
decent lead and just cruised in from 
there.” 

Young did his best to hang with 


Smail but ultimately slowed and settled 
for second, lucky not to have fallen prey 
to Kalos. 

“1 just pinned it in third and got a 
decent start,” Young said. “It was crazy 
around the first turn. Everyone was 
going wide open. I used the lines I test- 
ed out during practice. I had a great sec- 
tion in the whoops where I was gaining 
on Lance, but he must have seen it 











. because he started using it too. I slowed 
down a notch, because I didn’t want to 
throw it away in the first moto. I started 
blowing some of the corners because of 

my right arm was pumping up - I 

couldn't pull in the front brake. If I can 

get control of the arm pump, I'll be able 
to hang and give him a battle for the 
win." 

Walters cruised home in fourth fol- 
lowed by a lonely Davis. Behind Davis 


late-race shuffling found holeshot man 


Myers in sixth followed by Binkley and 
late-race charger Robert Naugton. 

After such a good start, Myers had 
certainly hoped for more but encoun- 
tered shifting trouble. 

"It feels great to pull the holeshot," 
Myers said. “I just made a decision to 
start on the outside and it worked out 
great. It pulled me a couple bike lengths 
on them early. Just after Young went by 
me, my bike wouldn't shift. It went into 
neutral, then wouldn't shift into third. I 
couldn't figure out what was wrong. I 
thought I was losing a tranny or some- 
thing. I kept having to leave it in second. 
I couldn't relax, I was getting frustrated, 
and it was making me tired and getting 
me pumped up real bad.” 

As the second moto left the line, Z- 
Racing's Brian Roth nailed the holeshot 
just in front of Troy Katin. Young fol- 
lowed with Myers, Walters, Abbott, 
Healey, Kalos, Davis and Smail in tow, 
though Kalos would go down in the 
first turn and was left a full straight- 
away behind the pack and setting the 
stage for his race-long charge to third. 

Young quickly went to work and 
blitzed through the whoops to take the 
lead from Roth, while Healey flew 
down into the valley into third and 
began pushing now-second-place Roth. 
Smail, Myers, Ray Crumb, Davis and 
Walters were running close behind. 

Roth made a mistake and was over- 
taken first by Healey on the outside, 
then by a flying Smail on the inside as 
he used his momentum to leap down 
into the valley past the Husaberg- 
mounted Roth, who was suddenly 
third. 

Up front, leader Young turned up the 
wick and pulled a five-second lead over 
Healey, who was now under pressure 
from Smail. The KTM rider made quick 
work of Healey, nailing a textbook out- 
side-inside pass to set out after Young. 
Healey was later sidelined by broken 
headpipes and would be credited with 
21st. 

Myers had made it to fourth behind 
Roth, while Walters trailed behind. 
Myers then railed outside of Roth in a 
tacky right-hander on lap four to take 
over third and Walters began pressuring 
Roth, able to make the pass by the 
halfway flags. 

And while things were looking good 
for Myers, the third-place rider soon 
came to a stop with mechanical trouble. 

Kalos was on an impressive charge 
through the field making his way past 
Perolio and breathing down sixth- 
placed Davis' neck. Coming out of the 
valley and back up to the right-hander, 
Kalos got all the traction he needed to 
make be pass on Davis, finally making 
his way into third at the finish, though 
well off the pace of Smail and Young. 

The battle for the lead was heating 
up with Young really on the pipe and 
making excellent lap times. Smail, how- 
ever, was riding like a man possessed 
and running only some four seconds 
back. 

At the 21-minute mark Young began 
overshooting the berms and losing valu- 
able time. As a result Smail was able to 
reel him in and take the lead, quickly 





pulling out a three- to four-second mar- 
gin. Young, however, wasn’t giving up 
and on the white-flag lap he flew over a 
jump, went over the banners and landed 
just left of Smail's rear tire. 

"I closed my eyes and went for it,” 
Young said. “I didn’t even know how 
close the banners were.” 

At the checkers, Smail prevailed over 
Young by a mere second and a half in a 
moto that was 50.13 seconds faster than 
the first.

I guess I just 
need a little bit more endurance. I saw 
the two-lap board and I just put the 
hammer down. The bike is handling 
better and White Brothers is really 
helping me a lot. Thanks to them I 
was faster." 

Behind third-place Kalos came Pero- 
lio, followed by Davis, Naughton, 
Crumb - stuck in third gear for the 
whole moto - Drey Dircks, Roth and

he 1997 Western Eastern Road- 

racers Association kicked off its 
1997 National Endurance and 
Sprint series at Talladega Gran Prix 
Raceway with yet another win posted by 
Team Valvoline Suzuki Endurance, 
which came prepared to defend its unde- 
feated championship title from 1996 with 
a new 1997 Suzuki GSXR1100. 

Tray Batey and Grant Lopez were in 
great shape and rode like they were on 
fire as they gave Team Suzuki Endurance 
its 120th victory. The team hasn't been 
beaten since the July 1995 Indianapolis 
Raceway Park National. 

"This winter I rode dirt bikes and 
jumped rope to keep in shape," Batey 
said. "We made some minor changes to 
the suspension and carburetion for this 
year's bike." 

Batey turned consistent lap times in 
the 58- to 59-second range. 

The TKO Racing team's Dean Hayes 
rode a Suzuki GSXR750 like it was on 
rails as he steadily climbed his way back 
up to the front and finished second after 
he stalled the bike at the start of the 
race. 

The Canadian / American combination 
of Phil Schilling and Phillip Caudill rode 
compatibly and took their new Suzuki 
600 to third place overall and first place 
in the Middleweight Superstock class. 
Schilling said he was very impressed 
with Suzuki's new GSXR600, comparing 
the handling to his days as a 250cc two- 
stroke racer. 

Overcast skies with a threat of rain 
and muggy high-60s temperatures set the 
stage for the first round of the WERA 
National Series. The front row of the 
endurance race was occupied. with last 
year's top three overall finishers. As the 
green flag fell to start the four-hour 
endurance run on the tight 1.1-mile, nine- 
turn Talladega track, it was last year's 
champion Batey pulling the holeshot into 
turn one. 

Right behind Batey was Joe Prussiano 
III on the Archlight Racing entry. The 
TKO Racing Suzuki was the last bike on 
the front row. However, Dean Hayes 
stuttered the bike and Schilling shot by 





Hayes on his Suzuki 600 to be third into 
turn one. Behind the leaders the rest of 
the field freight-trained around through 
the first few corners. 

Prussiano was meeting the challenge 
Batey was providing, but he succumbed 
to a slight mental error entering turn one 
and violently low-sided on lap two. 

"We are using a pit board for the first 
time this year, and I was looking at the 
board," Prussiano said of the crash. “I lost 
where I was long enough to realize that I 
overshot my braking marker. I low-sided 
the bike on the brakes and you see the 
result. I feel bad.” Just the same, when 
Archlight repaired the motorcycle Prus- 
siano was the one team owner Chuck 
Warren put back in the saddle to re-enter 
the race. - 

As the first hour passed, Team Valvo- 
line Suzuki Endurance had lapped the 
entire field and seemed ready to walk 
away with the race. However, victory did 
not come as easily as it appeared. Taking

advantage of an early red-flag due to a 
crashed bike on the track, Team Valvo- 
line Suzuki ended up taking much longer 
than expected to complete the pit stop. 
The extra-long pit stop was the result of a 
metal burr found on the treads of the 
front axle. 

" After the restart, we pitted the bike," 
Batey said. "During the front-wheel 
change we found the axle had a metal 
burr on it which prevented it from 
threading through properly. Keith Perry 
quickly filed the burr and they mounted 
the wheel. On this short of a track it put 
us down a lap, but we'll make it up." 

Tenacious riding by Batey and Lopez 
prevailed, and they overcame the loss of 
a lap and continued to drive until they 
had put four laps on second place, win- 
ning both overall and in the Heavy- 
weight Superbike class. Tapeworks Rac- 
ing and the familiar rider combination of 
Scott Harwell and Russell Macecar fin- 
ished second in the class on their Suzuki 








GSXR1100. Third place went to Canton 
Racing out of Ohio. 

Dean Hayes helped bring the TKO 
Racing team its first Heavyweight Super- 
sport win of the year after getting a slow 
start. 

Team Sharkskins Racing brought out a 
new Yamaha YZF600 and won the Mid- 
dleweight Superbike class ahead of Army 
of Darkness and Team 10/40. N

13 
he sun came out over Talladega 
Gran Prix Raceway to start the 1997 
WERA National Sprint Series 
where Archlight Racing’s Joe Prussiano 
Ш won the 1100cc Supersport and the 
750cc Supersport classes. 

Team Valvoline Suzuki's Grant Lopez 
brought a new Suzuki GSXR1100 to Tal- 
ladega and was anxious to demonstrate 
the machine's power. Lopez jumped out 








in front of Prussiano апа TKO Racing’s 
John Branch. However, two riders 
crashed on the first lap and the race was 
red-flagged. After the red flag, Prussiano 
wasted no time jumping out in front. 
Branch wasted no time at the start and 
climbed all over Prussiano’s rear wheel. 
Prussiano proved stronger than Branch 


today and fended him off to the check- 
ered flag by a .30-second margin of victo- 


“I got the holeshot on the restart,” 
Prussiano said. “My pit board said plus 
zero, which meant Branch was right 
behind me. I kept my head down and 
rode hard.” 

Lopez finished third behind Prussiano 
Ш and Branch. Fourth place went to 
another Valvoline Suzuki rider - Josh 
Hayes. Fifth place was taken by Greg Let- 
ter on his Suzuki GSXR750. 

Prussiano is very competent in the 
750cc Supersport class, having taken sec- 
ond last year behind Grant Lopez. How- 
ever, this year Prussiano got out in front 
of Lopez and managed to keep Lopez at 
bay by .60 of a second. The race started 
out with Lopez leading, but Prussiano got 
Lopez on the brakes entering turn eight 
as both riders slid their machines side by 
side through the middle of the corner. 
Prussiano then got on the gas, leaving a 
fat black mark as he exited turn nine to 
find himself in the lead by a bike length. 

Throughout the race, Prussiano and 
Lopez were neck and neck all over the 
course. Patrick Ludwig was running in 
third until he tangled with Derek Lindsey 
and low-sided his Yamaha YZF600. Billy 
Eisenacher capitalized on Ludwig’s crash 
and moved into third. Eisenacher had his 
hands full with John Branch as both rid- 
ers kept challenging each other for posi- 
tion. In the end Eisenacher proved 
stronger today and held third place with 
Branch taking the fourth position. Fifth 
place went to Chicago rider mark Junge, 
who once again worked his way from the 
back of the grid to take fifth place. 

Joey Gilliand rode his Bloomington 
Power Sports Kawasaki 600 to first place 
in the 600cc Supersport Expert class with 
an impressive two-second lead over fel- 
low Georgian Mark Reed on his Kawasa- 
ki 600.

һе North Carolina State Motocross 
Т are annually held 

at Devils Ridge Motocross and 
1997's version saw great racing action as 
always. Riders ignored the all-day 
threat of rain as over 420 riders showed 
up from 10 different states to take home 
their share of the $20,000 in Amateur 
awards and contingencies and the $3000 
Pro purse. Kawasaki Suzuki of Durham 
rider Bobby Stovall and Suzuki of Gas- 
tonia’s Jim Chester battled it out and 
both came away with a state champi- 
onship in the Pro classes, with Chester 
taking overall honors in the 125cc A 
class and Stovall blasting to the 250cc A 
class win. 

Chester took both the moto wins in 
the 125cc A division but not without a 
strong battle from Stovall in both out- 
ings, who settled for second. Chester 
needed these wins because his day 
would only get worse in the 250cc class. 
Charlotte, North Carolina, has a new 
contender in the A ranks named Marcus 
Hedrick. Hedrick is learning fast and 
piloted his Winters Marketing-backed 
RM to two solid third-place rides to 
secure the final podium position. 

When the gate fell for moto one in 
the premiere 250cc A class, it was a four- 
way toss up for the holeshot. Chester 
had the inside line over Suzuki of Win- 
ston rider Chad Newton, Stovall's KX 
and CR-mounted Scott Shipley as the 
pack rounded turn one, but by the sec- 
ond turn Stovall was leading the way. 
Chester locked onto Stovall for the first 
three laps but took a brief soil sample, 
giving Stovall just a bit of breathing 
room. Once Stovall realized he had a lit- 
tle room he relaxed and kicked in the 
afterburners on his Winters Market- 
ing/Tom Morgan Racing-tuned KX250 
and checked out. 

Newton put in a steady ride and took 
advantage of Chester's fall to move past 
the downed rider and hold down the 
second position all the way to the finish. 
Hedrick got close but had to take the 
flag just a few feet behind Newton. 
Shipley's race barely got started when 
he went down in turn two taking his 
Honda of High Point teammate, Jamie 
Frazier with him. Frazier was quick to 
remount and put in a strong effort to 
blaze back to fourth by the end. YZ- 

mounted David Price took fifth place. 
48 Stovall was felling good and proved 
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it as he roosted away with the holeshot 
in the second 250cc A moto two,-while 
Frazier was sure to start from the front 
this time around and gated a healthy 
second over Newton. Chester managed 
a fourth out of the gate to head up a 
strong battle between Virgina’s number- 
one plate holder, Chris Anst, and Ship- 
ley. Price’s chances for a top-five finish 
were dashed in a fall at the start and 
Hedrick also made it tough on himself 
by getting a mediocre ninth-place start. 

Much like moto one, Stovall proved 
to be unstoppable aboard his 250cc 
machine. To go along with his first 250cc 
moto win, as well as both of his Vet 
Over 25 A wins, Stovall proceeded to 
walk away from the pack. Stovall may 
have been long gone but the battle for 
second through fifth was not decided 
until the last lap. 

Chester was able to work his way 
past Newton then Frazier by the fourth 
lap, and was just able to keep the two at 
bay long enough to take the checkered 
flag in second. Frazier held his ground 
and took third over Newton. It was a 
long road to hoe but Hedrick scratched 
his way past one rider after another 
until he ran out of time and took fifth, 
which was just good enough to round 
out the top five overall for the day. €N

AMA Mid-South Winter Hare Scramles Series, 
Final Round 


Blackwell 
repeats

REELFOOT, TN, APR. 13 
oug Blackwell powered his Sport 
D^ Racing-sponsored Yamaha 
to his second consecutive champi- 
onship in the Mid-South Winter Hare 
Scrambles Series on a cool and cloudy 
day in northwest Tennessee. 
Championships are a riders ace in the 
hole when it comes to year-end resumes 
and that fact set the stage for a show- 
down between multi-time National 
Hare Scrambles and GNCC Champion 
Scott Plessinger on his KTM Sportmo- 
torcycle and Blackwell. Even though 
Plessinger has won most of the events 
he has entered in the series this year, the 
championship came down to the final 
race of the series, winner takes all. 
The Memphis Motorcycle Club laid 














out a 6.5-mile course in mostly virgin, 
tight woods that incorporated a mix of 
faster short trails with plenty of hill 
climbs and mudholes in the valleys. 
With this round canceled twice already- 
once because of snow and the second 
time because of flooding - it was no sur- 
prise when the area got hit with about 
an inch of rain on the day before the 
race to make things interesting. 

Plessinger started things off by tak- 
ing charge early on as Blackwell fell 
behind, and Scott McLaughlin moved 
his Lynnwood Yamaha into the third 
spot (McLaughlin is from the Seattle, 
Washington, area just visiting and rid- 
ing with Blackwell for a couple of weeks 
or so to take in some local and GNCC 
races). Robert Patterson held his Sarge's 
Cycles Suzuki in the fourth position. 

As the Pro class checked in for the 
first of six grueling laps, Plessinger led 
Blackwell with McLaughlin and Patter- 
son in close pursuit. The order remained 
the same, with just a few bike lengths 
separating the leaders through the third 
lap, until McLaughlin encountered a 
bottomless rut in one of the many mud- 
holes and dropped off the lead pace. 
Patterson called it a day when he also 
encountered similar problems. 

Then there were two. Plessinger and 
Blackwell blazed through the next three 
laps as if they were nearly glued togeth- 












er, both keeping upright апа hammer- 
ing at a blistering pace through the mud 
and ruts. 

Plessinger led every lap until the 
very last one, when just a mile from the 
finish, just before a bad swamp, Black- 
well saw his chance and jumped a deep 
creek bed and shot into the lead. All that 
was left between Blackwell and the 
championship was the dreaded swamp 
and Blackwell took the safe way around, 
while Plessinger went the other way. 
Both riders came back together almost 
exactly the way they parted, about a 
bike length apart. 

Plessinger stayed in Blackwell's 
shadow all the way to the finish, but any 
pass attempt would have been sketchy 
as Blackwell stayed upright and on the 
gas to the finish. McLaughlin came in a 
respectable third, as he, Blackwell and 
Plessinger were the only riders to make 
six complete laps. 

“Tt was a great race,” Plessinger said 
after the duel. “I just wish I would have 
won. I think the place Blackwell passed 
me was a little controversial, but it’s his- 
tory now.” 

Blackwell was elated with his win. “I 
want to thank everyone out there who 
has helped me thus far in my racing 
career: FMF, SCR, Answer, Dunlop, 
Smith, Arai, my Dad, and all the people 
associated with this series, all the deal- 
ers, their involvement is incredible,” 
Blackwell said. “These guys here today 
turned a pretty dismal course into a 
good race by having plenty of course 
marshals out there to keep you moving 
through the bad sections. I don’t get to 
say much very often, but I also want to 
thank the fans out there who have 
cheered me on throughout the year, 
because I never knew what true south- 
ern hospitality was all about until I 
started riding this series last year. 
Thanks to all of you!” єх

Lucero, 
Oxley star 
on a new 
night

osta Mesa speedway and Friday 
C have gone together for 26 

years, but all things change, and 
the 1997 season opener took place on a 
new night at an earlier start time, 
though reigning U.S. National Champi- 
on Steve Lucero and former U.S. 
National Champion Brad Oxley still 
picked up where they left off last sea- 
son. 

Lucero continued his winning ways 
as he captured the win in the richest 
race of the night, the Scratch main, 
while Oxley topped the eight-man, 
eight-lap Handicap main. 

When they lined up for the scratch 
main, Bobby Schwartz drew the pole 
with Shawn McConnell in gate two and 
Lucero in three. Mike Faria drew the 
number-five spot next to the crash wall, 
while the high desert's John Aden sat in 
gate four. The first start then saw almost 
a full lap go in the books before a red 
flag came out after Lucero had gone 
down in turn two and Faria and 
McConnell bumped heads in turn four. 

After Lucero made a mad dash to the 
pits for bike adjustments, they all lined 
up for another try. When the gate went 
up, Lucero timed it perfectly and got a 
drive down low in turn two that put 
him into the lead. Faria, used to the big- 
ger European tracks with more dirt, was 
working the outside, trying to make 
something happen. He tangled with 
Lucero once, but Lucero held tough, and 
Faria was unable to move him off line. 
Schwartz ran in third, hoping that either 
of the lead RIDERS would make a mis- 
take, but that didn't happen, and he set- 
tled for the show money. McConnell 
held off Aden for fourth place. 

Eight riders qualified for the Handi- 
cap main with Paul Colston lining up 
alone on the 10-yard line. Jerry Black 
was alone on the 20 and Eddie Castro 
was alone on the 30, but from there 
things got crowded as McConnell, 
Oxley and Pfetzing each claimed a piece 





of real estate on the 40 while Faria and 
Lucero occupied the 50. 

One lap was completed before the 
red flag came out in this one when 
McConnell was clipped from behind on 
the back straight and went down hard. 
The ensuing single-file restart took for- 
ever as major disputes erupted over 
who belonged where, and why. When 
the gate finally went up again, Colston 
led the way for five laps, with Black 
hanging right in there before sliding out 
in turn four. This opened the door for 
Oxley, and that was all he needed as he 
drove hard out of turn four and got 
underneath Colston before the finish 
line. Oxley then made the pass and was 
going away by the time they hit the first 
turn again. With only two laps left, 
Oxley rode his own race while Colston 
kept McConnell at bay for second. 

If the Sidecar main was any indica- 
tion of what the season is going to be 
like, then it will be a rough one. Off the 
line the teams of Duane 
Carmont/Richard Taling and Peter 
Lewis/Jamie Macy came off turn four 
low and got a slingshot drive that put 
them into the lead. Carmont and Taling 
apparently figured they could make the 
same move and set it up beautifully, 
coming into three a bit high and then 
driving out of four very low and taking 
the win at the checkered. Steve Stanton 
and Robert Dent were third. €N

ECEA Enduro Series, Round 2 


Spence 
spanks 
urly Fern

ATSION, NJ, MAR. 23 
he South Jersey Enduro Riders’ 
Т romp through the western 
limits of the Wharton State Forest 
was greeted with plenty of suspicion 
and trepidation by all, especially the A-

class riders. Last year, SJER revealed a 
new swamp section on private land 
that basically surprised the pants off 
of everyone and houred out a few of 
the A-Only loop riders who had for- 
gotten how to swim. This year the club 
kept quiet about what was planned, 
but rumors got out that once again the 
infamous Bertino’s section was going 
to be in full use, and possibly expand- 
ed upon. Frankly, the rumors actually 
scared away a number of A riders who 
feared embarrassment gr bike abuse, 
and when the smoke and steam 
cleared the riders found they really 
hadn’t had that much to worry about 
after all. They still lost plenty of 
points, though. « 

In the end it was Mark Spence taking 
the overall win, on his new-for -'97 
Team Green KX250 ride. Last year’s 
ECEA Grand Champion continued his 
1996 battle with past multi-time champi- 
on Jack Lafferty Jr., overcoming Laffer- 
ty’s early lead and taking command in 
the “A-only” sections to finish up one 
point better, with a 34 total to Lafferty’s 
35 card. 

The first loop of the event was 
uneventful, consisting of plow lines and 
sand road east of Route 206. Six checks 
in the section saw most of the A and AA 
riders staying on zero, except for a 
tricky emergency check-out at check 
number four that may have grabbed a 
point from some of the A riders. An 
arrowing problem before the final sec- 
tion of the loop forced the club to 
change check-out check number six into 
an observation check only. 

Lafferty and Spence stayed even 
through the first loop, with Lafferty 
having the advantage of a 0:0 score, 
while Spence had dropped 23 emer- 
gency seconds. They had plenty of 
company, since a number of A riders 
also zeroed the loop. Considering the 
үст rumors, 23 seconds shouldn't 

ave caused Spence too much anguish, 
and they'd see in the second half what 
sort of points would really be 
dropped. 

They all got their chance shortly after 
the start of the loop, as check seven 
checked everyone into a typical south 
Jersey stick farm, with the trail covering 
old cranberry bog dikes and liberally 
laced with briars for the careless riders. 
Multiple logs and rail-road crossings 
kept everyone hopping, and all dropped 
points at the check-out. Spence had the 
advantage over Lafferty, with a 1:61 
compared to Lafferty's 1:79, but Spence 
didn't card the best score. He was beat- 
en through the section by Richard Laf- 
ferty, 1:50, and Kevin Bennett with a 
1:47. The fun was only just starting, 
though. 








A fast run on connector trails to the 
next check-in, check number nine, put 
the riders into SJER's Burnt Mill piece, a 
fast 5-mile section run mostly in open 
deciduous forest that begins with a 
debilitating mile ride down a whooped- 
out sand road. Several wet sections 
played havoc, sticking many riders, and 
a secret check-out, check number 10, 
took points from all. Spence made his 
first real mistake of the day going into 
this section, when he burned the check- 
in by a few seconds, adding two points 
to his card. Jack Lafferty Jr. zeroed, as 
did most of the other AA riders, and 
both dropped three at the check-out, as 
did Bennett. 

From this point, the run looped 
down towards the famous Atco Drag- 
way, where the course split and the B 
and C riders headed back toward the 
gun club, while the A riders faced the 
demon of the course. The Bertino's sec- 
tion was divided by three checks - num- 
ber 11 check-in, midpoint emergency 
check number 12, and check-out at 
lucky 13. 

Lafferty Jr. and Spence separated 
themselves from the rest of the pack in 
here, dropping 12 and 13, respectively, 
at the midpoint check, while Bennett 
went 16, and the third best AA score 
was turned in by Craig Shenigo of B&B, 
who dropped а 15. Without a doubt the 
best A-class score was posted by ISDE 
and enduro veteran Drew Smith, who 
proved that old age and experience can 
triumph once again; Smith matched 
Spence’s 13 score through the first half 
of the section. 

Although Bertino’s was timed 
impossibly tight and took plenty of 


. points, most riders agreed that it had its 


muddy spots, but wasn’t nearly as bad 
riding as it was last year. Section cap- 
tains John Smith and Chris Salin had 
spent plenty of time in the swamp, 
cleaning out and opening up the trail, 
and Mother Nature kept the water level 
low enough that parts of the section 
could even be considered dry. Basically 
it wasn't all that tough, but it still took 
loads of points. 

At the check-out to the section, 
Spence led the way with a 14-point 
loss, but right behind him was Drew 
Smith, who flew through with a 15. 
Burns at two checks earlier in the day 
would assure that Smith wouldn't fin- 
ish better than second in the 125cc A 
class, behind Eric Pirie. Open A flash 
Dave Groemm also had a 14 in that last 
section, and Lafferty finished it up with 
17 points. 

This set up whatever last points-tak- 
ing section that remained as a battle 
between Spence and Groemm. Howev- 
er, they had to get there first, and the 
organization became a little sloppy 
after the check 13 check-out when rid- 
ers weren't given a reset to make up 
their late time. This had riders speed- 
ing down Jackson Road to get to the 
reset at Atco Dragway, which wasn't 
very cool. Fortunately, no one was 
stopped or ticketed. Eyewitnesses at 
the Atco reset reported that the prevail- 








ing mood was that of an angry mob. 
One final section was planned, but then 
shortened (another swamp was taken 
out) after the mass carnage in the Berti- 
no section. 

Many riders could gamble in this 
remaining section, and a number of 
them carded zeroes, including Richard 
Lafferty, Larry Poplin, M. Dean Spencer, 
Todd Lockhard and a few more. If you 
were playing it cautious you hung back, 
and Spence finished with a 1:39, while 
Groemm carded a 2:58, giving the over- 
all win to Spence. 

In spite of all the points taken, the 
club dealt with nearly insurmountable 
land-use problems that had the course 
changing literally up to the day before 
the enduro. Turkey breeding grounds 
rerouted some sections and Rattlesnake 
breeding others. New wilderness recre- 
ation area designated by the state, 
encompassing the lands around the 
Batsto and Mullica Rivers, further 
cramped the sections east of U.S. 206. 
Considering how hard they worked to 
preserve the parts of the course they 
could use, the club did a miraculous job 
of running this enduro. Trail boss 
Kenny Lee Taylor fielded his share of 
complaints from the mud-haters, but 
overall opinion was that it wasn’t as 
bad as it could have been in the 
swamp, and it was certainly better than 
last year. According to some of the club 
members, it was a miracle that the 
enduro happened at all.

Up until this event, SETRA riders 
have been spoiled this season with just 
about perfect weather at each event, but 
Mother Nature decided to change all 
that this time, and the North Carolina 
hills were the site for the change. What 
had been a dry course the day before, 
turned into slick treacherous trails the 
morning of the enduro, with riders leav- 
ing the start as the rains poured down. 
KTM's Franklin Ramey III didn't let 
Mother Nature bother him, though, as 
he rode to the overall win with a score 
of 12. 

“I just rode hard and didn't really 
have any problems, passing anybody, or 
at any of the bottlenecks," the MSR- 
sponsored rider said. 

Terry Cunningham, a four-time 
National Enduro Champion, would take 
his Kawasaki to the second overall and 
first place in the 250cc A class. Cunning- 
ham, last year's winner, was riding a 
KDX220 and would finish the day with 
a 14. Neeley Racing-backed Jason 
Chancey, riding a KTM, would drop 16, 
to round out the top three, Chancey 
would also take first AA. 

“I rode good. This type of terrain is 
what Im used to. The rain didn't seem 
to bother me all that much. Although I 
couldn't see. But then neither could any- 
one else," the Moose-sponsored 
Chancey said. 

The Unifour Motorcycle Club has 
been promoting the event for years, and 
this was the 27th running of the enduro. 
SETRA rider have come to know this 
event as a fun, challenging enduro, and 
one of the highlights of the season. Ter- 
rain is hilly and covered with rocks. 
Some sections are almost all rock, and 
the club lets the rider know this on the 
route sheet with "TOR," which stands 
for "top of rock." The club holds the 
enduro on the Pisquh National Forrest. 
They had 43 miles of trail for the event, 
and those trails were tough and techni- 
cal. As the rains came, and came hard, 
the club decided to use only half the 
course, and end it at the gas stop. The 
riders were not made aware of this until 
they reached the gas stop. The club was 
concerned about damage to the land, 
and since they have a good relationship 
with the park service, that decision 
seemed to be in everyone's best interest. 

With only 21.45 miles of actual trail 
to ride on, you would think it wouldn't 
be too tough. But the average points 
dropped in those 21 miles was around 
35. It was a survival run. The trail start- 
ed at 2.35 miles and riders were checked 
in. The section was 8.45 miles long, and 








Ramey would have the fast time 
through with a four. Chancey, Cunning- 
ham and Kawasaki-mounted Steven 
Smith would drop a five. 

"I wear contacts and it is almost 
impossible to see without goggles, but I 
had to ride without them just to see any- 
thing," Smith said. "I also had some prob- 
lems passing people, but I suppose every- 
body had about the same problems." 

Smith would drop 16 points for the 
day for fourth overall. He and Ramey 
have been going at it neck and neck for 
the SETRA Championship. Farrell 
Smith, an Open A rider, would drop six 
points, followed by KTM-mounted 
Allen Gravitt with a seven, along with 
250cc A rider Johnny McCoy on a 
Kawasaki, also with a seven. McCoy 
was the first rider through the section 
and he started on row three. There was 
a short reset at 13.95 miles, and quite a 
few riders found themselves too far 
behind to stop. The slick trails and steep 
downhills had created a few bottle- 
necks. For many it was a challenge to 
get around riders. MSR-sponsored 
Gravitt was one of the riders who had 
problems in this first section. Reported- 
ly, a rider fell on one of the steep down- 
hills and created quite a jam-up. Gravitt 
would lose several points here. 

Check three, a going-in check, was at 
15.55 miles. Once again, Ramey would 
have the fast time through with an 
eight-point loss. Ramey would drop 
almost a point a mile - it was tough 
going. 

"The water was rushing down the 
hills so much, it was like riding a creek 
downhill," Ramey said. "Goggles were 
useless, I rode without them all day. I 
did some suspension changes before the 
race that worked really well, and my 
Bridgestone tires were hooking up 
good." 

Cunningham would be the next- 
fastest in the section with a nine. Gravitt 
and Farrell Smith were third-fastest 
with 10-point losses. Gravitt was having 
his share of problems, most of them try- 
ing to get past other riders. The MSR- 
backed Gravitt would finish out the day 
with a 17, good enough for fifth overall. 
Cunningham had his problems in the 
section, a rider bobbled in front of him 
on one of the many downhills, and he 
accidentally bumped into him, causing 
the rider to go down. Being the sports- 
man that he is, he stayed with the rider 
for a few moments to make sure he was 
okay. 

The club had 272 riders, although not 
all chose to ride in the rain. Riders came 
from as far away as Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and Michigan, with the most coming 
from South Carolina and Georgia. It was 
a short race but not too many com- 
plained about cutting the race short. The 
Unifour Club members worked hard, 





even removing all the arrows in the 
rain. €N

Bentley blasts

Shae Bentley stormed to the front to win three 
out of four motos in close 125 and 250ce A rac- 
ing at Road Atlanta Motocross in round one of 
the second annual AMA Trans-MX Series.

Lynn staked their claims for a dry line and the 
battle for fourth. Douglas and Merlino led onto 
the main straight and Varize would follow, 
keeping the early race action hot. 

The wet pavement would prove to be the 
literal downfall for Varize as his freshly paint- 
ed machine found the limits of traction before 
the main straight on lap number two. With the 
pack shuffled and Douglas dealing, the lessons 
of consistency would soon be at hand. Merlino 
lost ground to Douglas, whose dirt track expe- 
rience was paying huge dividends on the damp 
pavement, and Lynn was holding down third 
with Foster trying to keep close enough to 
make an attack. Atkins found Ray Ruggles and 
Brian Short ready to give it a go for fifth but 
rain and good sense kept the challenge in 
check. 

By the midway point Douglas had the race 
well in hand. Varize, who had fallen earlier, was 
at this point about to be lapped by the leaders. 
Foster could not reel in Lynn to pose a threat for 
third and the string of riders circled in single 
file. At the checkers it was Douglas and Merlino 
followed by Lynn, all happy to be on the box 
and noton the ground. €N

trouble. This is the moment in my 

short, happy journalistic life that 
might get me hurt the next time I walk 
through the pits. This is where the hate 
mail begins. I am about to commit hari- 
kari on my media career. So why do 
this? To hopefully prove a point about 
rumors, gossip, bench racers and the 
Internet. I want to turn the whispers 
into ink. 

None of what you are about to read 
is based on fact, good reporting or even 
a good imagination. It was all pulled out 
of the super-vicious rumor mill of 
motocross - a mill in which the racers 
act as fodder and the grinding gears 
consist of unaccredited pit-row 
reporters, double-spy sponsors, and the 
ever-unreliable Internet insiders. (I con- 
fess to being a keyboard-carrying mem- 
ber of this club). 

The time is now for such a down- 
ward spiral because the speculation I 
am about to graduate into print is just 
too juicy to pass up. They are the latest 
rumors buzzing through the aforemen- 
tioned gears of gossip. This news is stuff 
that’s supposed to be happening right 
now in the back rooms of the big rigs of 
supercross. News never traveled so fast! 
It used to be that inquiring minds had to 
wait for months for the magazines to 
come out before they heard the latest, 
which by then would not actually be the 
latest. In other words, I more or less 
found out that Bob Hannah was riding a 
Honda in 1983 when he showed up with 
one at the High Point Nationals... in 
May. Now, with the Internet every- 
where and being old enough to make 
long-distance phone calls on my own, I 
get to hear stories as they’re being 
made. Or, in many on-line cases, stories 
as they are being made up. There’s no 
way to verify any of the following sto- 
ries (let alone the sources) until they 
come to pass - then countless people 
will rush to claim credit. 

So that’s the purpose of my media 
mission here: To bring to the masses the 
best rumors I have heard/read in the 
last two weeks so that we can all see 
which ones are true and which ones are 
not. This way we can all measure the 
reliability of the spring ‘97 model RM 
(Rumor Mill). Tear this page out of Cycle 
News, duct-tape it to your cooler, and 
check off these juicy nuggets as they 
play out for the rest of the year. And 
don’t blame me for the high/low level 
of authenticity in the messages posted 
here - I'm only the messenger.

O American Honda has pulled out of 
motocross and supercross racing for the 
rest of the 1997 season, cutting their 
losses once and for all from the loss of 
Jeremy McGrath. The company is 
pulling their brand new 18-wheeler off 
the road for the rest of the year and 
have let Steve Lamson and Scott Sheak 
go. They've already sold out of the 1997 
models and don't need to race anymore. 

O American Honda's Scott Sheak 
will sit out the rest of the 1997 season to 
undergo surgery on his shoulder. 
Honda will roll his contract over to next 
year and give the New Yorker another 
shot at the factory level. 

ÛJ Steve Lamson will continue riding 
for American Honda this year but not 
inside the big rig. Because it's down to a 
orie-man team, Honda will instead put 
Lamson and mechanic Mike Gosselaar 
back in a box van in their quest for a 
third straight 125cc National title. 

LJ American Honda already has a 
handshake deal with Jeremy McGrath 
and Roger DeCoster to bring both men 
back in 1998 as a part of a whole new 
program. DeCoster will have complete 
control of the motocross team, McGrath 
will have the freedom to sign personal 
sponsorships, and current Honda race 
boss Wess McCoy will be reassigned to 
another department - like lawnmowers 
or something. 

O Jeremy McGrath will leave Team 
Suzuki after the 1997 season to form his 
own team, with his own big rig and his 
own sponsorships - and the freedom to 
choose any motorcycle he wants. Jeremy 
has already asked one of the current 
team truck drivers if he'd like to drive 
for him next year. 

L] Jeremy McGrath has asked Yama- 
ha’s Ezra Lusk and/or Kevin Windham 
to be his teammate in 1998 with Nac 
Nac Enterprises next year in their own 
big rig. 

О American Honda is negotiating 
with Ezra Lusk and/or Kevin Windham 
for the 1998 season. 

Û Yamaha already, has Kevin Wind- 
ham in the bag for '98 and are ready to 
issue a new contract to Ezra Lusk as well. 
L] American Honda has expressed 
interest in buying out Kawasaki as the 
brand sponsor of Mitch Payton's Split- 
Fire/Pro Circuit team. As a result of 
their overall poor showing in the 1997 
season to date, the company is already 
looking to make an all-out comeback 
next year and feel that PC's Ricky 
Carmichael is the man to place their 125 
bets on. 














C] American Honda wants to be with 
Pro Circuit, but Mitch Payton and Pro 
Circuit don't want Honda. After a not- 
so-friendly parting of the ways a few 
years back, Payton says he's staying put. 
Besides, Carmichael's contract is with 
Kawasaki itself for two more years, not 
Payton. 

О Team Honda sent master techni- 
cian Cliff White to the Italian 250cc 
Grand Prix on Sunday to investigate the 
aspirations of 18-year-old French phe- 
nom Sebastien Tortelli of the 
JHK/Kawasaki team. American Honda 
is in dire need of 250cc riders in 1998 
and Tortelli, with his astonishing out- 
door speed and growing supercross tal- 
ent, could bring wins and headlines 
quickly. 

LJ] Team Honda sent master techni- 
cian Cliff White to the Italian 250cc 
Grand Prix on Sunday to give on-site 
help to reigning 250cc World Champion 
Stefan Everts - the only Honda 250cc 
factory rider in the world this year. 
Everts has stated that he has no interest 
in coming to America to race full-time; 
Honda has stated they have no interest 
in bringing the supercross-deficient 
Everts to America. They just want that 
World Title. 

О Sebastien Tortelli has already told 
the European press that he will not 
come to America in 1998 because he 
wants to honor the last year of his con- 
tract with JHK/Kawasaki and Jan de 
Groot. After that, Tortelli and his men- 
tor Jacky Vimond would be willing to 
ride in America for any team without an 
in-house clothing deal. In other words, 
Tortelli wants to maintain his career- 
long clothing contract with the French- 
based Oxbow clothing company and 
will favor a U.S. team without a clothing 
deal (like Kawasaki and Suzuki) to 
teams with a deal already in place 
(Honda, Yamaha, Pro Circuit, Honda of 
Troy). 

After suffering through a bad spell 
together over the signing of Jeremy 
McGrath, Honda of Troy will stay with 
Honda in 1998 as their primary team. 

Mike LaRocco went back to Suzuki 
because he could not be released from 
his MSR deal in order to sign with 
Honda for the rest of 1997. Honda 
already has a contract with Fox Racing, 
which requires all Honda riders this 
year to wear Fox. Mike LaRocco will 
ride a Honda next year - Honda of Troy. 
C Mike LaRocco went back to Suzuki 
because they allowed him to run 
upside-down forks like Jeremy and his

If McGrath does not 
agree to come back, Honda will not 
allow Suzuki to help him in 1998, limit- 
ing Jeremy's choices to Yamaha and 
Kawasaki, who Honda also might lean 
on. (There's no such thing as “collusion” 
in the rumor mill.) So Jeremy will end 
up going car racing. 

That just about covers it all - every- 
one should be good and mad. There are 
many other rumors out there that have 
come up, but these seem to be the most 
plausible yet still the least likely. You 
see, half of them have to be false for half 
of them to be true. Then again, there's 
always the chance that they are all 
wrong. Reliable rumors can be a contra- 
diction in terms, an oxymoron along the 
same lines of "new vintage bike." Still, 
the buck stops/starts here. With the 
menu above you can keep score of all 
the off-track actions of your favorite rid- 
ers and teams, but don't hold it against 
me if it all turns out to be true.
